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LABOR DAY FINDS. 
UNIONS SUBDUED, 


Pienics Tomorrow Take Place 
of Former Great Parades, 
and Comparatively 

Few Will March. 


REVIEW OF THE STRIKES. 


Plans for Quiet Celebration Indi- 
cate a Cessation of the Pe- 
riod of Aggressive 


Organizing. 


Where labor day last year was celebrated 
by a demonstration with thousands of men 
and women marching the streets, cheering, 
with banners flying, and bands playing, the 
day will be observed tomorrow quietly and 
with little ostentation. 

A few of the marchers of a year ago will 
be in the streets. The parade has not the 
sanction of the Chicago Federation of Labor. 
It will be the effort of a few leaders of 
unions who have come to regard the labor 
day demonstration as an historic event. 
Picnics will be held by the organizations in 
place of the street parade. 


Reflects History of Unions. 


The difference between the method of ob- 
serving labor day last year and this reflects 
the history of trade unionism in Chicago for 
the last twelve months, The aggressive or- 
ganizing period, for a time at least, is over 
with. 


In the twelve months ending with labor 
day, 1908, the number of workers enrolled 
under the banners of trade unions in Chicago 
mounted from 120,000 to 240,000. In the 
twelve months following, and down to the 
present time, a third of this gain has been 
lost to the labor organizations. A large pro- 
portion of the unions are affiliated with the 
Chicago Federation of Labor, and the 
amount of the per capita tax paid into the 
federation is a barometer of status of the 
labor organizations. There now are 115 
lecal unions and 40,000 persons less con- 
tributing te the federation than in Septem- 
ber, 1903. 

In the preceding yéar the whole energy of 
the union leaders was given to erganization. 
It was their aim to bring all the workers of 


the city into the trade unions. In the last | 


year their efforts havo been directed to hold- 
ing the organizations together. The prob- 
lem was to retain the ground that had been 
won. 


Indifference Follows Enthusiasm. 


Several causes seem to have contributed 
to this changed position. First there was 
the reaction from the overexertion and the 
consciously wrought up enthusiasm of the 
building period. Much of-the work of the 
period was found to have been done hastily 
and to be unsubstantial. Indifference in some “ 
degree succeeded enthusiasm. The builders 
found {t necessary to prop up the structures 
already erected and had no time to try to add 
new stories, 

Another cause lay in the changed indus- 


trial conditions. With trade and commerce |. 


suffering from a slight depression, higher 
wages, fewer hours of work, and easier con- 


ditions were not granted readily by employ- |. 


ers. The presentation of demands and the 
prosecution of strikers therefore were dis- 
couraging work. 

As a consequence of the phenomenal activ- 
ity, of the labor organizers in 1908 and of the 
slump in trade following, associations of em- 
ployers were formed. They have been one 

f the causes of the changed conditions. 
Acting in concert, the employers were in a 
stronger position to oppose union demands 
than they had been in previous years. 


Nearly Fifty Injunctions Issued. 

In conjunction with the perfection of these 
associations, more attention has been given 
to court injunctions in controversies with the 
unions. In the year gone by nearly fifty in- 
junctions have been issued by the courts of 
Cook county, restraining leaders and mem- 
bers of the trade unions from interfering 
with employers in their efforts to operate 
with nonunion workers. 

Criminal proceedings against men charged 
with acts of violence in connection with la- 
bor disputes have increased in number and 
in the vigor with which they have been prose- 
cuted. Grand juries have been summoned to 
investigate union “ slugging,’’ and alleged 
violations of injunctions have been run down 
with persistence. 

Never before have the police of Chicago 
taken so positive a stand against illegal acts 
by strikers. Arrests have been numerous 
and the imposition of fines in proportion to 
the seriousness of the offense has been com- 
mon, where in previous years prisoners were 
released with good natured reprimands, 

“Closed Shops’? Remain. 

The “open shop” agitation by employers 
is less heard of than it was six months ago. 
A considerable degree of s was 
achieved by the employers in some struggles 
with labor unions on this score. These 
struggies, however, were largely with the 
new unions. The old organizations that had 
been committed to “closed shop” agree 
ments have not been shaken perceptibly. 

A decision from the Appellate court, hold- 
ing hop contract illegal gave 
the employers new courage in their fight, 
Experience demonstrated, however, that re- 
suits chiefly were a matter of the strength of 
the contestants. If the union were powerful 
enough and had its trade sufficiently well or- 
ganized it secured its exclusive agreement 
with no difficulty. If it were weak and ifa 


Arbitration 

is viewed with less favor than it was 4 year 
ago. It has been employed with some suc- 
cess to adjust differences before strikes were 
called. But after the workers were ous the 
victory usually has gone to the stronger, as 
dctermined by the fight. On the side of the 
labor leaders, and of the employers az well, 
the feeling has grown that arbitration, as 
ft usually has worked out, has been only a 
splftting of the differences, without reference 
to the real merits of the controversy.

Joe fell into the 
murky waters of the stream and John 
jumped in to save him. They drowned in 
each others arms. 

Joe, 7 years old, and John, 9 years old, 
lived at 8708 Hermitage avenue. Their father 
had promised them a toy ship for this sum- 
mer. Last spring he began fashioning it, 
and only last week was it complete down to 
the last little stay and sall and belaying 
pin. When it was done the father put it on 
the Genter table in the parlor and told the 
boys he would show them how to sall it the 
first day he could get home early from work. 

The boys were impatient, however, ané 
after regarding the wonderful vessel in the 
parlor day after day they decided to launch 
‘4t yesterday afternoon. They stole away 
with the toy ship between them, and put 
it into the water at the foot of Thirty-eighth 
street. The boat rode out to its painter's 
length, and the boys were filled with delight. 
They told Vincent Toshnich, who strolled 
past, that they were playing sailor. 

For several minutes Toshnich heard 
shouts and laughter of the little fellows, as 
they sailed their craft. He was two blocks 
away when he stopped and looked upstream. 
Then he saw John leap on to the piling and 
then into the water, where the smaller boy 
was struggling. 

When Toshnich ran back to the spot he 
could see nothing of the boys. He summoned 
Policeman Carroll of the Deering street police

TIRE OF A LOSING FIGHT. 


Old Employes Will Be Taken Back 
as They Are Needed. 


New York, Sept. 8.—[Special.}—The strike 
of the meat cutters and butchers In this city 
was declared off tonight by a referendum 
vote of the thirteen locals of the Amalgamat- 
ed Meat Cutters and Butcher Workmen, held 
in different halls. The executive board of 
the unions mét earlier and decided on this 
action, but thought ft best to refer the mat- 
ter to the locals. The strikers will return to 
work on Tuesday. 


To Retain Competent Men. 

The conditions under which the strikers 
return to work are that all competent men 
now employed by Schwarzschild & Sulz- 
berger and the United Dressed Beef compa- 
nies be retained and ae many strikers as they 
can find places for be taken back. Those for 
whom there are no jobs will have the prefer- 
ence when occasions occur. 

The strikers, who were tired of idleness, 
ignored the order of President Donnelly to 
strike. In the independent shops their action 
tonight was independent of what Donnelly or 
what the international union might do. 


Strike Was Sympathetic. 

The strike was started here nearly four 
weeks ago, and was purely a sympathetic 
one. Many of the men employed by the 
Schwarzschild & Sulzberger company were 
with the firm from fifteen to twenty years. 
Some had tears their eyes when they 
cuit work after the firm had pleaded with 
them to stay, but the order of the union, 
they sald, was paramount to anything else. 

When the strike had been In progress sev- 
eral weeks it was apparent the strikers had

Can He Reach Mukden? 

Can Kouropatkin reach Mukden with the 
rest of his army and the rest of his guns? 

The question must wait a few hours for 
an answer. 

The war office at St. Petersburg says that 
Kouropatkin’s army is concentrating at Yen- 
tal, twelve miles northeast of Liscoyang. 
But Yentai is not on the railroad, 

Tokio dispatches indicate that Oku’s army 
—the Japanese left—has seized the raliroad 
above Yental from the west, and that Kuro- 
army—the Japanese right—commands 
the railroad from the east. 

Must Again Give Battle. 

This being true,"Kouropatkin must again 
give battle at-Yentai against a forese on each 
side of him. His army is smaller by the 
number of killed and wounded in the last 
week and by the 25,000 in Stakelberg’s corps. 
He has lost many of his guns. He burned 
his stores and destroyed his ammunition, 
and has no reserve supply. The roads north 
to Mukden are impassable. 

Not in a hundred years of warfare has a 
general faced apparently so hopeless a pos- 
sibility. 

In St. Petersburg, however, military mee 
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take a less gloomy view of the situation. 


They assume that by the sacrifice of Stakel- 
berg’s corps Kouropatkin was enabled te 
withdraw the bulk of his army to Mukden. 
But there is nothing official to indicate that 
the St. Petersburg assumption is correct. 


RUSSIAN ARMY SURROUNDED. 
{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO 
TOKIO, Sept. 8; noon.—The Asahf believes 


that the Russian forces have been envel- ! 


‘oped by the Japanese extreme left on the 
'Taitze river northeast of Liaoyang; that 


‘the center Japanese army is advancing from 


the southeast on both sides of the river; that 
the first army is farther north, touching the 
railway on the extreme right. The Russian 
main force was hard pressed by Gen. Oku 
while crossing the right bank of the Taitze. 

The Asahi remarks upon the significant 
historical parallel between the events at Liao- 
yang and those at Sedan, which occurred 
on the same day and month thirty-four years 
ago. It estimates the Russian losses will ex- 
ceed those which the French sustained at 
Sedan, both in prisoners and casualties— 
probably 70,000 prisoners and 50,000 casual- 
ties, The Russian casualties ate at least 
double those of the Japanese. 


Russians Retreat Fighting. 
. Ip the last two days’ fighting the Russian 
foree confronting Field’ Marshal Oyama’s 
left center continued slowly to give ground 
in retreat, gradually crossing to the right 
bank of the Taitze river. A portion of the 
Russian army occupied a line of defense 


‘works extending northwest from a point 


south of Liaoyang. The Russians also held 
an eminence northeast of Nutchang, on the 
right bank of the Taitze. This evidently was 


“intended to shield the general retreat of both 


‘the left and center. 

The Japanese armies continue@ to press 
the Russians yesterday. They moved for- 
ward and cocupied a line extending from 
Tatepjif to Yanchialintzu. Oyama tele 
graphs that he hoped to reach the right bank 
of the Taitze this morning. Later develop- 
ments show that he succeeded. 


Kuroki’s Winning Fight. 

Gen. Kuroki, after serious fighting, suc- 
ceeded yesterday in taking a portion of an 
eminence near Helyingtal. Details of this 
fighting have not been received. 

Yesterday the Russians appeared to be con- 
centrating in the vicinity of the Yentai coal 
mines, twelve miles northeast of Liaocyang. 


EKUROKI’S MASTER STROKE. 
GEN. KUROKI’S HEADQUARTERS ON 
THE FIELD, Sept. 2, via Fusan, Corea, 
Sept. 8—For the last two days the army 
under Gen. Kuroki has pushed to the north- 
west towards the railroad north of Liaoyang. 
His right wing has taken the last line of in- 
tervening hills and holds a commanding po- 
sition from which to strike the railroad. 
The fighting lately has been continuous and 
heavy and there has been much artillery fire. 
Last night the Japanese carried a strongiy 
fortified Russian position north of the Taitze 
river and west of Awangtuan by a bayonet 
charge. In this fight the Japanese losses 
were small. 


HOPE OF VICTORY DASHED.

Blame Stackelberg for Defeat. 
‘ The retreat is the logical consequence of 
the Russian plan of leading on and tiring out 
the Japanese at the successive stations of the 
road northward, thus placing their foe at the 
constantly growing disadvantage of length- 
ened lines of communication. 

The success of this plan was marred by a 
blunder of Gen. Stackelberg, who, in the 
words of Gen. Kouropatkin, insisted on 
placing his own interpretation on orders in- 
stead of fulfilling them. Gen. Stackelberg 
erred in failing to cross the Taitze river when 
Gen. Kouropatkin desired that the whole 
army should retreat to its northern bank. 


Blunder Costs an Army Corps. 

This blunder, it is feared, will involve the 
loss of the whole of the First Siberian army 
corps, censisting of the First, Second, and 
Sixth rifle divisions, Ussuri Cossack brigade, 
the First Siberian artillery brigade, and a 
sapper battalion. 

The abandonment of the whole position at 
Liaoyang involves the loss of a great accu- 
mulation of stores, though it is believed that 
many of these already had been sent north 
before the commencement of fighting. 

It is more than possible, however, that the 
Russians destroyed what they could not re- 


move. 
Call It Jap Reverse. 

Something akin to consternation prevalis 
among Russians who have learned of the dis- 
aster to Gen. Stackelberg’s corps. All real- 
ize that there is small hope now for the relief 
of Port Arthur. Military officials, however, 
are unanimous in the belief that it would only 
be folly for Gen. Kouropatkin to remain and 
run the risk of being surrounded with his 
whole army, and that the commander in 
chief by his withdrawal north has actually 
converted what might have been disaster 
to himself into what is regarded as a reverse 
for the Japanese, for the failure of the Jap- 
anese to hold Gen. Kouropatkin’s army and 
inflict a decisive blow, it is claimed, cannot 
be regarded otherwise than a reverse. 

Field Marshal Oyama’s tenacious frontal 
attack and the clever flank movement could 
not have had any other object than to com- 
pel the Russians to accept a decisive en- 
gagement. 


Means Doom of Port Arthun 
‘Gen. Kouropatkin’s retreat will undoubted- 
ly have a discouraging effect on the garrison 
of Port Arthur, which can no longer hope for 
relief from this quarter. 

It is doubtful, however, if the Japanese are 
in a position to press the siege, and it is more 
than probabie that they have diverted a por- 
tion of the besieging army to reinforce their 
own, corps operating in Manchuria. This 
would account for the temporary lull in the 
fighting there. iy 

It 4s noticeable that the siege reports 
reaching here do not mention further as- 
sauits on the fortress, but only speak of 
bombardments.

The retreat of this regiment 
led to the evacuation of the positions held by 
other troops. Towards morning the troops 
advanced gradually in order to retake the 
Sykwantun position.”’ 

Position. Not Yet Hopeless. 

Gen. Kouropatkin’s report thus indicates 
clearly the Russians were driven from the 
heights at Sykwantun and to the northward. 
Even then Kouropatkin apparently did not 
consider his position desperate, for he gave 
orders for an offensive movement Friday 
morning. He so reported to St. Petersburg, 
and it was his telegram early Friday morning 
that led to the announcement here that the 
Russian army had taken the offensive. This 
announcement raised hope to the pitch of 
expectancy. But as yesterday wore away 
and no word came a feeling of depression 
came over the city. : 


Kouropatkin’s Last Attack. 

Kouropatkin’s agressive move Friday 
morning failed. How it failed is only partly 
told in the following official report from Gen. 
Sakharoff, who is Kouropatkin’s chief of 
staff. Under date of Sept, 2 he says: 

“Today our troops assaulted the heights of 
Sykwanhtun and after a desperate fight we 
captured the whole chain, but immediately 
made the discovery that we had to deal with 
a strong Japanese force with a front extend- 
ing from Yentai to the River Taitze. 

“A detachment under Maj. Gen. Orloff, 
which was guarding the Yentai mines, ad- 
vanced a short distance, but, meeting the 
Japanese superior in force and in a strong 
position, had to retire. 

“Maj. Gen. Orloff was wounded, but the 
danger of the enemy's movement was avert- 
ed by his return to the station at Yental. 


Stackelberg Saves Orloff. 

“ The gallant regiments of the First Siberian 
rifle cérps came up and Gen. Stackejberg 
checked the attacking Japanese. In this fight 
the brave commander of the Second Siberian 
regiment, Col Ozersky, was wseériously 
wounded. | 

*“ At 9 o’clock in the evening there was a 
lull in the fighting all along the line and the 
only firing heard was the boom of guns at 
Liaoyang. According to a telephone report, 
the garrison at Liaoyang répulsed the second 
Japanese attack. | 
.“ In order to ascertain the enemy’s streagth 
two regiments on the west front were ordered 
to attack. After a fierce fight it was dis- 
covered that the enemy opposed to the lwo 
regiments were more than two divisions 
strong. 

“The losses to the Russian army have not 
been ascertained exactly, but according to 
the latest account, they exceed 8,000 in killed 
or wounded.” 


First Rumors of Retreat. 

This report was not made public in St. Pe- 
tersburg until last. evening. It was not 
known, therefore, up to noon yesterday (Sat- 
urday) that Kouropatkin’s last aggressive 
move had failed. 

At 8 o'clock in the afternoon the rumor 
suddenly filled the streets that Kouropatkin's 
entire army: was in full retreat. 

Later in the evening the war office admitted 
that the rufhor was true and announced 
further that Liaoyang had been abandoned, 
that the ammunition reserves had been ex- 
ploded, and all stores and supplies burned. 

The transition from hope of success to the 
realization of defeat caused great depression 
in St. Petersburg. It could not be under- 
stood. Even official reports failed to ex- 
plain it. 

Idacyang Too Hot to Hold. 

That Liaoyang was in danger, however, 
was known from Sakharoff’s report, part of 
which already has been quoted. He con- 
tinued: 

“At -3:45 o'clock p.m. the first Japanese 
shell fell in Léaoyang, and was followed by 
a hail of projectiles, which swept the rail- 
way station and the suburbs of the town it- 
self. Fortunately, the station was empty, 
all the rolling stock having been removed.

|LONGEST BATTLE IN HISTORY. 
| Fighting Around 


Liaocyang Disproves 
Experience of Boer War That Long 
Range Actions Are Necessary. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 4, 2:50 a. m.— 
The battle of Liaoyang, which began with 
a Japanese advance on Aug. 24, the day of 
the christening of the czarevitch, and con- 
cluded on Saturday, Sept. 8 with the re- 
treat of Gen. Kouropatkin, is. believed to 
have been the longest and the bloodiest of 
history. 

Numerous incidents in the fighting upset 
the theory evolved by experiences in the 
Boer war, that a modern battle must neces- 
sarily be fought at long range. Both sides 
repeatedly came to hand to hand encounters 
in bayonet charges, and the men of both 
sides were often so near each other that 
they could distinguish features and hear 
words of command. 

In ‘one instance they were separated only 
by the width of the railroad, and actually 
threw stones at each other. ages ‘ 

Correspotidents state that several of the 
bayonet attacks made by the Japanese 


the depletion of ammunition, of which mod- 
ern arms entail such extravagant ex- 
penditure. The Japanese came on with 
empty guns, and with hopes of finishing the 
attack with cold steel, but it was proved, at 
their own cost, that such attacks cannot be 
ériven home in the face of the fire of breech 
loading guns. 

‘The Russian artillerymen suffered terribly 
in. the prolonged fighting south of the Taitze 
river. One battery lost forty men killed and 
the remainder of it were wounded, and when 
a fresh battery was brought up into position 
the survivors protested with tears at being 
removed, begging to be allowed to die beside 
their own guns. 

‘Red Cross Suffers Severely. 


The work of the Red Cross, which through- 
out the war has been most devoted on both 
sides, has proved almost as dangerous to 
nurses and doctors as has the work of the 
combatants. Many bearers and their assist- 
ants have been killed or wounded in at- 
tending to injured under fire. A sister of 
mercy was killed and a surgeon wounded in 
the final assaults on Liaoyang. 

Telegraph operators and correspondents 
also have suffered severely. Two correspond- 
ents have been shot, and one has been dec- 
orated for bravery. 

Japs Starving and Naked. 

Many of the Japanese prisoners were starv- 
ing and almost naked when captured, which 
speaks volumes for Japanese endurance. [t 
is wonderful that the commissary arrange- 
ments made it possible to continue to supply 
the men during such a continuous battle.

TAPS TAKE FORT 
AT PORT ARTHUR. 


Worn Out Russians Surprised 
at Palichwang, Two Miles 
. North of City. 


SEVEN HOURS OF BATTLE. 


Place Captured and Lost Twice 
Is Now Unoeeupied by 
Either Army. ¢ 


CHEEFOO, Sept. 8, 9 p. m.—On the night 
of Aug. 20 the Japanese surprised the worn- 
out Russians at Palichwang and inflicted 
severe losses. The Russians retired and the 
Japanese occupied their position. 

The next morning at 3 o’clock the Jap- 
anese, moving from their new vantage 
ground in heavy force, desperately assaulted 
a Palichwang and an adjoining fort repeat- 
edly until 2 o’clock in the afternoon, when 


‘they were compelled to retire, losing over 


1,000 men. 

Finding those forts impregnable, the next 
morning at 4 o'clock the Japanese forces 
hurled thenivelves against another fort near 
Palichwang. By hand to hand fighting they 
succeeded in driving out the Russians and 
occupying their positions at 7 o'clock in the 
Seven Hours of Battle. 

Artillery was brought up and desperate 
efforts were made to make the position se- 
eure, but after enduring for seven hours ar- 
tillery fire from the other forts, the Japanese 
were compelled to retire. 

The Japanese succeeded, however, in ren- 
dering the position useless to the Russians, 
and it is now unoccupied. 

It is believed that the weakening of the 
Russian line will attract further efforts to 
break h in this quarter. The bom- 
bardment of the town continues. 

The foregoing information is brought from 
Port Arthur by an intelligent Chinese, who 
speake both English and Russian. He adds 
that the Russian warships occasionally reply 
to the Japancse bombardment. 


Detaile of Recent Fighting. 
Further details of the fighting around Port 
Arthur reached here in a copy of the Russian 
newspaper, the Novi Kral, of date of Aug. 27. 
The Novi Krai confirms the official Japan- 
ese report that the Japanese cruisers Kasuga 
and Nisshin bombarded two small forts near 
Golden hill some time ago, but it does not 
gay that these forts were silenced, as the 
Japanese reported. These two forts are in 
the vicinity of Wudianfan, which is com- 
manded by fort No. 2. 

The Japanese mounted eight guna in front 
of Wudianfan on Aug. 25, and have estab- 
lished one large and one small fort to the 
northeast of the village. It was a detach- 
ment of Japanese cavairy and infantry that 
appeared in the open in the vicinity of Wudi- 
anfan which the battleship Retvizan aided 
in causing to retire. A gun on one of the 
new Japanese forts was struck by a Russian 
shell and ruined, 


Attacking Golden Hill. 
The account published in the Novi Krai 
does not go into details, but the inference is 
obvious that the Japanese have been assault- 
ing the smaller Russian forts dominated by 
Golden hill 
The paper makes reference to a trench 
along the hills, and remarks that only the 
heads of the Japanese can be seen above it. 
On the night of Aug. 256, according to the 


| Novi Kral, a piece of white paper on the end 


of a pole was hoisted above the Japanese 
trenches. 
a detail forward to communicate with the 
enemy. The Japanese, in imperfect Russian, 
requested assistance In removing their dead, 
The Novi Krai considers this request to have 
been strange considering the fact that the 
Japanese do not allow the Russians to re- 
move their dead. 


Japs Are Running Trenches. 

At 8 o’clock on the morning of Aug. 26, 4 
Russian searchlight revealed the Jaanese 
troops opposite Fort No. 1, beginning oper- 
ations, and thereupon the entire Russian line 
opened fire upon the enemy with rifle fire, oc- 
casionally using cannon. 

In reply the Japanese fired irregularly at 
fort No. 3. . Daylight developed the startling 
fact that the Japanese had advanced a trench 
to the north of fort No. 2. This trench was 
manned heavily with artillery, which inter- 
fered seriously with the Russian fire. 

The Japanese then opened fire with six guns 
on the hill known as the Eagle's Nest, in the 
meanwhile continuing to use sand bags for 
the further strengthening of their newly in- 
trenched positions, 


Drive Japs from Trenches. 

The Russians concentrated their fire on 
the sand bags, the Japanese replying from 
another position three-quarters of a mile to 
the northeast. 

The Novi Krai declares in conclusion that 
at 10 o’clock in the morning of Aug. 26 the 
Japanese were unable longer to endure tha 
bombardment, and abandoned the newly 
made trench to the north of Fort No. 2 and 
Wudianfan, fleeing to the low ground near 
the rallroad. 

The Novi Krai asserts that a Japanese 
torpedo boat was sunk off Port Arthur 
Aug. 

The paper further speaks of the Russian 
battleship Retvizan having shelled Japanese 
troops who appeared near the village of 
Wudianfan, and this would indicate that 
some of the Russian warships at Port Arthur 
are not so seriously damaged as the reports 
from Chinese sources have represented. 


FEARFUL PLIGHT OF WOUNDED. 


St. Petersburg Paper Exposes Awful 
Condition of the Russian Field 
Hospitals. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

8ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 3.—The Russkia 
Viedomosti publishes an account of the awful 
and needless sufferings of the Russian sick 
and wounded, drawing a painful picture of 
the horrible torments endured on account of 
the lack of ordinary necessities. One hospital 
is almost entirely without sugar, milk, lamp 
oil, is absolutely without soap or dairy 
produce, and obliged to take in whole wagon- 
loads of wounded beyond what it could ac- 
commodate and. feed. 

The wounded and sick invariably are 
brought in clad in shirts only. When they 
recover the hospitals are without garments 
to reclothe them. 

The unfortunates arrive at the hospitalsin 
a shocking condition, most of them having 
been abandoned to chance during the long 
train journey in common freight cars, un- 
covered or covered, but invariably dirty. 

The journal proceeds: 

“ Wagons provided, or even Itters, 
for the miserable inmates, so the soldier. 
seriously wounded, is laid down on bare 
boards and left there for several days and 
nights. There are nosanitary arrangements, 
not even the most primitive. There is not 
even a ladder whereby those able might leave 
the car at stations. 

“ When it is remembered that a majority 
of the invalided are suffering from dysentery 
the condition in which they arrive at the hos- 
pital after several days may be imagined. 

“ The placing of the wounded in wagons ts 
characterized as absolute chaos. The se- 
riously wounded and dying are not given the

- Oyama, Fighter by Fate, Not Choice 


Spartan Training g Japanese General Who Has Inscribed 
His Name on the World’s Roll ¢ Fame. 


he staid in camp. 


~. WAWO OYAMA was born in 1641, a 
samurai or noble of the Kagoshima clan. 
From his earliest infancy he was brought 
up as a soldier. At 4 years of age he 
was separated from his mother and.be- 

gan to learn the lessons of hardihood. He 
was never allowed to wince for pain or com- 
plain of hunger. He was compelled to go 
barefoot in the snow in the winter to toughen 
him. In wintry winds he wore but the thin- 
nest clothes to keep his skin from being ten- 
der. His days were spent in the practice of 
arms and physical exercise; his nights in 
studying the bushido, of eld Japanese code 
of honor, which taught the samurai that life 
was nothing as compared with the glory of 
his daimio or leader. Little Oyawa was of 
sturdy stuff and could stand the training 
which killed many who are devoted to it. 

At the age of 10 he had killed a bear un- 
aided, and the same year took part in his 
firat battle with the retainers of a rival dai- 
mio. Young Oyama at this time was pas- 
sionately devoted to his cousin, the great 
Baigo, the head of the Satsuma clan. 

After the period of the civil war in the 60s, 
when the new régime was firmly established, 
the young Oyama was sent to France as mil- 
itary attaché to study the organization of 
modern armies, and had the opportunity of 
observing modern warfare during the 
Franco-German conflict of 1870. 

He remained abroad three years, and on his 
return home was appointed a general in the 
imperial army. | 

At the outbreak jof the Satsuma rebellion, 
headed by his cousin Saigo, and in which his 
own brother took a leading part, Oyama 
found himself in a painful dilemma; his loy- 
alty to the central government and to the 
person of the emperor triumphed, however, 
and he took the field against his clansmen, 
and as commander of the “ fiying brigade “ 
— bravely and successfully until Saigo’s 


During the ensuing ten years of reconstruc- 
tion, which Marquis Yamagata devoted to 
establishing and perfecting the standing 
army and to fortifying the whole country, 
Gen. Oyama was his righthand man. With- 
out him the task could hardly have been ac- 
complished, for, after Saigo’s death, Oyama 
had come to be regarded as the representa- 
tive of the Satsuma clan and defender of their 
interests, and he used all his influence to se- 
ure the cotperation of the still powerful 
Satsuma element. 

To his credit it must be said that he never 
took advantage of his position to obtain 
political power. In the army he has been 
steadily promoted, and he has, alternately 
with Yamagata, occupied all the important 
posts. Twice—from 1885-'90 and from 1891- 
has been minister of war. During the 
war with China he was ordered to Manchuria 
as commander in chief of the second army. 
In 1895, at the end of the war, the title of 
marquis was conferred on him, and in 1808 
he was made a marshal and the following 
year succeeded the late Prince Komatsu as 
chief of the general staff. 

Marshal Oyama is almost the only one left 
of the older generals, as Marehal Yama- 
gata’s health has not permitted of his taking 
an active part in the present campaign. 


There is a more terrible story told of 

ama. When he went to fight with the 
rial forces against his cousin, Saigo, the 
rebel, he left behind him a beautiful young 
bride. It was the custom in those days— 
a custom now modified—for a Japanese wom- 
an, and especially a Japanese noble woman, 
to keep herself in seclusion. This duty be- 
came more tmperative during her husband's 
absence. She must not then, except fer the 
gravest reasons, go abroad. 

Many stories came to Oyama on the battle 
field that his wife was disregardful of the 
custom of her caste. She was bringing dis- 
grace not only upon herself but upon his 
name. She smirched the bushido. Oyama 
heard the stories but did nothing. He was 
considered a cluggard, a Samurai, thus to let 
his erring wife go unpunished. At one time 


‘a chance of war. brought him near their 


home. It seemed a good opportunity for 
him to pay it a visit. He could leave camp 
and be back again within twenty-four hours. 
But nothing could move him from his duty 
to the emperor—not even his own disgrace. 


Finally the war was over, the rebele were 
crushed, the tmpertal authority was es- 
tablished—and then Oyama went home. His 
wife met him at the door in the way which 
from time immemorial faithful Japanese 
wives have met their husbands on their re- 
turn. She prostraed herself before him on 
the lintel. The victorious soldier bade her 
tise. Together they entered the house; and 


from that day to this nobody has ever seen or 
heard of her who was Oyama’s first wife 
That was old Japan. 


But Oyama now is of the new Japan—not 
only in public but in private life. He has 
married again. His wife is dressed always 
in Buropean clothes, and possesses to the 
fullest extent the liberties which are enjoyed 
by the women in most of he Hurepean coun- 
tries. The present Marchioness Oyama was 
born Stenats Yamakema. She, toc, was a 
noble, the daughter of a deimio. was 
born In 1859.. 

When she was 12 years old the government 
suddenly decided to send twenty-one young 
girls to the west te study. Stenats was one 
of those selected. She was visiting her 
brother, a short distance from her home, 
when the edict reached her. She was given 
no choice in the matter. She was not even 
permitted to go back to her own home, but 
was taken from her brother’s house and sent 
to America. She reached New England, 
where she wae given a place in the home of 
the Rev. Dr. Leonard Bacon of the First 


. Congregational church of New Haven. Here 


she staid for elght years; and mastered the 
English tongue. In 1879 she entered Vassar 
college, from which she graduated tn 1882. 
Her commencement oration was a remarka- 
ble essay on “ British Policy Toward Japan.” 

She returned to her native land and shortly 
afterwards married Lieut. Gen. Oyama. 
From this marriage there resulted three chil- 
dren, two boys and one girl. The boys, as is 
natural, are to follow a military career. 

* 

Far from being a hard eyed, shaggy browed 
general, as one might imagine, the hero of so 
many difficult campaigns is the kindest, most 
amiable old gentleman it would be possible 
to meet.. He himself declares that he has no 
liking whatever for war, and that it is irony 
of fate, not personal] inclination, which has 
made him the soldier he is today. Like most 
of Japan's great men, he is not rich in this 
world's goods. He is far too liberal to amass 
a fortune. It is told of him during the 
Chinese war he bought provisions far his 
men and horses out of his own pocket rather 
an pillage the wretched homes along the 
route. 

In fact, charity got to be such a mania with 
him that his wife, an extremely economical 
woman, had to act as treasurer and dole him 
out a small allowance daily. 


During his residence in Paris he was often 
greatiy upset by the way dumb animals, 
particularly horses, were abused. Once he 
got into a dreadful muse with a cabby and 
both had to be marched off to the police sta- 
tion: to explain their conduct. Though the 
marshal could speak but little French, he 
stormed around the terrified commissaire 
until justice was given him, and saw the 
jehu condemned to a $20 fine. Japanese 
merchants in Paris, as well as cabmen, re- 
member this active military attaché, though 
in quite a different wan 
One day, sitting in front of a café, he no- 
tileed a Japanese offering some beautiful 
fans at exceedingly low prices, lower even 
than the same article could be purchased in 
Japan. Beckoning the man to him, he asked 
how he could do it. The other told him how, 
owing to long ifliness, business had dropped 
off. He was unable to pay the rent, which 
would come due on the following day, so he 
and his wife, rather than lose all their stock, 
were selling what articles they could smug- 
gle out on the streets of Paris. The attaché 
had several important engagements on hand 
that afternoon, but he postponed all and hur- 
ried off with the unfortunate merchant. 
After thoroughly examining imto matters he 
paid the rent, suggested the man’s moving 
into a better quarter of the capital, and due- 
ing the rest of his stay there did what he 
could to work up a clientéle among his 
friends. From that day the merchant's af- 
fairs flourished and two years ago he died 
worth a nice round sum. By his will he left 
$20,000 of it to his benefactor. 
Gen. Kodama, Oyama’s chief of staff, has 
been called the “brains of the Japanese 
army." He was chosen to his important po- 
sition at Oyama’s earnest request. Like Mis 
superior, the general also recelved much of 
his military education in Europe. In 1890 he 
made an extended tour through England, 
Germany, France, and Switzerland, studying 
the different military systems. When peace 
was signed with China Kodama was sent as 
governor general to Formosa, the newly ac- 
quired possession. Later events made his 
presence necessary at the ministry of war. 
Though he returned to take up hig new post 
at Tokio, he did not relinquish the governor- 
ship, but worked day and night, supervising 
from afar the putting in a state of defense 
Japan’s cumbersome colony.

The mort notable case of the inadequacy 
of trade agreements in the last six months 
was in the dealings of the Chicago Metal 
Trades association with the machinists’ and 
other unions. The manufacturers and their 
workers last April ended a year which had 
passed under contracts without friction. 

The employers wished to continue the 
agreements, but wanted some change in the 
classification of the workers, In negotia- 
tions covering several months the manufac-

arbitration, but the men struck. They still 
are out, and their places have been filled by 
nonunion mechanics. 


Review of Principal Strikes. 


‘A review of the principal strikes of the 
twelve months shows the causes and results 
as follows: 


CITY RAILWAY COMPANY EMPLOYES—The 
men, feeling they were entitled to more considera- 
tion and deference from the manager, put up a 
wage demand.as a * stalking horse,"’ and struck 
when the company refused to grant ft. In the 
settlement the men accepted an agreement a shade 
less favorable than the one they had before. Wages 
were to go to arbitration, but this was forgotten 
at the close of the fight. The manager resigned 
later. It was the union's first strike in Chicago, 

LIVERY DRIVERS—A new branch of the team- 
sters’ union, it tried its mettle in a strike for an 
increase in wages. After a contest that scandal- 
ized Chicago, the men went back, leaving the 
Settlement of their wages to arbitration. The 
board awarded the rate of the previous year. 

BRASS CRAFTS—The strike began after the 
chandelier makers had asked a renewal of their 
*‘ closed shop ’’ agreement with higher wages, and 
had met with refusal. The struggle later extended 
to many branches of the brass workers. Almost 
complete disruption of the organization was the 
result. Wages were maintained at the former rate 
by the manufacturers. : 


Carriage Workers Succeed. 


WAGON AND CARRIAGE WORK ERS—The 
union demanded a wage increase, but after a com- 
plete tieup of the industry by « strike a new scale 
was drawn up in joint conferences, giving the 
workers a fractional advance. This was one of 
the most successful strikes of the year. 

GARMAKERS.-~-The union voted for an in- 
c in wages. After a trial of the new scale 
the manufacturers closed their shops, announcing 
they would open them later under the ‘‘ open shop *’ 
principle. Hach side receded from its extreme po- 
sition and a settlement was made, with “* closed 
shops,”’ at a small advance in pay. 

MACHINISTS.—The Metal Trades association 
asked for a reclassification of machinists that 
would give the less skilled men lower pay. In 
reply the union demanded a large increase for all 
classes of workers. The men struck, refusing 
arbitration, and still are out. The shops are 
running with nénunion crews. 

BAKERS—The men demanded more pay for 
night workers and walked out when it was refused. 
For two weeks the owners of the bakeries talked 
the ** open shop,”” saying they would not take back 
the men onany other basis. Then thestrikers were 
given their demand In all but two establishments. 


Engineers Completely Defeated. 


STATIONARY ENGINBPERS—Workers in office 
buildings and hotele struck when refused a 20 to 
50 per cent advance. The trade was poorly organ- 
ized and nonunion mén easily were secured. This 
was a complete defeat for the union. 

MARBLE WORKERS—After a long fight. with 
the employers the union gave in, and ite members 
returned at the manufacturers’ terms.

IN GRADE WRECK. 


World’s Fair Train on Wabash 
Runs Into Street Car at 
St. Louis. 


TROLLEY IS CUT IN TWO. 


Crews of Both Under Arrest 
Pending the Result of the 
Investigation. 


St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 3.—Seven persons were 
killed and nineteen were injured, two prob- 
ably fatally and nine sériously, today by the 
collision of a Wabash world’s fair shuttle 
train with a suburban electric car at the 
Sarah street crossing. There were twenty- 
five passengers in the car and none escaped 
injury. Trainmen’s stories of responsibility 
for the accident are conflicting. 

. The crews of both the Wabash train and of 
the suburban car were arrested and taken 
to the Highth district police station. 


Hit by Fair Train. 


The shuttle train was returning to the 
Union station from the world’s fair grounds 
at the rate of about twenty miles an hour, 
it is stated. The street car, which was on 
its way to the suburbs with a tbad of people + 
returning home, stopped directly in front of 
the engine and was cut in two. 

The trucks of the car were knocked 100 feet 
away, while part of its roof was carried 200 
feet further by the train. Bodies of the dead 
and injured, with wreckage of the dismantied 
car, were scattered along the track for that 


distance,

Woodworkers’ Employers Disrupted. 


WOODWORKERS—Employés of the furniture 
factories struck to secure a renewal of the old 
agreement.

Genera! officers 
of the union told the members they had acted with 
poor judgment and had demanded unreasonable 
conditions. A séttlement was made, decidedly 
against the labor organization. Wages remained 
practically stationary, with an arrangement by 
which they can be reduced.

Strike Breakers Start Fight with Threat 
to Kill, and Police Rush Aboard and 
Rescue the Men Assailed.

tated a riot last night by boarding a Thirty- | 


ninth street car filled with negro strike 
breakers. They took the car at Halsted 
street, and were seeking seats, when one of 
the negroes is said to have stood up and 
shouted:

TROANGY DUB TO DIVORGE 


SUPT. BODINE FINDS CAUSE OF JU- 
VENILE DELINQUENCY. 


Court Records Show, He Says, That Ma- 


jority of Children Arrested Are O0f- 
spring of Separated Parents—Nearly 
18,000 Pairs of Latter in Chicago, 
Women Being in Larger Number— 
Report Soon to Be Sabmitted to the 
Board of Education. 


Divorce is the root of crime and truancy 
among the juvenile delinquents of Chicago. 
This conclusion has been reached by W. Lies 
ter Bodine, superintendent of compulsory 
education, after investigations extending 
over a year. . 

Arrests made by the truant officers and 
court records, Supt. Bodine declared yester- 
day, show that,a great majority of the boys 
and girls who “ go wrong” are the children 
of divorced parents. By testimony taken in 
his office and in court these children have 
shown, he says, that they first lose respect 
for their quarrelsome parents, and when the 
parents separate the child has only the in- 
fluence of one. 

Divorced Women Number 18,000. 

Supt. Bodine, after collecting statistics 
from court records and other sources, de- 
clares that there are 18,000 divorced women 
in Chicago and nearly as many divorced men. 
A majority of these divorced people had chil- 
dren, he has found. On his estimate of two 
children for each couple, the number of chil- 
dren of divorced people in Chicago would be 
nearly 40,000. 

The superintendent quotes statistics to 
show that many of the boys committed to the 
parental school, the John Worthy school, 
the jail, and other corrective and charity in- 
stitutions- are half orphans through divorce 
decre The same holds true, he says, of 
the girls committed to the various indus- 
trial schools and institutions for wayward 


girls. 
Americans Losing Ground. 

Other statistics colected by Supt. Bodine 
show, he says, that marriages and births are 
increasing and divorces decreasing among 
the large and growing foreign born popula- 
tion, while marriages and births are decreas- 
ing and divorces are increasing among the 
American born population. 

Supt. Bodine will submit his annual report 
to the board of education within a few days. 
It will show that there are only 865 boys of 
school age not attending school In Chicago.

CHINESE RING’S PLAN TO INTRO- 
DUCE “SLAVES” FRUSTRATED. 


Ignorant Orientals, Led to Believe They 
Would Be Permitted to Remain in 
This Country After Exhibiting at 
the World’s Fair, Pay Censpirators 
Large Sum—Sinister Feature Is the 
Confession of the Women in the 
F arty. 


San Francisco, Sept. 3.—[Special.}— 
The scheme of a Chinese ring to land 241 
coolies and women !n this country, in violation 
of the exclusion act, is proving to be a much 


more serious offense than it first appeared. |. 


The plans of the ring assured the making of 
$100,000 by the fanding here of coolies under 
the pretense that they were to be placed in 
the concession of the *‘ Chinese Village com- 
pany,” at the St. Louis fair. 

On the surface the coolies were to be re- 
turned to China after the fair, but the China- 
men had been made to believe that they would 
be permanently landed in the United States. 
With this expectation the coolies had paid 
$800, Mexican, in the first instance, and $110 
in United States money on their arrival in 
this olty. This last assessment upon the 
ignorant slaves was made on the ground 
that there was some obstruction to their 
being landed, and that $110 was necessary to 
pay for a bond necessary to complete the 
transaction. 

Another and possibly more serious phase 
of theofficial scandal Is caused by the landing 
of twelve women who confessed to the 
wretched purposes for which they were 
brought.

Haggerty, and Pat Peoples, Assessor Dan 
Brown, and Road Supervisor W. H. Mat- 
théews, who are accused of having been in 
a conspiracy to rob the county. 

Détails are given showing that in the last 
two years the county of Silver Bow has 
been robbed of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars by fictitious an4 fradulent claims, in- 
cluding expenses for pleasure trips to New 
York, guns and ammunition for hunting, 
building of private roads, and carrying pri- 
vate employés on the pay roll of the road 
department. 

Commissioner Peoples is accused of being 
a self-confessed bribe taker, admitting before 
the grand jury he received $1,000 for voting 
co award the county printing contract to 
the Butte Miner Publishing company, Sen- 
ator W. A. Clark’s newspaper. 

The grand jury says Peoples seemed to 
take pride in the fact he got the money, 
and considered it legitimate because the 
money was not taken from the county treas- 
ury, but came from the treasury of Sen- 
ator Clark’s organ. By the contract~the 
county has been paying $9,000 a year more 
than it would have paid if other bids had 
been accepted. 

The grand jury recommends that A. A. 
Cossman, the county auditor, be removed 
from office for neglect of duty in permitting 
the county to be robbed.

In former years the task of keeping clean 
the streets and alleys of a great city in- 
variably was intrusted to a man whose ap- 
pointment wae due to political influence, and 
who, though possibly faithful and industri- 
ous, was in nowise qualified for the work.

| Transforms Hester Street. 
‘In Hester street the problem was a fright- 


breeding 

floating in the air by countless millions. 
the walks and in the streets bushels of de- 
caying fruit and vegetables were invariably 
to Be found, and from the fish markets clean- 
inge and fish heads were nonchalantly 
thrown into the gutters to clog the sewers 
and rot under the broiling sun. 

Maj. Woodbury drove many of the push 
carts away, arrested those who threw fruit 
and vegetable refuse in the gutters, sent 
sweepers and sprinklers through, ‘and 
+ 2 ay the section. The change was bewil- 
dering. 

The commissioner drove the fish dealers 
teneath the approach of the Willdamebtrg 
bridge, and forced them to stay there. That 
was radical, and@ good for cleanliness and for 
health, for the fish cleanings were no longer 
found on the streets and sections of the city, 
where each twenty-five foot front tenement 
averages twenty families and fifty children. 


Modern Methods Employed. 

With those and other needed improvements 
made and maintained by law, a basis was 
established for the simpler work of sweep- 
ing and washing the streets. At present the 
methods in vogue for cleaning the streets 
are by sprinkling carts and horse sweepers; 
‘by washers which emit powerful streams 
froma huge tank with an air compressor, 
drawn by teams of horses, by washing 
down with fire hose, and by the man sweep, 
who trundles his can on wheels ahead of 
him and with brush and shovel collects the 
filth and takes it away in the receptacle. 

He’s the white wing so common on the 
thoroughfares--the man who cleans the 
crossways ere milady passes. 

And he and bis method stand as the best 
so far discovered tn the way of cleaning. 
Nothing more effective has been devised 
than the man who pe sweeps a dis- 
tinctive block or route. 

The huge mechanical sweeper, propelled 
by its own power, or drawn by horses, will 
sweep many blocks while the man sweeps 
one, but it merely sweeps to the ourb and 
makes necessary a second tour of the dis- 
trict by men and carts. Besides that it can- 
not now be used.on thoroughfares which 
are congested with traffic. 

The modern cleansing of streets by flush- 
ing them with hose carrying a good head 
of water is.one of the improvements of 
the last few years, and the resultant good 
from the adoption of that method is beyond 
the ken of man. It works for human com- 
fort and for human health. In the scorch- 
ing days of summer it reduces the tempera- 
ture by many degrees and drives to the sew- 
ers, and thence to the ocean, millions of 
germs which were formerly propagated un- 
der the rays of the sun. 

Within the last few months the city has 
supplemented its hose washing activities 
by securing a number of patented water 
tank cars, which work in some instances 
more effectively than do the hose. This 
cart is equipped with a compressed air cham- 
ber, and water forced from a nydrant ata 
pressure of twenty-eight pounds to the 
square inch is by the cart emitted at a similar 
pressure. 

The water is driven from the cart at an 
angle of nearly 45 degrees, striking the sur- 
face of the streets on the diagonal and with 
such force that it cleanses the asphalt thor- 
oughly and washes all of the refuse directly 
to the gutters... 


Air Compressor Used. 


A more modern machine possesses an air 
compressor driven by a gasoline engine which 
may develop sufficient energy to drive the 
water to the pavement at the pressure of 
120 pounds. 

It cleans much more effectively than does 
water having mere hydrant pressure back of 
it, while, of course, it also drives the detritus 
far more rapidly to the gutt whence it can 
be easily shoveled into carts and carried to 
the places where it receives burial, or better 


usage. 

The “roller top desk” collection wagon 
was a veritable innovation. Three were 
quickly placed in operation, and so well did 
they do the work for which they had been 
devised that the commissioner lost no time 
in contracting for thirty-two more. 

The garbage is sold by contract.to a com- 
pany. On running belts, called belt convey- 
ers, the slimy, evil smeliing mass ts loaded 
as it oomes from the boat, and thus is taken 
to a set of so-called digestors, each forty feet 
in length and made of steel. In them the 
mass is subjected to a heat pressure of 800 
degrees Fahrenheit, and to a steam pressure 
of 80 to 85 degrees. It is thus practically 
baked and boiled at the same time, and the 
gases which come from it are turned ‘into 
water and washed. That removes the odor; 
or a great portion of it, but it isa vast waste.. 
because in the washing all of the ammonias 
are lost and they bring large prices. 


Disposition of Sweepings. 

Another innovation is in the disposition of 
the street sweepings. That also is sold, and 
at good prices. In former years such of 
as did not blow away while being transported 
t e water front was emptied into the 
n. Now these dried sweepings are care- 
fully placed in sacks and there is an ever 
ready market for them; farmers having dis- 
covered that they make the best possible fer- 
tiiger. Within the last few months Com- 


missioner Woodbury has sold many thou- ‘ 


sands of sacks of these sweepings to the Long 
Island railroad, which they use in grassing 
and covering ite numerous cuts and fills. 

It cost $300 a week in former years for tow- 
ing rubbish out to the ocean dumping ground. 
Now that $300 is saved, and in addition con- 
tractors pay $250 a week to the city for the 
privilege of operating the plant at Forty- 
seventh street and North river—that is, the 
contractors give $200 in cash and $50 in labor, 
for the right to handle the belt conveyor and 
to take from the mass of stuff it carries the 
things which can be sold to second hand deal- 
ers.

DENSE FOG OVER NEW YORK BAY 
AT TIME OF ACCIDENT. 


Passengers Lose Their Heads and 0ff1- 
cers Use Force to Keep Them from 
Leaping Into the Sea—Admirable 
Discipline of Ships’ Crews Averts a 

saster—Ameri Liner St. Paul, 
Grounded, Blocks the Channel and 
Causes Vessels to Come Together. 


New York, Sept. 8.—[Special.}—While try- 
ing to avoid ramming the big American line 
steamer St.-Paul in a heavy fog in the lower 
bay this morning the steamboat Asbury 
Park was run down by the Sandy Hook, a 
sister boat. Fifty feet of the starboard rail 
was carried away. Nobody was injured, but 
hundreds of passengers on both boats were 
panic stricken. Only the use of force by the 
officers prevented many persons from jump- 
ing overboard, 

Several women on both boats fainted and 
childten were knocked down and separated 
from their parents in the rush for life pre- 
servers. There was splendid order afhong 
the crews, the boats being ready for launch- 
ing within a minute after the accident. 

The St. Paul had grounded and blocked the 
channel, and this caused the accident. The 
whole thing was over in fifteen minutes, but 
they seemed hours to the passengers. 


Pilot Miscalculates Position. 

The St. Pdul’s pilot miscalculated the po- 
sition of the southwest pit, the turning point 
In the main ship channel, and ran the big ship 
aground inside the long, or what is knownas 
Fiynn's, knoll, | 

Its passengers heard the crash of the two 
big harbor boats and one of the ship’s big life 
‘boats was put over the side to render any 
assistance necessary. The fog lifted in time 
for the officers of the St. Paul to see that the 
beats were not seriously damaged and a 
great cheer went up from the ship. It was 
started by the cabin passengers and taken 
up with a vim by the steerage. 


Both Carried Many Passengers. 

The Asbury Park was on its 10:21 trip to 
the city from Atlantic Highlands, and had 
about 300 passengers aboard. The Sandy 
Hook was bound south, and heavily loaded 
with a big crowd bound out of town for Labor 
day. Edward McGovern, a passenger on the 
Sandy Hook, said: 

“Tt was fortunate that we had slowed 
Gown considerably when the crash came. 


Capt. Larson had heard the whistles of the 


St. Paul and Asbury Park, and wae proceed- 
ing cautiously. I was well forward on the 
salooén deck looking out of the window, when 
suddenly the bow.of the Asbury Park loomed 
up dead ahead. I could feel the engines of 
our boat being reversed instantly, but it was 


too late. 
Tries to Sheer Of. 

“ The captain. tried to sheer off, but struck 
the Asbury Park a hard blow on the star- 
board side, about fifty feét-below the bow. 
The shock’almost threw me off my feet_and 
did knock down my boy. Many passenge 
were on the forward promenade deck, and 
when the crash came there was a mad scram- 
ble for safety. The officers were cool, how- 
ever, and soon restored order. Five persons 
were bruised and several women fainted.” 

Both boats were repaired at Atlantic High- 
lands late tonight and will make their regu- 
lar trips tomorrow. 


WEATHER BUREAU HEEDS 
COMPLAINTS BY BROKERS. 


Reports of Conditions of Crops Will Be 
Issued Simultaneously in All Cities, 


to Avoid Any Undue Advantage. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 3.—[Special.}— 
Government weather reports will be issued 
simultaneously in every city in the United 
States in order to meet complaints of grain 
exchanges that some of these organizations 
receive reports earlier than others, thus giv- 
ing great advantage to those receiving the 
reports eartiest. 

Complaint has been made by the Chicago 
exchange that daily weather reports reached 
St. Louis before they did Chicago, thus 
enabling St. Louis brokers to go into the 
market Bnd buy grain to the detriment of 
Chicago. St. Louls made an identical com- 
plaint against Chicago, and other brokers 
in other cities declared they had cause for 
complaint. 

These weather reports are of great im- 


‘portance to grain exchanges and brokers. 


Acting Secretary Moore made an investiga- 
tion, and found that owing to difference in 
time reports reached some cities earlier than 
they did others. He also found that owing 
to superior telegraphic facilities in some 
cities and inferior service in others reports 
were received earlier at some places than at 
others. 

Officials of the agricultural department to- 
day denied the accusation emanating froth 
Savannah that there had been a leak in the 
cotton report issued yesterday. It was, they 
said, a repetition of similar charges made in 
the past.

Watson’s Speech of Acceptance Causes 
Uneasiness at Democratic National 
Headquarters, and Nebraskan, Be- 
ing Appealed To, Dictates Terms— 
Agrees to Campaign in the East Pro-

Leadership. 
Omaha, Neb., Sept. 3.—[{Special.]—By 
William Jennings Bryan'’s closest political 
friends the disclosure was made today that 
David B. Hill’s retirement from the manage- 
ment of his party’s affaire in New York was 
brought about through the Nebraskan’‘s in- 
fluence. It was a trade, they say, by the 
terms of which Bryan is to campaign in the 
east, particularly New York, and bring 
following into line for Parker. 


Bryan Dictates Terms. 

The single condition was that Hill's domi- 
nation of the party should come to an end. 

This is the gist of dispatches that came 
from Lincoln tonight. Democratic lead- 
ers in Nebraska insist that this is the 
explanation of Hill's intended retirement. 
It is explained that the speech of Tom Wat- 
son, populist candidate for president, created 
such an impression, not only among the popu- 
lists, but among the democrats as well, that 
inroads into the democratic ranks were 
feared. 

Tom . democratic national chair- 
man, brought the situation to the attention 
of the leaders ata conference. Means were 
discussed by which the influence of the Wat- 
son speech could be offset. 


Nebraska Man Hesitates. 


The most feasi¥ie plan was to bring Bryan 
to New York and have him win back his old 
followers, that incline toward Watson and 
the populists. Communication was opened 
with Bryan and his friends at once. No sat~- 
isfaction was obtained from the Nebraskan, 
who was frank to say that he did not pro- 
pose to help build up Hill’s power in New 
York and the east.

LAW'S BAR ON “CORNERS” 


COURT HOLDS FICTITIOUS PRICES 
NEED NOT BE PAID, 


Jadgwe Chytraus in Deciding the 
July Oats Case Declares That the 
Actual Market Valee of the Com- 
modity Must Be the Basia of Pay- 
ment—Ruling in the Sulit of Robert 
Thoburn Against W. S. Warren and 
Others. 


According to an opinion delivered by Judge 
Chytraus in the July oats case, board of trade 
operators who run “ corners" have no right 
to compel those with whom they have open 


- trades to pay the “ corner " price. The court 


says settlement can be made at the actual 
market value of the commodity. 

Judge Chytraus’ decision was in the suit 
brought by Robert Thorburn against A. Dun- 
can Pacand, William 8S. Warren, and the 
Bank of Montreal, after the deal in July oats 
run by James A. Patten and Bartlett-Frazier 
in 1902. In the deal July oats closed in the 
pit at 64c, although oats which arrived too 
late for delivery on July contracts brought 
only 40c in the cash market. a 

May Settle at 42 1-2 and 33 Cents. 

The judge decided that a corner existed 
when 64 cents a bushel was demanded in set- 
tlement of contracts, and declared the com- 


plainant traders shall be allowed to settle. 


their deals on a basis of 42% cents for stand- 
ard oats and 83 cents for No. 2 oats. 

The complainants declare the decision 
sounds the death knell of corners in grain, 
but it is probable that the case will be ap- 
pealed. 


Two Markets on the Board. 

“The court finds,” says Judge Chytraus, in 
his summary of the situation, “that July 
$1, 1902, there were on the board of trade 
in Chicago two markets—viz.: in the ‘pit’ 
and at the sample tables—the conditions 
under which each existed being entirely 
different. For the same kind of oats there 
were different prices in the two markets. 

“The high prices in. the pit were artificial 
rrices brought about by the artifice of man, 
by means of a system of rules and regula- 
tions upon the natural! supply of and demand 
for the oats. The effect of this was to create 
on the last day for ‘delivery’ of oats a 
‘stalled’ condition of the market and arti- 
ficial prices much dbove the then intrinsic 
worth of oats [In a free and public market.” 


Grading of Grain Criticised. 


Grading of grain, the opinion says, has no 
value except for purposes of the pit. The 
judge says that while the grades “ at first 
blush may\threaten to be bewildering, they 
dwindle to simpleness itself when we learn 
how they are treated on the board.” 

* The evidence establishes,”’ continues the 
opinion, “either that the board is sadly in 
need of new grain inspectors, or that it is 
intended that grading shall have no relation 
to price and value in the pit.” 


Eesy to Forget True Fairness. 

Rebuke is given the defense of the traders 
in these words, after considering the rules of 
the board as to “ standard "’ oats: 

“It is easy for mankind to overlook the 
true sentiment of fairness and to adopt a 
false standard and say of the loser: ‘* Well, 
he went into the game to play to win, and 
now that he has lost he should not complain,’ 
forgetting that honest speculation upon nat- 
ural causes is perfectly proper and legiti- 
mate, but that when, by the use of Inoney or 
artificial means in an artificially restricted 
market, the price of a commodity is inflated 
beyond its true value the loser has a right 
to complain, both legally and morally.’ 

“The term ‘ welcher,’ which was used in 
argument and seems to have been imported 
from the English racetracks, is not in such 
case applicable.” 

* Speculation in grain when legitimately 
carried on is often beneficial,”’ continued the 
court. “It is not intended hereby yvenerally 
to condemn the board of trade, for the board 
is an institution beneficial to Chicagu and the 
entire grain country tributary to Chicago. 

“The board affords a ready market for 
grain, makes grain as staple and practically 
the equivalent of gold; tends to level prices, 
equalizes production and overproduction, and, 
generally speaking, brings producer and con- 
sumer together. Without it the farmer would 


‘Indeed miss it, and without it Chicago would 


miss much of its world trade.” 


Suit Involves $50,000. 

About $50,000 is said to be involved in tue 
decision, the amount of the open contracts 
being 250,000 bushels. 

At the end of the deal In 1902, Waite- 
Thorburn refused to settle.on the basis of 
tne closing price or submit to arbitration 
and were suspended from the board. The 
defendants in the Thorburn suit, who had 
oats sold to him and bought from others 
withdrew. suits they had instituted to pro- 
tect margins, submitted to an arbitration by 
the board of trade, which fixed the settling 
price at 57% cents, and settled at that figure. 
The decision today means a loss to them of 
15 cents a bushel. r 

Big Victory, Says Lynden Evans. 

Lynden Evans, attorney for Waite-Thor- 
burn, said after the decision: : 

“This is a magnificent victory for legiti- 
mate trade on the Chicago board of trade, 
and indirectly throughout the entire country. 
The decision, if sustained by the higher 
courts, will practically put an end to ‘ cor- 
ners’ upon the Chicago board.”’ 

Cc. W. Buckley said: ** The people who get 
the worst of the decision are those who 
abided by the rules of the board of trade and 
submitted to arbitration.”’ 


BUSINESS CHANCES ARE FEW 
AT ISTHMUS OF PANAMA. 


United States Minister Barrett Warns 
Americans Against Rushing There— 
Cost of Living 300 Per Cent Higher. 


. 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 3.—[Special.J— 
John Barrett, United States minister to 
Panama, in a report to the state depart- 
ment warns Americans against the isthmus 
if they are seeking business or professional 
pursuits. He says, while the canal work has 
given a great impetus to industry of all kinds, 
there are comparatively few desirable posi- 
tions eto be secured. It is understood that 
the Panama commission desires the widest 
publicity given the warning. 

Mr. Barrett says the cost of living in the 
isthmus is high, prices having increased 
nearly 300 per cent in the last six months. 
Rents of all kinds have doubled, and there ts 
fear that the charges of landlords will drive 
business from the isthmus. 

Minister Barrett says the disagreeable 
features of the climate have been greatly ex- 
aggerated, there being few uncomfortably 
warm days and hardly any serious {llneegs.

Officials Are Puzzled Over How 
-to Reorganize Without 
Foreclosqre. 


SHOWS DEFICIT FoR YEAR 


Committes May Block Proposed 
Absorption of Alton by 
‘Union Pacific. 


Serious financial difficulties are confront- 
thg the Chicago Terminal Transfer railroad 
company, it is stated, and how a reorganiza- 
tion without foreclosure can be effected is a 
problem which is causing the company off- 
clals much trouble. 

Sinee the Lake Shore and Rock Island rail- 
roads, a little more than a year ago, dis- 
continued the use of the Grand Central sta- 
tion, which is owned by the Terminal com- 
pany, its earnings have been going“down- 
ward, and a deficit was reached during the 
fiseal year just ended of more than $250,000. 
It is asserted that the company has failed 
to earn its fixed charges by nearly $200,000. 


Ask for Deposit of Stock. 

A stockholders’ committee has just issued 
a circular to shareholders asking for the 
deposit of stock. It appears to be the inten- 
tion to bring about a reorganization of the 
company, but it is feared this cannot be done 
without foreclosure proceedings. That all 
hope of surmounting the existing troubles 
has been abandoned is shown by the fact 
that, while the stock of all the properties 
in which B. H. Harriman is interested, have 
materially advanced, that of the Chicago 
‘Terminal has depreciated. The last quota- 
tion of the company’s common stock was 


 @ cents and of preferred stock 18 cents. 


Three or four years ago the prospects of 
ed Chicago Terminal were bright. The fact 
t B. H. Harriman had acquired a large 
interest in the company gave it strength.

“Analysis of the results shows the ab- 
eurdity of the figures, compared with ths 
United States ceneus of 1900 and the health 
Gepeartment estimates for 1004,"" said Mr. 
Grosser. “These havé been accepted by 
this office as reliable. The estim&te of the 
ceneus bureau of Chicago's population in 
1004—1,978,000—is, Im my opinion, approxi- 
mately correct. Estimates by 
department for 1904, based on the births ani 
Geaths, agree fairly with the government's 
eptimate, and I would prefer to believe them 
than the school census.”” — 


Points Out a Flaw. | 
Mr. Grosser says that one point alone 
proves the absurdity of the school census. In 
brief it Is as follows:

WILL BE TAUGHT. 


Pupils from Kindergarten to 
Ninth Grade Will Be 
Given New Training. 


CHANGE IN THE COURSES. 


Studies Are to Be Made More At- 
tractive When Schools Open 
on Tuesday. 


When Chicago’s schoo! children throng to 
their desks on Tuesday they wil] discover 
that from the kindergarten to nth grade 
they will be taught how to sew, to mend, how 
to buy food, and how to cook it. 

Supt. Cooley yesterday announced that the 
pupils will be taught how to tse their hands 
as well as their brains.. In the kindergarten 
they will weave their thoughts into baskets, 
in the higher grades, to mold them Into clay. 
They will be trained to use their ingenuity, 
to create ideas, and execute them. The use of 
the clay is introduced primarily to develop 
both hand and brain simultaneously, and to 
give to the students the power of expression. 


Course of Study Changed. 


The children will find the course of study 
changed. There will be new books for sup- 
plementary reading in the seventh and eighth 
srades, and new text books In arithmetic and 
geography in all the elementary’ grades. 
Teachers will give more instruction in Eng- 
iish and rhetoric, teach olvics on a practical 
plan, and present history in such a way that 
the pupils, it is expected, cannot help but let 


the great events impress themselves upon - 


their memories. 

The pupils will find six new schools open 
fur them—two high schools, the William Mc- 
Kinley and the Wendell Phillips, and five 
grade schools. Eight thousand will be left 
to occupy rented quarters while other schools 
are building. 

It is estimated that the attendance Tues- 
day morning will be 250,000. By the end of 
the week it is expected this number will be 
augmented by thousands returning late from 
their summer outings.

New York, Sept. 3.—[Special.]—The book- 
makers made a fortune today at Sheepshead 
bay when they pocketed the dollars 
on the favorites, Lady Amelia, Ort Wells, 
Counciiman, and Leader, although all six 
winners were well backed.

PRELIMINARY FOOTBALL TRAIN- 
ING TO BEGIN THIS WEEK. 


New Rates Pat in Force Last Spring Are 
iikely te Handicap the “Prep” 
Elevens, Particulurly the Six Months 

Requirement—The Prospects Do Not 
Leok Bright for Four Major League 
Elevens on Account of Lack of Tried 

- Material, 


Although several high school football cap- 
tains have had their prospective football 
players out for work for a few days, the real 
preliminary training will not begin until 
Tuesday. when the public schools open. 

The four schools in the major league—North 
Division. Hyde Park, Englewood. and West 
Diviston—are all claiming they will have the 
championship football team in Chicago this 
year, but, despite all the boasts of the cap- 
tains, managers, and students, things do 
not look bright in any of the schools, and 
it would surprise no one who hes followed 
carefully to see one of 

smaller sc carry the bunting 
this fall. 
The new rules, passed las: winter, after 


“months of discussion and persuasion on the 


part of Superintendent of Schools Cooley, 
were put into effect last February. The 
effect of the new regulations will first be 
felt this fall, and it is thought -they will 
completely destroy the chances of the larger 
schools, which have had things much their 
cwn way for the last few seasons. 
Six Months Rule Hurts Most. 

There are three rules which will hurt 
The principal one is that requiring a fresh- 
man to be in school at least six months be- 
fore he can compete on a team. The second 


| requires the student to keep up in his studies 
| in & most rigid manner, and the third says 


he cannot belong to any secret society. 
The last is the least troublesome of the 
three except at Hyde Park, where there 
eee will be no team, if it must eome 
rom the non-fraternity students. At the 
south side school it is not thought this see- 
tion of the new code will be rigidly enforced, 

But the first regulation will be the danger- 
ous one. It means that each school must de- 
pend upon the students who were in school 
last March to bring victory to the school. 
This is all right tn eastern colleges, where 
freshmen seldom “ make’ the team, but it 
will be disastrous in Chicago high schools, 
where usually at least a third of the mem- 
bers of a team are from the freshman class. 
Hyde Park has turned out a championship 
team six members of which were freshmen. 
They all remained in school for at least two 
years aften having entered direct from gram- 
mar school, which disproves the governing 
body’s assertion that the rule was needed 
to keep out “ ringers.” | 


May Not Be Enforced. 


Leaving out the six months rule, there are 
numerous other requirements which the 


| athletes must meet and there will be few boys 


eligible.if the rules are strictly adhered to. 
lt is doubtful if they are, however, as thé 
greatest fault with high school rules in the 
past was that the faculty members always 
allowed loopholes and made all sorts of ex- 
cuses to free their consciences so that the 
school team might not be weakened. This 
is likely to be the case again this year, 
Just what chances the various schools have 
cannot be told until the opening of school 
and the class standing of the candidates can 
be obtained, which will not be for ten days 
or two weeks. At North Division évery- 
thing depends upon what men return to 
school this year. Steffen and De Tray may 
yet decide to go back to the north side school 
despite all rumors that they have selected 
some college for this year. They may have 
made the selection, but it is doubtful if either 


will be able to enter without troublesome®,/ 


conditions to which both object. Hill and 
Graham have played as long as they are 
eligible, and will not be back. Paupa, center; 
Pollard, the crack colored freshman whe 
made a good record last year: Brickson, 
Dierssen, and Toms will be the old men back.

RACE QUESTION IN 


Quebec at Outs with Eng- 
lish Speaking Provinces. 


NEED AMERICAN STEEL, 


to Supply Rails Enough 
for Grand Trunk. 


Ottawa, Canada, Sept. 1.—[Special Corre 
spondence.}—~—To an unprejudiced onlooker, 
developments in high politics in Canada just 
now are particuarly interesting. 

Ministerial organs and orators of French 
descent in the province of Quebec are pitch- 
ing Into the opposition organs and orators 
of British descent in the English speaking 
provinces for appealing, as is charged, to race 
passion against the French Canadians. With 
equal fervor the opposition organs in the 
province of Ontario respond by denouncing 
the same sort of thing in French speaking 
Quebec against the English speaking parts 
of Canada. 

One of Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s most influential 
colleagues in the federal cabinet, Mr. Bro- 
deur, minister of inland revenue, who went 
down to Quebec after the prorogation of par- 
liament, made a race speech, it is alleged, 
at Ste. Pie. He was reported in the opposi- 
tion papers of Ontario as having charged 
opposition organs in the English speaking 
provinces with conducting ‘‘ a furious anti- 
French-Canadian campaign,"’ and as calling 
upon his hearers to combine to “ resent the 
insult."’ 

Blames Laurier for Attack. 

The opposition comment on this was thata 
“ policy of national siander " had been ade@pt- 
ed by the ministerialists in the provinces of 
Quebec, with officta! sanction, and authorized 
by Sir Wilfrid Laurier himself. In no other 
way, it was ted, could the attitude as- 
sumed by the Soiactoten of inland revenue be 
accounted for; no member of the cabinet pur- 
sues a given course of the kind in question 
without having received In advance the in- 
structions or the approval of the prime min- 
ister. 

Quebec is entitled to sixty-five seats in the 
Yederal house of commons. At the last gen- 
eral election fifty-eight supporters of Sir Wil- 
frid were sent to parliament from that prov- 
ince, mainly on the race issue. At the gen- 
eral election of 1801, when the conservatives 
were last returned to power in Canada, Que- 
bec elected only thirty-five lfberals, against 
thirty conservatives, a fair enough division on 
political lines. But in 1806 there was a sud~- 
den and remarkable change in Quebec, ate 
tributable, according to conservative ac- 
counts of the campaign, to urgent race ap- 
peals based on claims that the French- Cana- 
dians must.throw aside federal party obli- 
gations and unite tn one solid body to secure 
the election of a French-Canadian premier: 


Liberals Get Control of House. 

The response» was an increase of the lib- 
eral delegation from the province from thir- 
ty-five to forty-nine and a corresponding 
diminution of the conservative representa- 
tion fram thirty to sixteen. This, with the 
aid of conservative losses in other provinces, 
wiped out the conservative majority of 
thirty-one in the house of commons and gave 
the liberals a majority.of thirty-four. 

It remains to be seen whether the elector- 
ate of the province of Quebec is willing to 
send another almost solid delegation to par-~ 
liament again. Conditions in the provinee 
are not the same as they were at the last 
election or in the election of 1896. The lib- 
eral party hae no longer at its command 
services of that most successful political or- 
ganizer, J. Israel Tarte. Official Quebec lib- 
erals, however, profess to believe that Sir 
Wilfrid has brought into the federal arena 
from their province men whose influence 
will more than make good the loss of Mr. 
Tarte. Time will tell. 

Among the straws which indicate which 
way the wind is blowing in Quebec is the 
gain by the conservatives of a leading repre- 
sentative of the independent element in the 
person of S&S. D. Vailieres, chairman of the 
financial committee of the city of Montréal. 
The alderman is one of the few prominent 
Freneh-Canadians who have succeeded Mm 
keeping aloof from the vortex of party polli- 
tics in the province and preserving their 
political freedom. In arriving at a final de- 
cision to join the ranks of the conservatives 
Mr. Vallieres 
views he has ed of the Ottawa govern- 
ment as he has seen it develop @uring the 
last few years, after mature consideration 
and the advice of numerous friends. 

Mr. Vallieres {s satisfied to become a work- 
er for, and supporter of, the conservative 
party. Thef are many, it is said, who, like 
Mr. Vallieres, are beginning to question 
whether the electorate of the province has 
‘been quite wise in allenating themselves 
from the rest of the dominion by a policy of 
so-called emancipation from the trammels 
of federal politics to show a solid front as ) 
French-Canadians to all Eng¥sh speaking’ 
Canada. 

Will Need American Steel. 


Tariff discriminations notwithstanding. thd 
government and the managers of the new 
Pacific transcontinental road will be come 
pelled to look te the American steel mille 
for heavy consignments of steel rails and sup. 
plies. The eastern section of the national 
transcontinental road to be constructed by 
the government commission, which began sit- 
ting at its headquarters here this week, will 
cost about $75,000,000. The western section 
to be constructed by the Grand Trunk Pacifie 
management itself will involve another $50,- 
000,000 or $60,000,000. The entire distance to 
be railed is to be somewhere about 3,500 


] miles. The Canadian “Soo” steel rail plant, 


which is now producing rails of standard 
quality, cannot turn out more than 00 
tons of rails a day, and large quantities will 
be required for relaying the Intercolonial, te 
say nothing of the new roads being bullt 
in the northwest and other parts of the do- 
minion. It is evident, therefore, that Cana- 
da will have to look elsewhere than to Ca- 
nadian mills for her supplies. 

Under the British preferential tariff the 
difference between steel rails brought into 
Canada respectively from Great Britain and 
the United States on the basis of the in- 
creased duties now in force and the dumping 
clause, will be about $6.80. The Canadian 
mills will) be benefited to a much larger ¢x- 
tent, the bonuses on smelting, pig iron, and 
steel ingots, added to the duty and dumping 
impost, making a difference in their favor 
of some $16 dollars a ton. The duty on all 
steel rails imported into Canaila is $7 per 
ton, but In the case of Great Britain one- 
third is knocked off under the preferential 
arrangement. The bounties on the product 
of Canadian mills comprise a provincial pay- 
ment of §1 a ton on all Canadian ore smelted 
in the province, a dominion bounty of $2.25 
a ton on pig iron made in Canada from Ca-

But 
the buyer who wants an investment and not a speculation, and who pays a fair price 
for a good puliding, is the wisest_in the long run. A friend recently complained that he 
wis getting Only 5 per cent net’on his investment. I found he made the common mistake, 
basing his net income upon the value of his property instead of the value of his equity. 

The net 
intomie, after paying all. expenses, including interest on mortgage, was $1,500, which is 
5 per cent on $30,000, but 10 per cent on the actual money invested, which was $15,000. 
I-learned that when he purchased the property he traded in as part payment an old resi- 
dence which he held at $15,000, but which really was worth only $10,000 cash, consequently 
his. equity. cost him only $10,000, and as he was getting $1,500 his income really was 15 per 
cent. This isnot an isolated case by any means.

At least, this is the manner 
in which the New York Times sets forth 
the purposes of this unique project, but in 
reality it is to be a school for the purpose of 
instructing young men in the more essential 
details of the real estate business. 

One of the uptown branches of the Young 
Men’s Christian association is to start the 
school, and some of the most prominent real 
estate men in that city are giving it their 
support. Many of them have promised to 
attend the lecture and encourage the stn- 
dents in their novel curriculum, whilea num- 
ber of them have promised to deliver lec- 


tures. 
More than 100 Enrolled. 


More than 100 pérsons are enrolled far 
the initial membership, and there is: talk 
already of two classes each week instead 
of one, ag originally planned. A fund has 
been set aside for the purchase of maps of 
every borough in New York and text books 
that are indispensable to men who would 
study the quickly changing values of real 
estate In that city. The cost of the full 
course will be $25. 

Students will be given appraisals to make, 
titles of ownership to look up, and will be 
instructed in the detafls of mortgages and 
insurance. The general ‘plan of cinss in- 
struction will. be to give a knowledge of the 
legal principles involved in the ownership, 
leasing, and selling of real estate. 

The conduct of negotiations and renting 
will be a special study: The current news in 
teal estate, with the columns of the daily 
papers for text books, will be reviewed at 
each lesson, and their application to genéral 
principles and values carrted out.

Traveling Men Start Movement. 


Within two days after he had first broached 
his obsd¢rvations in regard to the evils of 
treating there was formed in the hotel the 
nucleus of the Anti-Treating league, consist- 
ing of twenty-five traveling men. The ea- 
gerness with which these men embraced the 
Opportunity to free themséives from the evil 
of treating indicated that the same thoughts 
which stirred Mr. Draper to conceive the 
league had-come to many of them before, and 
they only awaited some one with courage 
enough to speak out against the custom to 
make them foes of the habit which they had 
so long followed.

Long Walk to School. 


HOUSANDS of dollars of the revenue 
of Chicago railroads come from the 
hauling of children back and forth to 
school. This traffic is all in the coun- 
try districts two hours or more out 

from Chicago. . 
Between St. Charles and Sycamore on the 
Chicago Great Western road the morning 
and evening trains have about a half carload 
of children that belong to the smaller towns, 
but they:go to St. Charles to the different 
grades of the city schools. What is said of 
this line may be told of nearly all of the 
twenty-five roads that touch Chicago. In 
dozens of different localities the local morn- 
ing and evening trains drop off and take on 
children of different ages. They travel on 
tickets specially issued for this purpose. 
This leads an old conductor to say that the 
young people have much easier times trudg- 
ing; to the schoolhouse than they did when 
he was a boy. Then they had to foot it to 
the *‘ Little Red Brick,” two, three, and even 
four miles distant and in all kinds of weather. 
Today some children are hauled to school 


in carriages at the public expense, as in, 


the case of consolidated schools. Thousands 

are hauled in steam heated cars with velvet 
seats and electric lights. A young woman 
in Illinois rather than have her brother 
and sisters walk to school loaded them ona 
railway velocipede and took them to the 
neighboring. city every day of the school 
year.

AGED RABBI HELD AS VAGRANT. 


Venerable Priest of Shearith Israel Re- 
leased After He Had Spent Time 
on Island. 


New York.—Locked up for three days on 

Blackwell's island, Hyman Solomon, the old- 
est rabbi in New York, spent the hours of his 
imprisonment praying for the flock from 
which he had been torn, while the congre- 
gation of Shearith Israel, at 53 Pitt street, 
prayed in the synagogue for the safe return 
of their beloved rabbi. 
The aged man was released at 4 o'clock 
this afternoon. He was arrested at 10 
o'clock Friday morni and committed to 
Biackwell’s island as vagrant, no effort 
having been made to procure an interpreter 
by the magistrate before whom he was 
taken. 

It was not until late Saturday afternoon 
that it was learned that he was imprisoned 
and by that time he had been sent to’ Black- 
wwell’s island, and it was impossible to pro- 
cure his release before Monday. Early this 
morning, however, Samuel Scheck, a lawyer 
retained by the congregation, called upon 
Magistrate Whitman in the Essex Market 
court, and later in the day was given an 
order for the aged rabbi's release. As soon 
as possible he was brought back from Black- 
well’s island, the occasion was made one of 
great rejoicing by the entire congregatio 
of Shearith Israel. 

Rabbi Solomon does not speak English. 
He ts well advanced into the 80s. With 
his long, snow white beard, he is a familiar 
figure to the members of the little congrega- 
tion in Pitt street, where for years it has 
been his custom to lead in the singing of the 
psalms and to assist the other rabbis in in- 
structing the children in the teachings of 
the Old Testament. 

On Friday he was observed wandering 
about the streets of the east side in an 
abstracted manner. The attention of a po- 
liceman was called to him. He was arrested 
and taken before Magistrate Whitman. He 
was rushed upon the bridge and the charge

made against him: The magistrate, casting | 


ta single glance at him, sentenced him to 


Blackwell's island as a vagrant. 

All that night the congregation prayed for 
the imprisoned rabbi, while he, eating. only 
bread and water in his cell, prayed for his 
flock.

NEWS OF INSURANCE WORLD. 
EDITED BY C. M. CARTWRIGHT. 


Eastern News Telegraphed trom New York 
Journal of Commerce and Com- 
mercial Bulletin. 


Several Chicago local agents are complain- 
ing of the work of the fire department along 
lines of unnecessarily destroying property to 
get at a fire. They cite several instances 
where the firemen are eaid to have broken 
through large panes of glass costing around 
$400, when the same result could have been 
obtained by breaking through glass costing 
$12 or $15. 

Another point made is that the firemen 
frequently break the sash of windows when 
all needed is to break the glass. It also is 
charged that the fire fighters unnecessarily 
destroy cornices and other parts of a build- 
ing, and the assertion is made that good 
judgment is not shown in many particulars 
when-they are attempting to get at a blaze. 

The insurance companies are compelled to 
pay for the replacing of all this property, 
and consequently the fire department com- 
mittee of the Chicago Underwriters’ associa- 
tion took up the matter with Chief Musham.

Trade Gossip on ’Change. 

A. I. Valentine, president of the Armour 
Grain company, returned to the city yester- 
day after a three months’ vacation trip 
through Europe with his family. He was 
given a hearty welcome by the brokers on 
the floor and in the wheat pit, and was asked 
more than once what he thought of prices for 
wheat, which were higher than those reached 
in the celebrated May wheat deal last spring. 
In answer to one such, query Mr. Valentine 
said he hardly felt qualified to give an opin- 
ion, but thought prices seemed a little high. 
Asked as to crop conditions abroad and the 
possibility of European buyers becoming 
active competitors with American millers for 
the reduced crop In this country, Mr. Valen- 
tine said: “I have not seen any grain men 
abroad except for a minute or two at Liver- 
pool, and made no attempt to keep track of 
the markets. In a trip through Normandy 
I could see that the wheat crop had been 
saved in excellent .condition. Harvest 
weather generally through Burope was fine. 
The crops, while good in quality, however, 
are light in yield. Foreign buyers, however. 


seem absolutely indifferent to the question 


of supplies from America. They are getting 
enough for the present from Russia, Argen- 
tina, and India.”” “Is there likely to be a 
particularly heavy demand from Europe for 
coarse grains because of the reported de- 
ficiency In the fodder crops abroad?” “I 
was told the Russian crop of feed barley was 
extremely short and an export demand may 
develop for barley.” Mr. Valentine spent a 
large part of his time in the Austrian Tyroi, 
where glaciers are the principal crop and 
grain markets are unheard of, and sometime 
also in Normandy, riding through the coun- 
try by carriage and visiting the old cathedral 
towns of Caen and Rouen, es 

George C,. Ball of Knight, Donnelley & Co. 
wired his house from South Omaha, Neb.: 
‘Early planted corn will take two weeks 
and late planted four weeks to be out of 
the way of frost.

Every audience of the week has been an 
appreciative one; the scenes of farce have 
aroused hearty laughter; the scenes of dra- 
matic intensity have won sincere applause; 
and the character pictures drawn by the 
players have aniused and pleased. 

Edwatd J. Connelly as the Mysterious 
Stranger and the diminutive comedian, Will 
Archie, as the mischievous son of Smiley 
Greene, the popular undertaker, have in their 
contrasting ways “ scoped the big hits " of 
the play, but other players in the company 
have earned thelr Share of approval. 

The last act bas proved to be the most di- 
verting of the four in the popular estima- 
tien. The scene where Mrs. Greene, Mrs. J. 
Milton Brow, and Mrs. Withersby invol- 
untarily tap the brandy cask at the bottom 
of Capt. Pry’s well has been acted fn a man- 
ner to bring out all of its ludicrous possi- 
bilities. 

One change of some importance ‘has been 
made in the first act of the play. The bride- 
maids at the wedding have doffed their wed- 
ding finery. and have become simple village 
maidens in muslin frocks. Other e the 
piece remains as it was on the opening night. 
The performance naturally has gained in 
speed and ease. 


Frank Pixley and Gustav Luders got their 
start as successful makers of musical plays 
right here in Chicago. “ The Burgomas- 
ter’’ won them recognition, and they fol- 
lowed it with “ King Dodo’ and “ The 
Prince of Pilsen.” 

Their fourth effort, however, was shown 
to Boston, and, though Chicago is to be the 
second city to see it, a summer has passed 
since it reached the stage. “ Woodland” 
is the name of it, and its first Chicago 
presentation will be made tomorrow night 
at the Studebaker theater. 

If Boston favor counts for anything, the 
“aor ti is for suctéss. ‘The piece was well 
liked there from the first, and ran through- 


out the summer. 


The name “‘ Woodlard” is intended to bé 
descriptive. The story is that of the woods,. 
and the characters are the singers of the 
woods. .To quote Mr. Pixley: 

“ The characgers in ‘ Woodland’ afe all 
birds—there isn't a human being in the story, 
The entire action of ihe piece takes place 
im a sort of ‘ forest primeval,’ and from thig 
the opera gets its name. 

“The scheme was daring, but it seems to 
me that what the public desires just now is 
s@mething that is original, amd that much 
can certainly beclaimed for ‘ Woodland.’ 

“ How did I happen to conceive the idea of 
bird characters? 

“I don’t think I realize just how it hap- 
pened until 1 sat down and figured it cut 
myself. *‘ Woodland’ was a sort of a nathral 
evolution. 


As ¢ tae the public will remember, the 
biggest hit in’ our first comic opera, ‘ The 
Lurgomaster,’ was a catchy song called ‘ The 
Tale of the Kangaroo.’ The success of that 
opera made it quite easy for us to see * King 
Dodo,” which we had written five years be- 
fore ‘The Burgomaster’ was even thought 
of, and which pretty nearly every manager 
in the country had rejected. When ‘ King 
Dodo’ was put into rehearsal it was dis- 
covéred that there was no ‘ whistling song’ 
to take the place of ‘The Tale of the Kan- 
garo0,’ and we set to worktowriteone. ‘ The 
Tale of the Bumble Bée.’ was the result, and 
it was another hit. 

“ Our third musical comedy, ‘The Prince 
cf Pitsen,” was written to ordér, and, of 
course, we planned fora‘ Tale’ song. Un- 
fortumately, Gur stock of ‘ tales’ was not so 
large as at first, and we tried several‘ The 
Tale of the Alligator,’ ‘The Tale of the 
Little Lamb,” and a whole lot.of others that 
we didn't use. : 

“Finally I hit upon what I considered 
was a good one, ‘The Tale of the Turtle 
Dove.” I explained to Laiders that it would 
be especially pretty and effective if sung 
with a chorus of little girls dressed as turtle 
doves. Mr. Luders agreed it was se 
good idea. : 

“* But,’ said he, ‘it would be impussible 
to use those turtle dove costumes in any other 
part of the show, and Mr. Savage would 
probably object to buying an expensive set 
of costumes for just one song.’ 

“I took his advice, and wrote ‘ The Song. 
of the Sea Shell,’ whichis now being used. 
I must admit that I did not like it much at 
first... couldn't ge&the idea out of my head 
that ‘ The Tale of the Turtle Dove,’ with the 
pretty little turtle dove girls, would have 
been éVer sO much better. I even went so 
far as to figure how they. might be used in 
some other part of the show. It was this 
that started the idea which developed into 
* Woodland.’ 


**In attempting to find an opportunity to 
those turtle dove costumes it becariie 
necessary to find some excuse far birds doing 
eomething else than singing. I figured out. 
that they might be actuated by emotions 


much the same as human beings, and this 


stgwested writing in a scene in which the 
birds had something to.do among themselves. 
Succeeding in this it was but a step to ex- 
pand the scene into an act, and the act intoa 
whole comic opera—and ‘ Woodland’ was 
born, 

“The first difficulty that confronted me 
was how the various birds should be repre- 
gsented.. I realized that if 1 put artificial 
bird Bodies én the actors and actresses the 
effect: would be absurd and uninteresting; if, 
on the other hand, I simply put bird’s heads 


on their shoulders, it would be imposeible to — 


give any expression to tmeir faces. 

“T finally hit upon a solution to the prob- 
lem. Birds are distinguished chiefly by their 
coloring and markings. In that fact lay the 
key to the difficulty, The costumes should 
be of cloth—no feathers should be used what- 
soever—and the various birds should be dis- 
tinguished by colorings and markings. 

“ Having solved all the ecenic difficulty, 
nething remained but to select my characters 
and to write the story. For the former I ce- 


leeted carefully a list of birds wHich are pop- 
certain 


ularly supposed to possess human 


characteristics. 

“Tt think Y have acc6unted for nearly 
every hutian @metion. So far as I know, 
nothing even faintly resembling ‘ Woodland ’ 
has ever been put on the stage.”’ 

In the presenting company Miss Ida Brooks 
Hunt will have the role of Mies Nightingale, 
the betrothed of Prince Eagle. The role of 
the prince will be’ taken by Cheridah Simp- 
son, Harry Bulger as Jail Bird will be the. 


comedian. Margaret Sayre will wear the 
plumage of Miss Turtle Dove.

Fritzi Scheff’s new opera, “ The Two 
Roses,” itt which she will be seen at the 
Iliineis. theater tomorrow night; is declared 
to be based on Oliver Goldsmith's classic 
comedy, Stoops to Conquer.”’ 

It is the second daring effort at what 
might be called ‘* musicaligation’’ on the 
part of the librettist, Stanislaus Stange. A 
couple of seasons ago he built a piece called 
"Dolly Varden” from some of the scenes 
in “The Country Girl.” 

He does not elaim, however, to have more 
than followed the barest outline*of “ She 
Stoops to Conquer.’ Two acts of musical 
comedy are not able to contain the com- 
plexities of five acts of drama. 

The first act shows an apple orchard, and 
the second act the quadrangle of “‘ The 
Grahge,"’ the rambling old heme of Squire 
Oldfield. 

Kate Hardcastle becomes Rose Decour- 
celles, a French heiress and the ward of the 
English squire. This change was probably 
made in recognition of Miss Scheff’s charm- 
ing bit of an accent, which is quite as much 
French as it is Viennese, Miss Scheff is aiso 
known as Rose Marie during the scene when 
a is taken for the barmaid. Hence the two

Young Marlowe of the original becomes 
Philip Merivale, a bashful lover just the 
same, who dare not look a fine lady in the 
eyes, but who can make love in a jiffy to 
Polly or Betty. This part is played by 


- Roland Cunningham, an English tenor new 


to America. In London he played with Edna 
May. 

Tony Lumpkin has-been changed to Ferdi- 
nand Day, but he is still the stepson of the 
squire amd the darling of his doting mother. 
The part is played by Louis Harrison. The 
squire and his Wife become squire and Mrs, 


Oldfield. The squire is played by Clarence 


Handyside, an actor hitherto identified with 
serious roles in Miss Marlowe's company. 
Miss Josephine Barlett plays the réle of the 
squire’s wife, Mrs. Oldfield. 

The roles of the secondary lovers have 
been entirely eliminated. Constance Nevill 
is still there, but she is designated as Lady 
Jane, the companion and friend of Rose De- 
courcelles. 

Philip Merivale comes from London unac- 
companied, and on the road outside Farmer 
Blake's apple orchard his horse goes lame. 
Here he meets Ferdinand Day, and stumbles 
also upon a merry making party given in 


honor of Rose Decourcelles, the girl it has 


been planned. that he shall marry. The 
subsequent development of the plot is much 
the same as in the original, but is simplified, 
and the story centers mainly around Philip's 
love adventure with Rose while he is stay- 
ing at the squire’s house thinking it is an 
inn 


The music of the piece is by Ludwig Eng- 
lander. 


“Cousin Kate,’ the comedy which will 
serve’ tomorrow night at Powers’ theater to 
bring Miss Ethel Barrymore back to *Chi- 
cago, is not new to theatergoers of the east 
or of the western coast, butit never has been 


played here before. 
The play is by an Englishman, 


Hubert 
Henry Davis, who seems to Nave succeeded 


in ng Miss Barrymore with a réle— 
that of Cousin Kate—much to her liking 
and to that of the public. Atany rate, the 
combination has been profitable to actress 
and dramatist. 

When the play opens Cousin Kate is ex- 
pected to arrive on a visit to attend the wed- 
ding of her cousin, Amy Spencer, a prim 
young person of a religious turn of mind. 
Miss § has just quarreled with her 
fiancé, Heath Desmond, a young Irish artist, 
because he refuses to become impressed with 
the theories and ideals of the serious.minded 
and mild mannered young curate in whom 
she is much interested. Desmond is dis- 
missed, and when Cousin Kate arrives she 
announces her intention of setting things 
aright. Meantime, however, she shocks her 
cousin by recounting an adventure on the 
train with a young stranger whom she per- 
mitted to talk to her and lunch with her 
during the journey without the formality of 
an introduction. 

In the second act Cousin Kate has gone ‘to 
a cottage in the country to make it comfort- 
able for the honeymoon of her cousin and 
Desmond, so certain is she that their trouble 
will be righted. While she is playing on the 
piano the window opens and the stranger 
enters. After a long and interesting scene 
betweem the two Cousin Kate is forced to 
admit that she is in love with her visitor, 
and the curtain descends after she learns 
that he is no other than Heath Desmond, her 
cousin's flancé. 

The third act shows how the Irishman 
finally convinces Miss Spencer that she is in 
love—not with him but with the curate, and 
with the skies clear the play ends. 

Bruce McRae is Miss Barrymore's leading 
man and has the r le of Heath Desmond. 


Grant Stewart and Beatrice Agnew are in 


the company. 


When De Wolf Hoppef appears at the 
Garrick theater tonight in the revival of 
* Wang’’ he will bring back memories of 
twelve years ago. The comedian has played 
many r6éles since then, but his name never 
has lost its association with *‘ Wang.”’

Browns of all shades and in all materials

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CHICAGO SLEUTHS 
ENVY PATROLMEN. 


Detectives’ Independence and Ex- 
‘tra Wage Offset by Distaste- 
3 ful Duties. 


AKE your 5 year old boy to the railway 
station, point out to him a candidate 
for the presidenty, and ask him how he 
would like to live in the White house 
when he gets to Be a big man, and the 

chances ate he will answer: “ I'd rather be 
a policeman.” Ten years later he will say: 
“I'd rather be a detective,” and twenty 
years later, should he be a sure enough mem- 
ber of the department, he will say: “ Give me 
my blue coat and a beat; I am not ambitious 
to become a sleuth.” Thus he reverses the 
decision of his youth to confirm the ruling of 
his childhood. 

The 5 year old boy thinks he would like to 
be a policeman because his eye is caught 
by the helmet; the brass buttons, the club, all 
of which matks the patrolman as an impos- 
ing personage. The detective wears citi- 
zen’s clothes, and so tannot amount to much. 
The 15 year old boy, however, has read sev- 
eral detective stores wherein vast fortunes 
are recovered and murders are avenged in a 
most marvelous way,-so the secret service 
operator becomes his bero. 


Sleuths Have No “Snap.” 


Thus far.the lives of these two units in 
human‘society have been studied through 
spectacies variously distorted, but when it 
comes to examining them through the lens 
of experience it looks diffefent, and the 
student finds himself forming new opinions 
based upon a new setoffacts. Any detective 
on the city’s police forve will tell you he 
has not snap. In Chicago he gets a few 
dollars a month more than the patrolman, 
but to earn these extra few dollars he has 
to perform a hundred and one tasks that are 
peculiarly distasteful. 

The principal objection to the calling of 
a detective, especially if he be a man of 
family, is the element’of danger involved: 
He is required to be constantly poking about 
in outlandish places; he deals with the crim- 
inal element almost exclusively, and*he is 
the natural enemy of the unscrupulous. The 
patrolman, on the other hand, walks his beat 
and by his well groomed presence lends tone 
to a locality. His beat may lie in a residence 
district, and it may not be neceseary for him 
to exercise his perogative of making an ar- 
rest from one year’s end to another. In the 
light of these general facts the average 
member of Chief O'Neill's force prefers to be 
a patrolman. 

Still, if the modern loves the novel 
and adventuresome in life he gets a good 
deal of satisfaction out of his work. For 
example, some years ago a man living out 
on West Chicago avenue arose one morning 
to find his house had been ransacked and 
robbed during night, the marauder hav- 
ing @ntered through a rear window. On the 
ground just outside lay a piece of broom- 
stick which had been used in prying up the 
sash. The police department was notified 
and one of the detectives detailed on the 
case, 

A less experienced sleuth might have 
kicked the stick aside as so much rubbish; 
not so with this particular detective. He 
knew the valve of detalis. 


, Caught by Dull Knife. 


It was an ordinary billet of hard pine, 
turned round in a lathe, about two and one- 


“half feet long, and had nothing to distin- 


guish it from a thousand other broomsticks 
except a single feature—one end had been 
whittied to form a sort of wedge. The bur- 
glar had found the end too blunt to force be- 
tween the sash and window ledge; so, with 
his pocket knife, he had cleft away the super- 
fluous wood, forming an implement not un- 
like a chisel.

As usual after such depredations suspicious 
looking characters were brought into the 
police station from allover town.

To these envelopes the detective 
directed his attention. With his whittled 
stick in one hand, he picked up each knife in 
turn arid compared its edge wiih the creases 
on the wood, continuing until finally he found 
a bilnde whose nicks fitted the corrugations 
as the wards ofa key fit a lock. Then he knew 
he had his man. 

Such experiences as these are no doubt 
sweét to the Chicage Videcq. They rub the 
fur of his life the right way and make life 
worth living. But they are not the only 
beons of his cxistence; he is responsible for 
nd vLeat; he is allowed to come and go at his 
will so long as he doves his work. . Results are 
the things warted. He virtually free from 
the restraint of discipline; he stands to earn 
rewards and win renown. 

‘Must Follow Many Clews. 

But for each of these advantages over his 
collaborator, the patrolman, there is corre- 
sponding drawbacks. Such a clean cut case 
mentioned is rare. He 


often has to wade through weary wilder- 


nesses of chaff in order to arrive at a single 
of results. Seventy-five per cent of the 
cléws he investigates come to nothing. 

It ie a peculiar fact tivat of the detectives 
on the Chicago police force only nine will 
admit having read a detective story—ihat is, 
the fiction stories of the kind that are dished 
up and eagerly read by youths—and even 
these’ nine deny that the yarns furnished 
them any help in actual practice. There is 
little°‘m commen between the reports a real 
flesh.and blood detective makes to his chief 
and the ideal exploits of the sleuth puppet 
in fiction. 

Anoth@ point of difference is that the aver- 
age detective, when he starts into the busi- 
ness of running down criminals, is a man of 
ordinary faculties. Nature didn’t cut him ovt 
for 4 human bleodhound. The chances are 
that he would have succeeded as well in any 
otheg line of activity. But with long practice 
his faculties become acute. He can read the 
written language of footprints in the mud. 
tramsiate the meaning of the torn coat, de- 
cipher the blood stains, interpret the mute 
evidence of circumstancé, and chase the 
efusive clew with some chance of overtaking 
it, He becomes persevering, ingenious, cun-

not being afraid to lose reputation or money, 
carry on their nefarious work with a high 
hand and throw the decent constable in the 
city into disrepute. 
$2 and go to a man’s house and take $10 
worth of stuff, and they take it, no matter 
if they have to commit assault to get it. 
Then, when it comes to returning for the 
same, not having a bond that can be sued, 
they falsely inform the one for whom they 
made the collection that nothing of value 
was secured, and rob their client as well as 
the victim of the writ. These constables and 
the loan sharks work much together, and 
they truly rob the poor people that come into 
their clutches. 


Jurors Hard to Get. 

Another source of revenue and trouble 
for the constable is in the securing of juries 
in the downtown districts. While a man may 
be an ardent supporter of al! the anti-crime 
committees in the world and a firm reformer, 
when it comes to securing him to serve ona 
jury he has a hundred excuses for not serv- 
ing. Of course there is a difference; some 
men, busy, prominent men, too, will always 
serve when summoned. 

Last winter, in securing a jury to try @ 
case arising from a family quarrel, I got a 
minister, a well known bank president, two 
of the leading gamblers of the city, and a 
negro hodcarrier. When I come to look them 
over and get the other man I decided that 
a professional burglar was ali that was miss- 
ing to equalize the morals of the jury. I went 
into a building with a blank summons in my 


pocket and stated my wants. To my surprise - 


a young fellow stepped out and said he was 
the boy I wasafter. “ Butif you're a burglar 
you don’t want to get into a court, of all 
places,” I said. 

“ Well,” said the boy, “if those gamblers 
oan take a chance on it I guess I can,” andl 
accepted him. 

This jury turned in its verdict and went 
up and drew their 50 cents each, the bank 
president and minister being the most urgent 
in their demands for their fees. 

In serving levies sometimes the constable 
runs into some queer adventures, but it is 
seldom that the reputable constable is found 
throwing furniture and household goods into 
the street. I have had twenty years’ experi- 
ence as a constable in this city and only once 
have I seized what might be termed household 
goods, . 

Shrewdness in Seizures. 

This was the case of a servant girl who 
had secured judgment against g-south side 
restaurant keeper for wages due her. I went 
to serve the writ at night, at the suggestion 
of the restaurant keeper, who called me up 
on the telephone and said that he wished to 
have the matter over with as soon as pos- 
sible. 

I went to his place and found it barren of 
chairs, tables, or anything, apparently, that 
might be seigable. There was‘a crowd of the 


keeper’s neighbors preseat to give the con- . 
stable the laugh. I looked about the place 


and saw on the range in the kitchan a choice 
assortment of roast beef and roast chickens, 
with all the trimmings. To the astonish- 
ment of the crowd, I picked up a basket and 
proceeded to stuff the roasts into it. When 
the keeper became assured of my serious- 
ness in making the seizure he hurriedly 
called quits and paid the girl’s wages. What 
kind of a sale I would have held on that 
choice lot of chicken and beef I'm sure I 
don't know. 

As to the money earned by a constable in 
his work, he does fairly well, but never 
threatens to get rich. If he worked on the 
allowances of the statutes he would starve, 
for the statutes were enacted when Chicago 
was a town. Now, sometimes a constable 
will spend three times as much for car fare 
in effecting a service as the legal fee amounts 
to. So he charges slightly more and makes 
perhaps on an average as much as the police 
officer of the city. The work is sometimes 
extremely disagreeable, but scarcely ever 
is there any complaint that it is monotunous.

To the preparer who is proficient there is 
offered the opportunity to become a trimmer, 
the next stage in the progress of the miliiner. 
The trimmer must be an expert. She chooses 
the trimmings that go on a hat and. puts 
them on. As the cost of the trimmings are 
away and beyond the cost of the rest of the 
hat, it is obvious that the trimmer must work 
carefully and with a full knowledge of all 
that is before her. She virtually determines 
the cost of the hat to the maker. If she-has 
orders to make a certain hat at a certain 
cost she must choose her material sd that it 
will conform to the orders. 
necessarily a complete knowledge of the cost 
of the material, as well as the trade of put- 
ting the same into shape on a hat. 

Ownership Follows Naturally. 

The trimmer’s wages are quite commensur- 
ate with the value of her work. From $15 a 
week to $30 the scale runs, and !f she is com- 
petent she will never lack for work. She in- 
variably is given a pleasant place in which to 
work and in other ways her road is pleasant. 
At her wages sheis often capable of saving 


enough in a few years to start a store of her 


own. Oneprominent manufacturer says that 
each year some of the girls in his employ 
leave to go into business for themselves. 

“ This does not take so much capital as one 
might suppose,"’ said he. The call for small, 


- well assorted stocks of millinery is so large 


that every wholesale house in the city makes 
a specialty of them. The prices: of these 
range from $50 up, depending entirely upon 
the style and number of hats wanted. A milt 
liner at the start does not needa large stock. 
Two or three dozen finished hats, an assort- 
ment of frames and trimmings, and she !s 
ready for business. The glass case, whether 
it is on the fwall or on a counter, Is strictly 
necessary to every millinery store, and this 
will cost from $100 up. Then phere must be 
mirrors, so it is safe to say that the furnish- 
ings of a store cannot be had for less than 
$150. The stock will cost as much more, if it 
is to amount to anything. Three hundred 
dollars is, perhaps, the average invested cap- 
ital of the small milliner. | 

“Most of the girls who leave here to go 
into the business for themselves do not begin 
here. There is little show for the small 
milliner to make money in fhis city. But 
the beginners go out of this city, where the 
competition is not keen, and nearly all

The Man Behind 
Limited’s Throttle.

/, F you have ever gone to the railroad sta- 
tion at night to take a limited train per- 
haps you have noticed the great, throb- 
bing locomotive that stands puffing at 
the front as if impatiently waiting the 

pull of the lever that opens the throttle, 
If you approached it you would find its great 
wheels towered above you a foot or more, 
twelve inches if you were six feet high. You 
would see the great steel arms that run to 
the steam cylinders; you would see the 
long glistening boiler; back of that, if you 
stretched your neck upward a little you 
would see the engineer's cab, and still far- 
ther to the rear a sudden burst of light might 
indicate that the door of the firebox had 
just been opened to add fuel to the roaring 
blaze that was converting the water into 
steam. 

Ahead of you, the railroad yards, with 
their shining tracks would stretch out in 
the glare of the electric headlight. ou 
might attempt to speak, too, but you would 
have to use the full force of your lungs to 
make yourself heard, for the then inanimate 
thing is not one of silence. 


x * 
Self-Restraint Is Characteristic. 
Then you might discover the engineer. In 

all probability he would be moving quietly 
around the great monster, his long oil can in 
one hand, and a wrench in the other, making 
his last careful examination of his steed be- 
fore he.started out on the journey on which 
he held the destinies of hundreds. If you 
could see under his cap, it is likely you would 
find his hair was gray or turning to that 
color. Talk with him, and you would find. him 


calm, cool headed, and capable of great self- 


restraint. His sober face would tell you that 
he realized his responsibility; his eye, that he 
was ready to meet any emergency ofit. The 
arm in that faded blue jacket is always near 
the throttle, and air brake; that eye ever on 
the rail. 

Chicago is the radiating as well as objective 
point of scores of fast limited express trains. 
To the north, to the south, to the east, and to 
the west, the great engines, pulling the long, 
heavy trains, speed at a rate that frequently 
reaches sixty miles an hour, one mile in sixty 
seconds. Every railroad of importance has 
its limited trains; the rule of all is: ‘‘ Make 
the run as quickly and with as few stops as is 
possible!’ 


Present Time Demands Speed. 

Realizing that in the present day time ts 
money, the railroads do not hesitate to spend 
money to save time. The most powerful 
and most expensive locomotives are pur- 
chased. They are indeed expensive necessi- 
ties, their original cost is excessive, running 
up to $20,000 for one engine; the cost of main- 
tenance and repairs is heavy; their consump- 
tion of coal] abnormally large; their average 
life on the limited not more than two years, 
when they must be relegated to use in pulling 
slower trains, and finally to the scrap iron 
pile. 

The locomotives generally used on the limit- 
ed trains are compounds, known as the At- 
lantic type. They differ mostly from the or- 
dinary locomotive in their great size and the 
fact that they are compound engines, that 
is, having the high andj low pressure cylin- 
ders, which permit a greater speed to be at- 
tained. 

The approximate weight of such a type of lo- 


laden 


comotive is 200,000 pounds, or 100 tons, ex- 
clusive of the tender. The tender, when 
with coal, weighs 150,000, bringing 
the total of the locomotive and tender up to 
350,000 pounds, or 175 tons. The boilers carry 
normally 220 pounds of steam. The tender 
holds ten tons of coal and 6,000 gallons of 
water. This is a sufficient supply of coal and 
water ‘o make one trip of four hours. 


* 
Many Things to Watch. 

The locomotive is equipped with its own 
electric lighting plant, which operates ex- 
clusive of that used to illluminate the train. 
A small dynamo furnishes enough power to 
run the powérful arc lamp used as a head- 
light, and half a dozen other incandescents 
in the engine cab itself. 

Another all important part of the great en- 
gine is the air pump. This, too, is operated 
by steam from the boiler, and supplies the 
air for that all important part of modern 
transportation—the airbrake. 

The Atlantic type of engine differs from 
other locomotives in that the engineer is pro- 
vided with a place above the fireman, where 
he is away from the heat of the furnace, al- 
though that of being next to the boiler is 
nearly as great. The engineer's compart- 
ment is a foot and a half wide and about 
four feet in length. At one end is a long 
window, which is closed when the wind is 
too strong, and a wider, sliding window is 
built into the side. The sill in this is cov- 
ered with stuffed leather, and a stool simi- 
larly upholstered is attached to the side. It 
is hanging out of this window, with his hand 
in easy reach of the throttle and the air- 
brake that the engineer spends most of his 
trip, anxiously peering into the brilliant light 


ahead of him, his eye ever on the rail to see 


that the way is clear. 
* 
Work Under Terrific Strain. 

The greatest speed attained by any limited 
trains that run into Chicago on regular 

le is seventy miles an hour, over a 
mile a minute. This pace is kept up for a 
distance of fifty miles, and is made by one of 
the limited trains that run between Chicago 
and Minneapolis, beginhing at Aurora. 

This speed, of course, is terrific; an en- 
gineer could not keep it up during his en- 
tire run. Four hours on an engine under the 
present system is quite wearing enough. The 
constant fear that something will happen 
while going at this pace causes the intense 
strain on the man in whose hand rest so 
many lives. The danger ‘of another train 
ahead, of a thrown switch, a bowlder on the 
track, or even a man, is constantly before 
bim. 

The engineer on such trains is higher. paid 
than thoee who run the smaller locomotives. 
The great strain and constant peril to his 
life are the cause of this. Wngineers are 
paid so much a mile for each trip, and their 
pay cards at the end of a month run from 
$150 to $200. They pull their train into the 
town at the end of their run one day and pull 
another back the day following, each trip 
averaging four hours. Each man retains 
his own engine, and most of the engineers 
have been in the charge of the monster since 
it came inté poseession of the road. Thus 
they come to know their giant servant as 
thoroughly and love it as sincerely as if it 
were not an inanimate object. An engineer 


The vicissitudes of an engineer’s life are 
well told In the language of one of the engi- 
neers who pulls a limited train on one of the 
Chicago-Minneapolis lines. 

“When I get off my locomotive after e 
run® he said, ‘I am as worn out and ex- 
hausted as though I had put in ten hours at 
hard manual labor. The intense strain and 
constant worry in that cab is nerve wreck- 
ing, and it often takes me a couple of hours 
to get settled down enough to go to sleep 
when I retire. Keeping a constant eye on 
the rail, the surging back and forth of the 
great engine, which, it would seem to a 
stranger, was Often in danger of jumping 
right off the track, particularly where the 
road bed is rough, keeps the nerves keyed 
to the highest pitch, and to this is added the 
constant weight of responsibility of so many 
lives. 

“ Then, too, there is the constant fear that 
you are going to run down somebody at a 
crossing; strike an intoxicated man lying 
on the tracks without even seeing him, and 
many annoyances more or less great. It is 
anything but a pleasant sensation to have 
reported to you at the end of your run, or 
when you reach the roundhouse the next day, 
that you have killed some man.

When His Blood Runs Cold. 

“T had this happen to me a few days ago, 
and it made my blood run cold. As I was 
pulling into one of the stations where we 
stopped I say lying in the track what I sup- 
posed to be a heap of ashes and cinders. The 
electric lights of the station blurred the ef- 
fect of my headlight, and as the heap looked 
just like an ash pile I paid no attention to 
it. The next day it was reported to me that 
I had run over and killed a man, intoxicated 
of course, and it was he that I mistook for 
the ash pile. Such an occurence does not 
make a man feel particularly good, I can 
tell you. 


.“The wind, too, makes a good deal of ait- 


ference with a trip. It is not so bad when 
we are facing the wind, for we cut right 
through it then, but when the wind strikes 
the train sideways it makes the trip harder, 
and it is with difficulty that we can keep up 
to the schedule of the train. The wind, 
though it would seem impossible; pushes the 
train over far enough to cause friction be- 
tween the flanges of the wheels and the sides 
of the rails, thus requiring more power to 
pull the train. 


* 

Machinery a Constant Care. 
‘Then, too, there is always the fear that 
something ‘might go wrong with the ma- 
chinery. The air pump might break down, 
the headlight dynamo might get burned 
out, or something might happen to the loco- 
motive itself., I can tell, however, by my 
ear when anything is wrong with the engine, 
notwithstan@ing the noise of the train, the 
shriek of the whistle, the chug-chug of the 

air pump, and the crashing of the engine. 
“Any person who imagines that the engi- 
neer has an easy snap ought to try it for 
awhile. Here I am a grayhaired man, hav- 
ing spent most of my years attaining my 
present position, and risking my life nightly 
for a livelihood. The engineer's berth is 
not one of roses, nor his life full of honey.”

How Two $10,000 Jobs 


Went Begging in Chicago 


By Jerome Clark. 


HEN $10,000 jobs go begging it is 
time to admit that the day of the 
young man’s opportunity is not 
past. Within the last fortnight two 
rich and solid Chicago business in- 

stitutions have offered these lucrative posi- 
tions to a dozen men, all of whom refused the 

propositions. 

The work is not laborious, the hours are 
agreeable, the duties of the positions involve 
neither a university education nor a profes- 
sional diploma, yet several industrious, in- 
telligent, and ambitious men have declined 
the offer. The two places in question are the 
managerships of the freight and traffic bu- 
reaus of the board of trade and of the Chi- 
cago Shippers’ association. 

Investigation shows that there is no lack 
of $10,000 men in Chicago, but it also dis- 
closes the more or less astonishing fact that 
men of this caliber are getting $10,000 a year 
or better, and therefore find it wise to de- 
cline the new positions with thanks. Doubt- * 
less there are many others who havein them 
the stuff out of which $10,000 men are made, 
but, either from lack of opportunity or be- 
cause of the obscurity of their past efforts, 
they have not been found out by the employ- 
ers who have $10,000 a year to spend on a 
capable traffic manager. 


Aspirants Fail in Essentials. 

It must not be understood that there has 
been any dearth of applicants for the posi- 
tions mentioned. The striking fact is, rather, 
that out of the long list of aspirants who 
failed to gain the prizes all fell short in one 
way or another of the essential qualifica- 
tions required by the position. There are 
thousands of young men in the railroad offices 
and great commercial houses of Chicago to- 
day who are face to face with the opportuni- 
ties necessary to a final mastery of those de- 
tails of traffic management which are the 
stock in trade as it were of the $10,000 offi- 
cial. Some, a few, of them will graduate into 
the high places, but a vast majority of them 
will become discouraged, will dissipate their 


native talents, or permit some trifling habit 


to mar by degrees the bright certainty of 
success which lies ahead of them. 

There is nothing occult, Intricate, or spe- 
clally difficult about the qualifications neces- 
sary to fill these two positions, which literally 
went begging for an occupant, but simple 
and easy as they seem, comparatively few 
men combine them. The first essential re- 
quired was a practical and general know!l- 
edge of railway affairs specialized in the di- 
rection of freight rates, classifications, ton- 
nage, and mileage, tariffs, or, in a word, 
freight traffic management. 


Must Prove Ability First. 

‘Perhaps the next most requisite quality 
was the possession of proved executive abil- 
ity. Many men who possessed all of the 
technical knowledge ot freight traffic man- 
agement lacked that invaluable git of be- 
ing able to do or cause to be done with 
celerity. accuracy, and decision those multi- 
tudinous transactions which they under- 
stood perfectly and which constitute the 
actual business of a traffic bureau. Here, as 
must happen in all the affairs of life, it was 
made apparent to unsuccessful applicants 
that knowledge without execution is but a 
fine weapon without ammunition. 

There are a few men who undoubtedly 
possess every technical equipment and the 
executive genius in a high order, who have 
demonstrated their standing as managerial 
practicilans, but who have destroyed their 
careers by some moral obliquity, or obscured 


their merits by menta] or physical slovenii- 
ness. Some of these finely endowed men 
have passed middle life without accomplish- 
ing any.permanent success. Some of them 
are still anchored in the $5,000 class with 
the ebb tide of their fortunes gradually leav- 
-ing them high and dry on the mud flats of 
mediocrity and final failure. 


* 
Habits Prevent Consideration. 


A breath reeking of whisky proved a bad 
introduction for one aspirant, who pointed 
with pride to his past successes, and who 
carried with him the indorsement even of 
those who had discharged him. He had the 
knowledge. He had the experience, the ex- 
ecutive gift, the captivating personality, the 
poise, the aplomb which go to make up the 
ideal, and yet all of his fine qualifications 
were sicklied over by so paltry a weakness 
as intemperance, 

Untidy habits of dress and person, trivial 
as such failings seem to their victims, stood 
here as they may often stand between some 
capable man and the $10,000 position. Diffi- - 
dence, an unhappy, awkward, unconvincing 
manner debarred others from even a con- 
sideration of their claims, for the executive 
head of a large enterprise must be self- 
reliant, at ease, impressive, adaptable, 
comely, and with a measure of that personal 
finish which characterizes good tools, good 
‘weapons, and good officials. It is for such 
men that these two $10,000 jobs waited in 
vain for a considerable time.

Requirements Seem Commonplace 
An edifying feature of this remarkable 
situation is the simple, almost elemental, 
nature of the qualities required. Thus, 
knowledge of an exact and fascinating busi- 
ness, ability to energize this knowledge, self- 
confidence, a good address, a convincing 
presence and delivery, proved habits of in- 
tegrity, sobriety, and order. Written down 
they seem so commonplace that the wonder 
grows so few men possess them. Certainly, 
, except In the few instances In which temper- 
amental or physical failings interfere, they 
scem to be well within the possibilities of any 
intelligent boy or young man who might set 
himself to encompass them. 

The executive genius may be Inherent or fn- 
herited, but it can also be cultivated and even 
copied with success, but there are many men 
who possess it in a high degree who, by lack 
of experiment or practice, never bring it into 
advantageous play. The mastery of traffic 
affairs is a simpler matter, requiring, accord- 


ing to the successful managers themselves,,. 


only intelligence, industry, and unceasing 
patience. Opportunities in the railroad busi- 
ness are not wanting to those who excel, and 
it is a striking fact that the great manufac- 
turers and large mercantile establishments 
of the United States are continually seeking 
to enlist the services of “good railroad 
men.” A good railroad executive is consid- 
ered a prize, and the best evidence of it is 
that the railway chiefs of departments of 
the United States are the highest salaried 
group of business executives in the world. 
H. BE. Plerpont, assistant general freight 
agent of the Milwaukee road, ts one of those 
who were offered one of these $10,000 posi- 
tions, and E. B. Boyd, general freight agent 
of the Rock Island system, is another. Such 
offers, coming from the outside. Were 
promptly counteracted by the railroads, who 
preferred to raise the salaries of their offi- 
cials rather than lose them. Of half a dozen 
others similarly approached, some are al- 


ready earning the salary offered and others ° 


are doing better. 


Political Headquarters 


TurnDownIncompetents

HE opening of the headquarters ofa 
national campaign committee of either 
party is always the signal for arush of 
applications from men, women, and 
boys who wish to help save the party. 

These applicants come from all parts of the 
country and from all classes and manners 
of people. They range all the way from the 
young man who ls attracted by the glamour 
of politics that hangs over 4a national head- 
quarters, and who is willing to work for 
nothing in order that he may be in the “ push 
of politics" to the person who is sure that 
the salaries paid by the committee for even 
the minor positions are phenomenally high. 
They came to the headquarters of the re- 
publican national committee in the Auditor- 
jum in the first few weeks of its establish- 
ment at the rate of a hundredaday. Few ot 
them had anything but a vague notion of 
what the work of a national committee con- 
sisted or what they would be able to do to earn 
the salary that they expected to receive with 
their positions. They came in all stages of 
attire, from the dilapidated gentleman of 
the road to the congreseman. Some of them 
knew »omethitig of politics; mos€ of them 
dia not. With the latter class the idea is 
apparently prevalent that the work of man- 
aging @ campaign is one of constant easy- 
going, back-slapping, and 
with little application of business principles, 


* 
Looking for “Easy Money.” 

As Sergeant at Arms Owens of the repub- 
lican committee said: “* The majority ofthe. 
men who come here looking for jobs have 
not the slightest notion of what they would 
be asked to do if they succeeded In securing a 

‘position. They have the notion that the 
headquarters of a national committee is a 
place for the employment of all manners of 
men who cannot make good at any other 
place. They come up hereandall unabashed 
tell of their incompetence and failure at other 
kinds of work, never suspecting for an in- 
stant that it will injure their chances of get- 
ting work with the committee. One man 
came in who hailed from Maine. He wasa 
good republican, and had letters to prove it. 
He came in here looking for work, and, aza 
prelude to his application, he casually men- 
tioned the fact that he was a drinking man. 

** He had come from Maine to Chicago with 
a goodly amount of money in his pocket, and 
had promptly upon hie arrival here gone on 
a prolonged spree. When he woke up he 
was without money or means of transporta- 
tion home. So he came to the headquarters 
hooking for work, and spoiled all his chances 
of getting work at the outset by giving us 
such a line on his character. If there is one 
thing that is strenuously tabooed here it ts 
the drinking man. We have got to have men 
whom we can trust, men who can be de- 
pended upon to do their work propegiy and be 
at their posts day after day, and sometimes 
at night. The man who drinks, whatever his 
other attributes may be, cannot be depended 
on. He has no more place here than in any 
other large business enterprise. 

“ Another prime requisite of the man who is 
going to help do the work of the committee 


at headquarters Is efficiency. All the work of 


the various bureaus of the committee must 
be attended to promptly and properly. The 
management of the work under Chairman 
Cortelyou is conducted strictly upon business 
principles, and each manin the machine must 
be as efficient as if he was in the employ of 
any large business house In the city.”’ 

Since the opening of the headquarters here 
in the city it is estimated that 2,000 persons 
have found their way to the desk of the ser- 
geant at arms seeking positions. 
these were a few women and scores of boys, 


Of this number, aside from people known to | 


the men fn charge through previous political 
work, practically none was engaged. As 
there were only 150 positions to give cut at 
first, it was necessary to choose the men ap- 
pointed with care. The prime question, after 
’ @ man’s character and ability are established 
with the national committee, is: “Is he a 
good republican?’ Of the 150 men appointed, 
the majority were selected through personal 
recommendations of members of the commit- 
tee and ‘other men prominent In the councils 
of the party. 
| x * 
Appointments Widely Distributed. 
In order to distribute the appointments so 
that every part of the country would have 
its representative at headquarters men were 
judiciously taken in ones and twos from each 
etate and district from Maine to California, 
As a consequence most of the men at head- 
quarters now are there through some po- 
litical connection. 
The work of the committee, outside of the 


speakers’ bureau, which is in sole charge of » 


Congressman Tawney, is divided into six 
bureaus. Each of these is under a head who 
has in turn under him assistants and a corps 
of clerks and helpers to get out the work. 
When one sees the stacks of campaign liter- 
ature and mail that are handled by the Iti- 
erary and mail bureaus and the minimum of 
help that is required in handling it it is easy 
to understand why the committee first in- 
sists upon efficiency when it engages a man. 

The same is true in the other bureaus. 
There is, besides the mail and literary Bu- 
reaus, the first voters’ bureau under Mr. Mul- 
vane, where the votes of the men who are for 
the first time casting their ballots are angled 
for. The women’s bureau, which is formed 
not only to catch the votes of the women of 
the western states where the ballot of woman 
is equal to that of a man, but also with an 
eye to influencing voters In other states 
through the gentle influences of womankind, 
is under Mrs. J. Ellen Foster, who has al- 
ready organized a competent corps of women 
speakers. The Afro-American league bureau. 
and the commercial travelers’ bureau are 
also in active operation. 

The evident air of business that prevails 
in the rooms of all these bureaus leaves no 
doubt as to the fulfillment of Chairman Cor- 
telyou’s statement at the time of his appoint- 
ment that it was to bea campaign conducted 
along business lines. There is no surplus help 
to be found about the headquarters any. 
where.

VII. Electrical Working.

_.» BP, as is often asserted, this is the age ot 
electricity, then the trade of the electri- 
clan must be preéminently the trade of 
the age. With the universal adoption of 
electricity throughout the world has 

come a cal! for skilled electrical workers, and . 
to the young man contemplating the learning 
of a trade it will be well to consider this one 
before making his selection. Probably in no 
trade or occupation Is there open the number 
of opportunities for advancement that exist 

“im the trade of the electrical worker. 

It ts a trade wherein tne young man with 

‘brains and energy can work to positions 

where the pay and power far excel that open 
to workers in most trades. These positions 
@re open not only to the graduate of a tech- 
mical school or college but also to the prac- 
tical worker, the man who, while working at 
his trade will devote his spare time to the 
study of the theoretical phases of his work. 


* 
Good Trade for Studious. 

To the young man with a good common 
echool education and an inclination and 
@bility to study, the trade of the electrical 
worker opens up a field of opportunity un- 
doubtedly a3 good, if not better, than that 
offered by any craft. It is a trade, how- 
ever, where the qualifications for success are 
mot dependent upon the brawn and strength 
of the worker, but almost entirely upon his 
brains and the ability to use the same. It is 
one of the finer of the crafts, wherein brains 
are at a premium and wherein the worker 
will meet tm the day’s work problems whose 
solution would tax the mind of a student. 

Hence, in order to give the apprentices to 
this trade a good understanding of the tech- 
nical as well asthe practical side of the craft, 
the electrical workers in this’ city have 
founded a school system for their instruction. 


Three Classes of Workers. 

The electrical workers are divided into 
three classes of workmen, and apprentices 
to the trade are accepted in the three classes 
Rpon different systems. | 

The first class of electrical workers, the A 
class, consists of competent journeymen who 
‘Bre engaged in construction work. To enter 
this apprentice class the beginner must be 
between the ages of 18 and 21. There is no 
examination for him in order to enter. The 
time which he will have to serve before he 
becomes a journeyman is three years here, 
@e in all classes. In class B the beginner 
wnay be 16 years old or over. This class con- 
#ists of what is termed “ house electricians,” 
and mciudes the men who have charge of 
power plants and shops and factory work- 
jers. Class C consists of telephone men, and 
'to enter their ranks the apprentice must be, 
‘as in class A, between 18 and 21 yearsold. 

\s 
Taught Installation in Class A. 

The work of the apprentice who enters 
class A will take him to outside work where 
the journeymen are employed, in newly con- 
fatructed buildings, or wherever electrical 
‘Wight or power apparatus is being installed. 
His duties will be that of general helper to 
the journeyman. He will at firstrun errands 
and help in the rough work of the trade, but 
‘ms he learns he will be allowed to do his 
share of the electricai work. He will be 
fmitiated here into the practical side of the 
‘work, the wire laying, soldering, and other 
‘mechanical details. This is the work of the 


For the first year of his service tigre is no 
regulation to govern the pay of an appren- 
tice. If he is large and apt at the work, how- 
ever, he will probably receive $8 or $9 to 
begin with. The second year ges ie 
this class are fixed at a minim of $2 per 
day, and for the third and last year he will 
be paid not less than $3 per day. 
| While he is working he will be required 
to attend the school which the organized 

‘ @lectricians have for his instruction. This 
gpchool holds classes once every two weeks. 
Where the apprentice will listen to lectures 
by competent instructors and receive other 
instruction.

‘Excursion Trains Not 
: the Mint They Seem

{OSE who believe that the short trip, 
crowded excursion trainsare “‘ mints ”’ 
for the railrogds would be undeceived 
if they could see how they figure in th 
books of the companies. ‘ 

The chiefs of the great passenger traffic 
Gepartments are not enthusiastic about this 
branch of railroading, and many of them are 
convinced that the packed excursion going 

in special trains and on special schedule 
js not the desirable, money making proposi- 
fion which it seems to be to the public. 

Proposals looking to a private excursion 
@iways originate outside of the railroads. A 
club, Sunday school, lodge, or church may 
decide to give an excursion. Its committee 
Calis upon the passenger traffic manager, or 

the local agent of the railroad. That offipial 
. first requires an estimate of the number of 
prospective passengers, the objective point 
of the trip, the agreed hours for going, re- 
maining, and returning, and last, but most 
important, a guarantee as to the minimum 
/Rumber of excursionists that will attend. 


* 
Loss in Upset Schedules. 

As @ matter of course the railroad figures 
Sut a considerable profit, no matter how low 
the rate may be, and, therefore, as a con- 
crete transaction the excursion is a good 
thing for the company. A train can trans- 
port ten passengers as easily and cheaply as 
five, and it is not much more expensive to 
Carry 500 than to accommodate half that

ticular profit of an excursion becomes a 
d@ownright loss in the genera! ledger. 

In the first place, the running of a special 
train disarranges the entire machinery of the 
road. Freight trains have to be sidetracked, 
passenger trains have to be kept informed 
and often held, regular traffic is disturbed, 


brief holiday excursion. Often the equip- 
ment necessary for this special service is not 
at hand. The railroad may have plenty of 
are scattered through Iowa, Missouri, and 
ether states, and some of these must be 
hauled as empties or extras to the 
from which the excursion is to start.

Manufacturing Best in End. 

For the young man under 18 who wishes 
to enter the trade class B is open. Here 
he may be two years younger,as the work he 
is expected to do is not of the character re- 
quired of the apprentice in the other classes. 
He begins as errand boy in a shop or at 
similar work, and his wages at the start are 
$6 or $7 a week. The young man who learns 
this branch of the trade will be taught the 
manufacturing end of the business and the 
handling of dynamos, motors, and electrical 
plants. His wages will not be regulated, but 
he may easily make himself so valuable to 
his employer that he will be paid as much 
more during his apprenticeship as if he were 
in class A. 

Armature winders and the men engaged in 
the other branches of shop work receive $3.25 
per day. But to the young man who has 
studied during his period of learning there is 
always the chance to secure a position in 
charge of an electrical plant, and there his 
wages will not be regulated by any rule, but 
will be dependent upon his ability and the 
position he holds. From $80 to $225 per 
month is the range of the salaries received 
by the competent men in this class of work. 
There is practically no limit to the position 
and wages that he may work up to in his 
line. 
The third class of electrical workers, class 
C, are telephone men. The wages of the 
journeymen in this department of the trade 
are $3 per day and it does not offer the field 
for advancement the other lines do. ; 


Many Applications for Chance, 
The proportion of apprentices allowed in 

this city is one to every five journeymen., 
At the present time, it is asserted, there 
are not many opportunities for the young 
man to enter the trade. There is nearly 
always a surplus of those who wish to en- 
ter its ranks. However, there is ansolutely 
no opposition to the apprentice. He is al- 
ways welcome when there is an opportunity 
for him to secure a place as a beginner, and 
he will always be sure of the help of the 
journeymen in learning the trade. But the 
excellent opportunities which the trade of- 
fers and the good wages received by the 
average workman in its ranks have resulted 
in applications from a greater number of 
young men than there is at present room for. 

To achieve success in the higher lines 
of electrical work the young man should 
be studiously inclined. He will, while em- 
ployed as an ordinary worker at his trade, 
receive wages quite equal to those received 
by other trades, but his opportunities for 
advancement will be so many and generous 
that 11 will be sad negligence upon his part 
if he does not study and learn the things 
that will help him to rise to a superior posi- 
tion in his craft. He should strive while. 
working to read books and journals that bear 
upon his trade, and otherwise keep himself 
informed in regard to the latest things in 
electrical equipment. 

Advancement Comes Rapidly. 
There is probably no branch of skilled 

work in which the progress is so rapid as in 
this, and it is extremely necessary for him 
who wishes to rise in it to keep abreast of the 
times. If he does this, and is a capable work- 
man, he can work into the class of expertgin 
a short time. These men who have perfected 
themselves in one particular line of work are 
paid trom $6 to $7 per day. 

If he goes into the ranks of the “ house 
electricians,”’ and takes charge of a plant, he 
can earn a great dealmore. This is all within 
the reach of the practical workman who has 
not acquired more than a cursory knowledge 
of the technical part of his trade. 

To the young man who has studied for two 
or three years after becoming a journeyman 
there are even greater possibilities within 
easy reach. He may become an estimator, 
superintendent, or even an electrical en- 
gineer, and in many of these the pay is much 
higher. 


empt from hazard than others. But the 
usually crowded cars, the fast time required 
by the excursionists, and the unavoidable 
circumstances of irregularity that attend it 
make an excursion a thing of doubtful value 
to the railroad undertaking It. 

Except in extraordinary cases the railroads 
will not rent special trains to excursion par- 
ties. The profit in fares may be less than 
would have been the profit of an out and out 
rental, but the companies fear the over- 
crowding of the cars and the consequent ex- 
pansion of those risks which are never ab- 
gent from the calculations of cautious rail- 
‘road managers. These officials seldom admit 
that the chance of accident enters into their 
minds, nor do they like to hear or see them 
diséussed, but it is a matter of history and 
not speculation that the wreck of one excur- 
sion train has been known to devour the 
profits. of a year’s passenger business and to 
discourage travel for months. 

Try to Diecourage Excursions, 

Onertain branches upon which much traf- 
fic converges, and at seasons when regular 
business is heavy or congested, prudent rail- 
Way managers will generally refuse all of- 
fers of excursion business. Others endeavor, 
under similar conditions, to discourage it 
by holding to high rates or by pleading the 
searcity of equipment, and in these times 
and circumstances passenger solicitors and 
local agents are directed to evade rathér 
than to urge the excursion business. 

On longer excursions, as between St. Louis 
and Chicago, for instance, the low rates are 
usually the chief stimulant to travel. But 
many eminent passenger managers are in- 
clined to the belief that the increased 
quantity of business done at low prices 
neutralizes its value by diminishing the 
regular and normal travel, which, though 
less in volume, is much more profitable. 


Profits Often Disappear. 

- Good railroad managers today sqy that the 
excursion question is yet an undecided one. 
It is agreed that it is in a stage of develop- 
ment in which its final merits or disadvan- 
tages cannot be accurately estimated. Regu- 
lar passenger officials are, gerierally, épposed 
tolt. Thespecial excursion agents employed 
by all roads pelieve in it and the accounts of 
their departments show handsome earnings, 
but when these special profits are resolved 
into the total showing of the companies, off- 
set as they must be by risks, the interruption 
of regular business, and the diminution of 


normal] travel, they diminish perceptibly and 


often disappear wholly from the right of 
the ledger.

OW is yourthinker? Are you sure that 
it is in good trim after this trying 
summer?

‘“This is my ‘constant environment room,’ ” 
said he, ** where comparative tests are made. 
Old time psychologists stated the condition 
of the weather at the top of each test record 
and made provision for excessive heat or 
cold, barometric pressure, or electric po- 
tential. I make my climate to order here and 
by means of thermostats and»-such devices 
maintain it.

Temperature Alters Mentality. 


“ By actual experiment it has been proven 
that when the temperature of this room is 
brought down to 78 a certain mental task 
can be continued here for an average of five 
hours without fatigue; whereas, when the 
temperature is held up to 93, the average 
time of endurance is only an hour and forty- 
two minutes for the same work. It is found, 
too, that when the electrical potential is 
high the speed of the brain is sometimes twice 
as fast as when the potential is low. Simi- 
larly, when I increase the humidity of the

This clock under this glass bell jar 
measures time in thousandths of seconds, 
Several complicated instruments can be con- 
nected with it In such manner that the 
instant a certain sound is made light is 
shown, letter or word is exposed to view, 
electricity will start its hand to revolving. 

“ Now press this telegraphic key. The in- 
stant you hear a whistle blow remove your 
hand from the key. The signal will auto- 
matically start the clock and your response 
to it will stop it. ° The time during which the 
clock will keep going represents the time 
your brain requires to act. — 


Ear Quicker than Eye. 

“One hundred and twenty-one thou- 
sandths. Good. The average is 125 thou- 
sandths of a second for sound, 160 thou- 
sandths for light. In other words, the ear 
seems to be quicker than the éye, We have 
also proven with this device that it requires 
about the same time to read a*°word of five 
or six letters as to read a single letter, and 
about the same time to read’ a sentence of 
five or six words as to read a single word; 
that you remember your own name more 
quickly than that of your wife; that you 
call what country your own city is in more 
promptly than in what country Paris Is. 

“This apparatus has proven, moreover, 
that women and children see and name col- 


ors more quickly than the words for. those 


colors, whereas men name the words more 
quickly than the colors themselves. Men 
hear, see, or feel signals and act in response 
to them more quickly than do women. It.is 
found also that Indians than 
whites. 

“With the same apparatus we time the 
speed of impulses coursing through the 
herves. It is found that when I tickle the 
finger tip of the average man with a horse 
hair the sensation travels to his brain at 
the rate of 120 feet per second. If his arm 
were 120 feet long and he were to stick his 
finger in the fire a second would elapse be- 
fore he felt it. This is the speed of the in- 
coming impulses. That of the outgoing— 
such as would leave the brain to signal the 
finger to withdraw from the fire—is ten feet 
leas per second.” 

“This is clever. I suppose that a man

twice as long.” 
“ Exactly so. And gets twice as much out 
of life, all other things being equal. 


Measuring the Imagination. 

“ That contrivance which looks like a tele- 
scope is an instrument for measuring the 
Do not look incredulous! The 
apparatus is simple. Look through this tube 
here and at that paper screen. Exercise your 
imagination until you think you see vivid 
lines crossing the paper like prison bars. 
You see them as vividly as though they were 
there, do you? All right. Look at them 
— Still there; are they? Just as be-

“No. I imagined that a slant lin crossed 
them this time.” 

“ A line just the same as the other Imagi- 
nary lines?”

“Ah! That's where I caught you. There 
is a real slant line drawn on the back of the 
screen, and by turning up the light behind it 
I brought tt into view while you looked the 
second time. Subjects with vivid imagina- 
tions will see the slant line, but be unable to 
distinguish it as materially different from 
the imagined lines. They will Jeave the in- 
strument, as you did, believing that the real 
line was but imaginary like the others.” —

Acuteness of the Senses. 

“ Next let me measure the acuteness of 
your senses,” said the brainshop man, open- 
ing an instrument case. “ Do not forget that 
the senses are the foundation of all thought. 
Your memory of a thing is built up primarily 
of your sense impression of it. 

“ This is the olfactometer or sense of smell 
measure. It consists, as you see, of a screen 
of ocorless metal mounted upon a vertical 
rod. The screen is pierced in the center by 
these two horizontal inhaling tubes. The 
ends of the tubes projecting in front of the 
screen fit conveniently into your nostrils, so. 
The opposite ends are graduated into twenty 
divisions of 5 mm. each. Over them slide 
these hollow cylinders saturated with some 
fragrant liquid of known quantity and 
strength. When either cylinder is pushed 
back to the first mark on the tube, the air 
inhaled will pass over but 5 mm. of exposed 
scented surface before being taken into the 
connected nostril. Push the cylinder back 
to the last mark and 100 mm. are exposed, 
and so on. It is thus possible to produce a 
series of smell strengths varying from 0 to 
100. The cylinders are labeled A, B, C, D, 
etc., according to their odor, end one per- 
fume can be applied to one nostril while an- 
other is applied to the other, if preferred. 


Now I will measure one nostril at a time’ 


and as I slowly move the cylinder along the 
scale I want you to tell me the instant when 
you first note the odor and to describe it to 
me. The screen here will hide the cylinders 
from you and you cannot see whether I am 
tricking you or not 


Dulled Scent Shows Refinement. 

“ Your average is low in this respect, but 
this nee@ not trouble you. Acuteness of smell 
appears to be characteristic of low civiliza- 
tion. The Aetas of Formosa are said to be 
able to distinguish fruits hidden in the deep 
foliage of the jungle, simply by their odor. It 
also has been reported that many of the 
Africans of Angola can scent a stranger the 
moment the latter enters his house. 

“ This is what one of my subjects calls my 
*taste plano.’ In these glasses I havea series 
of solutions—sour, sweet, bitter, salty, metal- 
lic, alkaline, ete. Before each of these I place 


a graduate of filtered water anda dropper, so.. 


Commencing with the first favor, which you: 
do not know beforehand, I place one drop of 
it in the corresponding graduate of water, 
mix it thoroughly, and then place one drop of 
the weak solution upon your tongue. You 
cannot distinguish the flavor, probably, until 
twenty or thirty drops have been added fo the 
water—let us see. Forty drops! Just as I 
thought, only worse. I will proceed thus with 
each of the HNquids, adding a drop at a time. 
Your least sensibility to taste is measured by 
the number of drops added before you com- 
mence to distinguish the flavor. You see by 
the figures that your sense of taste is dull, 
like your olfactory sense.

fill it with water,’anything placed on your 


needs lese sugar when frozen,’ while hot 
lemonade needs more sugar than cold lemon- 
ade. There is a theory, by the way, that our 
sense of taste is holding its own while thet of 
smell is degenerating.” 


Sensitiveness to Touch. 

“What is this thing which looks like a 
giant spider?” 

“That ‘spider’ is one of my instruments 
for measuring the sense of touch. First, let 
me explain that the sense of touch fs now 
divided by psychologists into the pressure 
and temperature senses. From the cirou- 
lar top of this stand protrude twenty slender, 
horizontal rods, each of which appears to 
be a minute fishing line bearing a cork. The 
lines are fine cocoon fibers and the corks 
are small disks of elder pith surmounted by 
buttons of metal, which give them their re- 
spective weights, varying from one to twen- 
ty milligrams: Commencing with the light- 
est disk, I will touch them to the back of your 
hand, one at a time, while you are biind- 
folded. 

* Several of the lightest disks you will not 
feel unless you be unusually sensitive. While 
I am applying them one at a time you must 
make known as soon as you feel the slight- 
est touch. The lightest disk felt determines 
your least sensibility to touch. Three milll- 
grams! That is a little below the average, 
which is two milligrams on the forehead, 
temples, back of forearm, or hand; three 
milligrams on the inner side of forearm; five 
milligrams on nose, hip, cheek, or abdomen; 
fifteen milligrams on inner surface of fingers; 
1,000 milligrams on the heels or naila. Press- 
ure sense is measured also by this rod pressed 
over the skin while it records milligrams on 
a dial. It is another form of the first in- 
strument applied and gives similar but less 
accurate results. An instrument similar to 
this last one is the algometer, for measur~- 
ing least sensibility to pain. It is more pow- 
erful and its force is measured in grams. I

Temperature Sense Varies. 

“To test your temperature sense I place 
over your hand this instrument, ending in a 
tube through which water is passing. The 
water is being gradually heated, and | want 
you to tell me the instant when you begin to 
feel an increase of heat. 

“ To measure your speed of muscular move- 
ment step over to the pendulum chronograph. 
These two hinged rods, as you see, are poised 
vertically on this horizontal bar and are @ 
foot apart. By a sweep of your hand you 
must knock them down, one afier the other, 
as fast as you can. Good! You seethat this 
clock has measured the time intervening be- 
tween the fall of the two uprights in thou- 
sandths of a second. 

“ Next place your hand on this piano key 
device. You must work the key as fast as 
you can and tell me the instant the pressure 
seems to increase. Now? But I had in- 
creased it considerably before you felt it. 
Your sensibility to energy feeling is not keen. 
So much for the muscular sense.

Nearsightedness Is Aristocratic. 
“I will test your sight with the ordinary 

apparatus used by oculists and your color 
. discrimination with this series of disks, 
which will produce every shade and tint of 
every known color.

Delivery Horse. 


HE average shopkeeper gives too little 

thought to the proper care of his de- 

livery horse. He invests perhaps $100 

or even $150 tn each one of his two 

or three animals, and then intrusts 
each to the care of a delivery boy who may 
or may not know how properly to care for a 
horse. 

‘In the big stables where rich firms keep 
their scores of horses there is always pres- 
ent an expert who sees that'each animal is 
properly cared for every day. The difference 
in appearance between the horses in these 
big stables and those of the small merchant 
is great. Even when the latter pays just 
as much for a horse as the big merchant does 
it appears inferior because it receives less 
care, 


Needs Rest After Meals. 

The man who cares for a delivery horse 
should water and feed the animal long 
enough before he himself has breakfasted 
so that it will have time to rest after feed- 
ing before beginning the day’s work. Four 
quarts of oats is an average feed. While 
these are being eaten the stable may be 
cleaned out and the horse left with a little 
hay to finish off with while the man goes to 
his own breakfast. After breakfast he should 
curry and brush him. Then the animal will 
be on the trot with only short intervals of 
rest for four or five hours till noon. 

Blanketing a sweating horse when it is 
necessary for him to stand unsheltered is a 
precaution too often neglected. Everin mild 
weather a horse should never be allowed to 
stand unblanketed while overheated. True, 
the delivery horse is a hardy, common ani- 
mal, but it pays to take care of him. 

At noon give him water and another four 
quarts of oats. He should have an hour’s 
rest at noon. Then he will be ready to work 
till night, when he should again be watered, 
fed, and curried. If you want to keep your 
horse in the best condition don’t put him up 
at night without a thorough cleaning. The 
stable should be warm and well aired and 
it should be cleaned every morning. 


Keep His Appetite Good. 

Besides the three feeds of oats every day 
a horse likes a little salt once a week—aay, 
Sunday mornings—and some horses need a 
bran mash three timesa week. This lafTer, 
of course, depends on the condition and con- 
stitution of the horse. ’ 

If you feed him too much he will lose his | 
appetite. The only way to nurse back his 
appetite is to offer him little, say a handful 
of oats at a time. Don’t let him see any 
larger quantity. If he does hot eat these 
within twenty minutes take them away-and 
let him go without anything till next feeding 
time. 

If your horse goes lame, even slightly, lay 
him off if you possibly can. eanwhile try 
to find out what causes the lameness. If 
there is a nail in his hoof it should be ex- 
tracted and a salve applied to the wound. 
For any illness, however slight, that you do 
not understand consult a veterinary with- 
out delay, since a slight thing if neglected 
may ruin your horse. 


* 
Caré Properly for Hoofs. 


Have him shod at least once a month, so 
that his hoofs will always be in a good con- 
dition; never let him drink when heated, 
and last, but not least, never allow him: to 
be irritated by careless harnessing, and your 
$100 worth of horse flesh will do better work 
and will last enough longer to more than 
repay you for the extra care you have be- 
stowed upon him. 

All that has here been said as to the proper 
care of the horse on the delivery wagon ap- 
plies equally to any horse that is working on 
the city streets all day. You cannot expect 
a delivery boy who has just ecaped from the 
sixth grade to learn all this without being 
told more than once and you cannot expect 
him to do all this even after he has been 
properly instructed unless you help him out 
with a little personal supervision.

he is in that class of clerks he only earns 
$12. Then we have another class that is 
paid $15 and one that gets $18. These are 
just ordinary, every day clerkships that I’m 
talking about. When we need a man to 5? 
into the $12 class we reach down into the 
drawer of a desk and take out the oldest of 
over 100 applications. This number may 
vary some, but that is a fair average. For 
4 $15 man we do the same, only we don't have 
quite so many applicants to select from. 
But whén we want a clerk that can earn $13 
per week we have to advertise.” 

This, it should be borne in, mind, was 
spoken only in reference to clerkships. The 
work done 'by the clerk who is paid $12 tn 
this office is of such nature that nearly every 
man with @ common school education and 
average intelligence can perform it satisfac- 
torily. And so- there always a hundred 
applicants waiting. In the next class, and it 
is only $3 a. week higher than the other, 
the crowd begins to thin out a little, and ia 
the next the surplus of idle mén is hardly 
perceptible. Even in the performance of 
the duties devolved upon an ordinary clerk 
is there opportunity to attain such degree 
of excellence as to attract immediate at- 
tention and recognition, for the difference 
in the wages paid the clerks in this man's 
office was adjusted only to fit the ability 
ef each class. 

Incompetency Almost Incredible. 

In this same office and department there is 
one branch of work that is all done by first 


.Class clerks. It is the foreign invoice desk, 


and, because of the volume @ business which 
this firm transacts in its export department, 
the high prices of each item invoiced, 
the necessity of rendering the invoices with 
the amount shown in the money equivalent 
of the country of export and import, and for 
having the invoices absolutely correct it is 
imperative that all men employed on ‘the 
desk be the best to be found in the depart- 
ment. 

There is a head clerk on this desk. After 
the work has passed through the hands of 
the other clerks, and has been checked and 
rechecked by them, this man goes over the 
entire invoice and checks it again before it 
is dllowed to leave the house, Upon the 
accuracy of this man the proper invoicing of 
the firm’s foreign business lies, and his 
work, the discovering of inaccuracies and 
wrong denominations of money expressed on 
the invoice, has saved the house a great 
amount of trouble, worry, and lost trade. 
Because, for year after year the man who sat 
at this desk checked the work of other men 
better than any one else ever checked it 
before, he was paid $50 per week, nearly 
twice as much as the other men on“the desk 
received.

In just sixteen days, or ex- 
actly the time that it takes for a return mail, 
the firm’s Liverpool branch returned a large 
invoice with a serious error and the request 
that the repetition of such a thing be made 
impossible. In turn each man on the desk 
was tried out, and in turn each one “ fell 
down.” 

The department head threw the position 
open to the entire departnmient. “ If there is 
any man among the clerks who thinks he 
can hold down this job, and wants to make a 
trial at it, he has the opportunity, and if he 
proves that he can do it satisfactorily he will 


_feceive the same wages from the start as 
_JBlank.received.”” Strange as it may seem, 


there were only two among the 200 clerks itn 


the department who tried for the place, and: 


neither of them approached the standard re- 
quired. 


“Best” Only “Makes Good.” 
Then the manager remembered a red headed 
boy out in the Kansas City branch hduse who 
was “the best” im bis department. His 


‘line of work was quite different from that of 


the foreign invoicing, but he was the best 
at it. He was sent for and the situation ex- 
plained to him. 

This wes some time ago, but the red headed 
boy its still at the head of the foreign desk. 
“ There isn't a. whole lot to him,”’ gaid the 


manager. “ He isn’t possessed of the quali- 
tiles that make a captain of industry, nor has 
he the mind of the great man in embryo. 
He's just a clerk, but he’s the best in his 
line and he'll be making double the wages 
of the old man inside of another year.” 

Here was a direct case where there was 
room at the top for a good clerk. Down in the 
$12 and $15 classes In this office undoubtedly 
there were, even while the trials were going 
on, Many men who were complaining of their 
lack of opportunities to rise, and the crowd- 
ing was there much in evidence. But up at 
the top the crowd was so small as to be con- 
spicuous by its absence. 

Over near the river there is a large firm of 
carpet manufacturers. The main office, 
factory, warehouse, and snlesroome are all 


located in one building. An extensive east-. 


ern business is carried on by this firm. This 
business was established in the territory 
visited by a certain salesman, and was so 
extensive as to amount to a practical! 
monopoly in the carpet trade in that section 


of the country. For years the firm sold more. 


goods in the district visited by this salesman 
than in any other of the same size. 


Thoroughness the Key. 

When this salesman retired to live on @ 
farm the firm kept a salesman out of the ‘er- 
ritory for over a month. Then the orders 
began to fall off. At first the decrease was 
not sufficient to cause alarm, but fn another 
month the - began to feel the loss. Imme- 
diately one Of the partners went post haste 
to make investigation. When he began to 
make inquiries he found the reason for the 
loss of business in one man's answer: ““O, —— 
didn’t come around this month, so I didn’t 
send any order.”’ 

A salesman was sent into the territory 
with orders to hustle and get back the lost 
trade. He was a good, ordinary salesman. 
He worked a month and was recalled as a 
failure. Another met a like fate. 

Again the partner went to ascertain if pos- 
sible the secret of the decreased trade. This 
time he leafned that —— was the best sales- 


man that had ever carried a line of the firm’s 
g0ods and that his ability was all that had © 


created and kept the trade in what was an 
extremely hard region to sell goods in. It 
was another case of plenty of opportunity for 
the best. . 


This firm sent every salesman on its staff 


down into this country in an effort to win ' 


back their customers, but in vain. ‘Finally a 
stenographer, who had proved to be the best 


. stenographer ever employed by the firm, was, 


at his own earnest solicitation, givén a trial. 
In @ month he had the majority. of the old 
customers back and was daily finding hew 
trade. This stenographer had started with 
the overwhelmingly large salary of $8 per 
week. He had worked for four years at the 
salary of an ordinary stenographer until he 
proved that he was best. When he was made 
private secretary to the president; he had 
worked himself out of the crowded places. 

It is only a few years since this one time 
stenographer left his old associates to em- 
bark in business for himself and today he has 
one of the largest establishments in his line 
in the country; for this is a true story in 
every detaii—only it was not carpets that the 
firm sold. 


Only Way to Opportunity. 

When this man is asked the secret of his 
success he replies that there was no secret 
to it. He simply was best in his line of 
work in the office, and so brought himself 
to the attention of the heads of the business. 

There could be cited many more examples 
of opportunities that arise for the man who 
is better than the rest—who js the best in his 
work. They comé in all walks of life and 
fn all vocations. They present themselves 
particularly to the worker who has little to 
lift him in the struggle save his own ability. 
They are not the gilded domes of the pin- 
nacle of success but they are vantage points 
whence the pinnacle can easily be gained, 
and even if they lead to nothing more they 
are assurance to the worker that there is 
always reason for striving for excellence in 
one's work, no matter what that work may 
be; that there {fs still plenty of room at ths 
top.

| Master the Practical Side. 

- ‘Still, it must not be supposed that the per- 
son who has spent three months on a course 
in a cutting school is ready to go out and. 
earn the garment cutters’ scale of pay with- 
out any preliminary training. There is a 
practical side of the business which must be 
mastered by all who aspire to enter its ranks, 
and if the cutter has not acquired this before 
entering the school he must do so afterwards. 
But, on the other hand, the graduated student 


of the school learns things about his trade - 


which he could never learn if he workedasa 
practical tailor all his life, just as a man 
working as a bricklayer would never learn 
the first principles of making brick. 

The similarity of a course in a cutting 
school and one in a technical school is hard- 
ly apparent to most people, but the facts 
remain that the methods of instruction, the 
results obtained, and the general system em- 
ployed in both schools is quite alike. The 
technical student, whatever course of study 
he may pursue, is at first grounded in the 
widest theories of his profession. This is 
the method also pUrsyed in the tailor’s acad- 
emy: The layman is generally accustomed 
to regerd the tailor as a man of shears and 
yardstick only, but it only takes a few min- 
utes in a complete sartorial school of the new 
kind to demonstrate the error of this judg- 
ment.

standard of “art” has not only been re- 
tained but even improved upon by modern 
cutters, the visitor begins to wonder wheth- 
er he is not im an art academy instead of a 
tailor’s school. ‘But the teachers in these 
schools maintain there are many things in 
their profession which require the possession 
of ap artisticeye and temperament. Accord- 
ing to one professor: 

“The artist or illustrator sees his subject 
for a minute or two, or fora long sitting, and 
makes a picture of him. The garment cutter, 
sizing up his customer as he stands before 
him, uses his judgment and eye in deciding 
exactly what lines to follow in cutting the 
garment. if he is a good cutter he will make 
the garment fit the person of the man for 
whom he is making it, and, at the same time 
make it so that it will show off the man’s 


figure to the best advantage. It is the cutter —

help a. man make a‘ swell appearance ' when 
he is dressed up, and the garment cutter 
who has learned his trade thoroughly takes 
advantage of all these points, and, literally 
speaking, makes an art of his trade. The 
garment cutter who learns his business in a 
school of this kind is not only taught how 
to cut cloth into the shapes necessary to 
make coat, vest, or trousers in the proper 
manner,’ but is shown by actual illustra- 
tions from life how to cut the cloth to bring 
out the best points in a suit as’worn by the 
one particular man. .If he worked at gar- 
ment cutting as a trade all his life he might 
never learn these things. Of course, there 
are men to whom the proper fitting and cut- 
ting of clothes comes without any instruc- 
tion, as a matter of genius, in fact, and 
these make excellent tailors without any 
teaching, but they are as scarce and hard 
to find as self-taught artists.” 
) While the majority of the students in the 
cutting schools are from the ranks of prac- 
tical tailors, there are to be found among 
them all kinds and classes of workers, who 
have tired of their present occupation and 
wish to enter the ranks of the high salaried 
garment cutters. Among those inexperi- 
enced in the business are included clerks, 
esmen, and many other male workers, in- 
uding even men who have learned other 
trades, and, tiring of them, wish to change. 
Among the women students the same holds 
true, many stenographers who are employed 
in the daytime studying at the schools at 
night. 


Now Taught by Correspondence. 
So extensive has this system of teaching 
grown that now it is even taught by corre- 
spondence. The student who takes the cor- 
respondence course receives his lessons in 
pamphlets, much as if he were taking a 
course by correspondence in civil engineer- 
ing or any other technical subject. These 
lessons are in the form of diagrams and 
printed instructions and the student, when 
he has “ answered ” the lesson, sends his re- 
ply to the school, where criticism or other 
comment upon his work is made. If the 
same does not come up to the standard re- 
quired for each lesson it is sent back with 
further instructions. The time of the corre- 
spondence course is unlimited. When the 
student graduates he or she is given a dipilo- 
ma of proficiency, and eo competent are most 
of the students turned.out by these schools 
that a diploma from any one of them is taken 


as a recommendation in lieu of years of ex- 


perience,

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“Angel of the Slums” 
to Command Salvation 
Army in United States. 
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By J. H. Matthews. 


ROM a bareheaded little lass, who, 


with her sweet voice and tambourine . 


led street meetings in the vilest slums 
of London, to the supreme leadership 
of the Salvation army in this country 


_is the story which the next few weeks will 


see completed in the career of Eva Booth and 
her work in the army. Before this month is 
at an end it is expected that Miss Booth will 
have arrived in New York from Canada, 
where she is commander of the Canadian di-" 


vision of thé army, to assume the leader- 


ship of the American division. 

Her brother, Commander Booth-Tucker, 
who is*at present the head of the army in 
this country, since the death of his wife, 
Consul Booth, in a railroad accident a short 
while ago, has been so depressed and bowed 
down with his sorrow that the work of lead- 
ing the cohorts of the Salvationists, whith he 
and his wife worked so long and hard to 
bring to their present state of organization, 
has proved a load which he is unable to bear 
to his own satisfaction. With his removal, 
at his own request, and with the appoint- 
ment of Eva Booth to All his position, comes 
the culmination of twenty years of hard 
work in the ranks of the Salvation army. 


Childish Song Stills Hoodlums. 

Eva Booth began to do her share of the 
Booth family work in spreading the creed 
of Salvation to all mankind when shé was a 
mere child. In 1884, when the advances 
of the army in England were being received 
with actual hostility by the worst element, 
and with decided indifference by the better 
classes, she first made her appearance in 
the street meetings. Down in the dark and 
awful district of. Whitechapel, London, in 
the midst of the worst slums in the world, 
the army had instituted its street meetings 
and had met with all kinds of opposition, 
even to open thréats and show of force, 
The Whitechapel hoodlum, afraid that his 
sway in the district was threatened by the 
activity of the “sky soldiers,”’ turned out 
and proceed by hooting, hissing, and the 
throwing of decayed vegetables to drive the 
meetings off the streets. 

The powers of authority turned an indif- 
ferent ear to the appeals of Gen. Booth 
for protection, and things looked dark for 
the work of the army in that part of London, 
which needed its efforts most. One night 
there arose on the little platform in the street, 
amid the noise and-+obscenity of the slums, 
a 12 year old girl in the uniform of the 
army. The hoodlums halted open mouthed 
in their efforts to drown the voices of the 
Salvation and stared at the fair child 
before thém. Then, before they could re- 
new their efforts, she began to sing. The 
voice, clear, childish, and eager, ringing out 
amid the dirt and squalor and sin of White- 
chapel, silenced the crowds, where the best 
efforts of the older workers had been only 
objects for ridicule. To the end the girl went 
on with hergong, the audience standing and 
listening as one man.

“Angel of the Slums.” 

“When she ceased women who had not 
known what tears were for years were cry- 
ing softly and men were standing silent and 
abashed at the thought that they had come 
with the intention of breaking up the meet- 
ing. So did the Salvation army first get its 
hold in the London sluma and so was Eva 
Booth introduced to the people among whom 
she was to spend years in her life work and 
among whom her efforts were to be crowned 
with the greatest success, | 

For two years she accompanied her father 
in his tours and sang her way into the hearts 
of her listeners. Then, because the people 
of the slums could not forget the little giri 
who had touched their hearts with her song, 
she stopped traveling with the general and 
settied down Into the work of saving souls 
among the submerged clasees. Her sweet 
face and manners instantly won the love of 
those arnong whom she labored. Gifted with 
a voice that would have made her fortune 
as a grand opera prima donna, and a grace 
of bearing that made her a beauty, she cap- 
tivated the district and soon was known as 


the “ angel of the stums.” 


* 
. Romance of Her Youth. 

It was then, when che was near her 20th 
year, that, all umwittingly. she won the love 
of a young student of sociology who was pur- 
suing his studies in the London slums. The 
young maneaw the girl whose power of voice 
and presence so strongly swayed the crowds 
that gatbere@ to hear her, and promptly lost 
his heart to her. He attended the meetings 


of the army, joined in the choruses of the 
songs, and finally openly avowed his love and 
asked Mies Booth to become his wife. But 
the bar of the army’s regulations wae be- 
tween them. The young man was unwilling 
to take up the cross of soul saving, and Eva 
Booth was so enamored of her work tha: 
under no_.circumstances would she become 
the wife of any man who could not engage, 


heart and soul, with her in her labors, 


“The romance was short lived... Eva Booth 
continued earnestly in her efforts in her 
chosen field, and the young sociologist sadly 
went his way. This was the only time tha: 
marriage was considered by Miss Booth, at 


gli events so far as is known. She ts the 


only one of Gen. Booth’s daughters in the 
army who has not married. 


: | 
Long Experience in England. 
For along time she stayed in London, work- 

ing zealously, until she became known far 
and wide with the name the slum people had 
first christened her. She was the leader of 
the army in this work, being commander of 
the London. district. 
For ten years she devoted herself to the bet- 
tering of the. poorer classes of London and. 
‘the English provinces along with her pleas 


for their souls. She helped her father to in- 


stitute the workingmen’s and women's lodg- 
ing houses in London. She was instrumental 
in starting the Salvation army coffee houses, 
which in certain places of the great city have 
superseded the saloons and alehouses, much 
to the betterment of the people. Ina hun- 
‘dred other practical ways she accomplished 
enough to chow the power of one energetic 
woman with the force of ‘her convictions 
when she earnestly begins to strive along 
one line of human endeavor. 

Not only in London has Miss Booth wrought 
much good in her work, but in the provinces, 
in the tin mines in Cornwall, where the 
coarse miner folk listen earnestly to the ex- 
hoftations of the slip of a girl; among. the 
fishermen along the coast, in fact wherever 
‘there was need for her services, she has been 
active an@tirelessin her efforts. “The Grand 
Opera Queen of the Army ” isa title thet her 
singing won for her, and in the provinces the 
announcement that Eva Booth was to sing 
was sufficient to bring a crowd to every meet- 
ing.

Likes Big Enterprises. 
With her advent as commander in Canada 
“she threw herself into her work with the zeal 
that had marked her efforts in London. Her 
administration has been characterized by 
good judgment and uniform success. In pur- 
suing her duties as commander she has dis- 
played the possession of rare executive abil- 
ity and has shown that she is a woman 
with a fancy for big enterprises. When she 
comes to assume charge of the American 
division she will have plenty of opportunity 

to exercise her ability in this regard. 

The Saivation army colonization bill, which 
is now before congress and of whose passage 
she as commander of the army will have 
charge, is an enterprise large enough to suit 
any one. Under the plan proposed by the 
army in this bill it will be possible for thou- 
sands of families in the congested and un- 
fruitful parts of the east and south to go 
west and take up future homes in the great 


unsettled public tracts of Oregon, Washing- 


ton, and other western states. 

Anothér work in which Miss Booth will be 
actively interested is the men’s lodging house 
work in the various cities in the country. 
This work, the object of which is to pro- 
vide in each large city in the United States 
a place where a well man’ can go and get a 


night's lodging aside from the almshouse 


or police station, particularly appeals to her, 
for the lodging houses in London were once 


the scene of her most fruitful field of en- 


deavor. 

Miss Booth is not ignorant of conditions nor 
the work of the army as it is in this coun- 
try. Although her command was across the 
border, she was in the custom of frequently 
coming to New York to consult with her 
sister, the late consul.

Much Maligned Dentist 


Not to Blame for Pain. 


CCUPYING «@ place just half way be- 
tween the profession of medicine and 
the profession of surgery, the den- 
tist is one of the most misunderstood 
men in the world’s work. He has 

the skill of both older professions and the 
credit of neither of them. His patient comes 
to him im the most exacting of moods, and . 
when he can no longer satisfy himeelf that 
he should stay away. Frequently it is when 
ingufferable pain has driven him to the chair 
that the dentist sees his moody patient. And 
once there, the sufferer, recalling that it is 
only e tooth and by ne means @ serious oper- 
ation, tries to @scover just how many 
twinges, and hurts, and irritations he may 
wince at to the annoyance and detriment of 
the operator. 

“ Phe dentist works at ell times, you may 
say, under just the conditions that would 
face a man trying to write while some one 
else kept pulling at the paper or tugging at 
his elbow,’’ is the opinion of Dr. W. H. West. 
* Most people forget that it is the filling of 
a live tooth in a Mve person's mouth that 
requires the skill of the dentist. If the tooth 
might be taken out at will, put into a vise, 
and there worked upon till & was restored, 
the job might go to an umbrella mender. 


Patients Make Pain Greater. 

'“ The average person coming to a dentist's 
office is in an entirely different frame of 
mind to the person going to a physician or a 
surgeon. Coming to me, I find the great ma- 
jority of persons have put off the ordeal just 
as jong as they can. In going to a physician 
or surgeon, it may be the fear of death that 
drives them; coming to me it is simply that 
they want a small operation on a tooth or 


teeth, feeling it a sort of hardship that so 


small a member of the digestive apparatus 
should have forced them to the chair. The 
person with appendicitis diagnosed by a 
physician will hurry to a surgeon, go to sicep 
under the. influence of an anzsthetic, and 
wake up, wondering where he is. The same 
man with an ugly tooth needing a long opera- 
tion will sit down in a dentist's chair for 
mraybe three hours, grunting, roaring, and 
even grabbing the dentist's hands—of him- 
self making an hour’s operation three hours 
long. 

“In @ surgical operation the patient is re-- 
signed to the necessity of the operation and 
is immune from its hurts. In the dentist's 
chair the same person not only is not resigned 
but he does not feel the obligation to assist 
the dentist. 


Heat Makes Drilling Painful. 

** Drilling into a tooth and afterward ham- 
mering into the cavity a full quantity of gold 
is a more trying operation than the one un- 
used to the dentist's chair imagines. The 
hurts that the ordinary person stfférs from 
the dentist will be greater than from the 
average surgical operation on a patient's 
hand. Drilling into a hard tooth necessitates 
the generation of heat, and it is this heat 
that is so painful. The best the dentist can 
do fs to have skarp burrs, which cause less 
pain than dull ones. The next best thing for 
both patient and dentist is for the patient 
to expect hurts and to resist the instincts to 
interfere with the cutting and hammering. 
A sympathetic dentist will cut just as fast as 
the face of the patient prompts him. If a 
phiegmatic person can sit still under it, a 
job of drilling that ordinarily takes twenty 
minutes may be done in five; if the person 
can’t sit etill—as most persons can’t—the 
dentist finds it best to try to engage the at- 
tentions of the person with something else 
while he cuts as he can. ; 

“A good deal has been said about women 
as patients of surgeons and of dentists. 
From the dentist’s point of view she is far 


better than a man would be. She may be. 


naturally less sensitive to pain than a man, 
as scientists have tried to show, but whether 
she fs or not, the fact that she is guarding 
or improving her personal appearance gives 
her a courage that man does not feel. 
* 
Why Women Are Courageous. 

. “ Experience leads me to believe that there 
are hundreds of women in Chicago who have 
false teeth—from one to six or ten—of which 
the husbands of years have no knowledge 
whatever. Women come toa dentist at times 
in absolute fear of exposure—so much so that 
before they will leave the office he must 
make a temporary filling of a gap until he 
ean complete the permanent repairs to the 
‘teeth. Time and again mothers of several 
children have said to me, ‘Mr. Smith didn’t 
know I had this bridgework when we were 
married and—well, I have never liked to let

him know.’ I have wondered many a time 
how the deception could have been main- 
tained, 

“Guarding her looks in this manner, one 
may see how the woman is less troublesome 
than a man would be under like circum- 
stances. Just three persons have fainted in 
the chair in my experience with patients and 
all three of these were men, two of them big 
and strong. Stranger than this, perhaps, is 
the fact that every one of these men fainted 
before © drill had touched a tooth Not @ 
particle of pain had been felt when they 
succumbed. On the other hand, two women 
have gone to sleep m ‘the chair, snoring 
audibly, while I have been hammering In 
a gold filling with an automatic hammer, 
Not infrequently a man will doze in his 
ehair while a tooth is being filled with gdid, 
but te go soundly asleep and snore has been 
reserved for the women. 

a 
Maintain Their Nerve. 

“That a woman will go through three 
times the pain and irritations of the den- 
tist’s chair that a man will le shown every 
day. The longest hours I ever put in, con- 
secutively, on a person’s teeth was in the 
case of a young woman. She haé four front 
teeth below which called fof cutting to a 
level with the gum, into which porcelain 
teeth were to be set inplaster. A man would 
have made two or three sittings of it; the 
young woman sat it out for six hours and 
a half, and went away with the job com- 
plete. She would not risk meeting an 
acquaintance of the male sex; and the chance 
of having to smile a recognition. 

“In the case of a man I know who had 
lost two teeth in front it was the wife who 
forced him finally to come to the scratch, 
He had an unusually heavy mustache, and 
as it shaded his mouth he told me he had put 
off having the new teeth put in until hig 
wife wouldn't stand for it any longer. He 
would have let the teeth go for all time only 
that the wife, because of the looks of It, 
wouldn’t have it so. 


« 
How. Patient May Help. 

“If there is one suggestion that a dentist 
might make to his public to the advantage 
of both, it ls for a patient not to come to a 
dentist's chair unless prepared to help him 
by remaining as patient as possible under the 
operation. With the best of these inten- 
tions the average patient falls short in a good 
many circumstances. For instance, a dentist 
finds a tooth in the upper jaw which needs 
to be filled with gold. He finds thai with 
care he can avoid the use of the irritating 
rubber palate and keep the cavity ary. He 
has the patient under his hand with mouth | 
open and needs to turn to hig cabinet for a 
second. He tells him not to close his mouth 
and turns away. But in that fraction of « 
minute the patient will close his mouth, swal- 
low convulsively, and then when you tell 
him he has undone the work, he wonders 
how and when. 

“The general opinion at Jarge concerning 
the dentist is that he ig a hard, unfeeling 
man. Naturally in order to do his work 
the dentist«cannot have a sympathetic im- 
pulse to stop every time a patient's face 
shows a twinge‘of pain. He could not do his 
work if he did. 

“ Mothers occasionally come in with chil 


dren to have the little ones" milk teeth pulled, ° 


Often they give way to the children’s pleade 
ings and interfere until it would be better 
if they were out of the room. 


Pain from Drilling Inevitable. 
“The dentist often is asked why he does 
not adopt something to lessen the pain of 
the work. If a dentist could fix upon a thing 
that would stop the pain of the drill, for im 
stance, he would be rich ina day. No drug, 
such as cocaine, will reach the sensitive por 


tions of the teeth threugh the coating of : 


enamel. When electricity deadened the paim 
of the burr the discovery was made after 
ward that it had killed the tooth. 

“So far it looks as if the patient in the 
dentist's chair would have to 
martyr to his teeth. The dentist is human 
and humane. It would mean money to him 
every day if he could work without giving 
pain. The part of the patient is to keep his 
mind away from the fear of the pain: to re+ 
strain his impulses to close his mouth or ts 
grip the dentist's hands; to be as still and 
as patient as he can, thus hurrying on one 
of the most trying of all small surgical op~ 
erations. For the dentist must try the soul 
of the man or woman in his work. In these 
days of angesthetics one may part with the 
vermiform appendix much easier than hecan 
submit to the crowning of a helf tooth,” 


Business in Ten Years. 
By J. H. Williams. 


HE banking business is the most con- 

servative im the world. It is safe to 
say there have been fewer changes 
during a thousand years in the vital 
principies and essential methods of the 
banking business than in any other pursued 
by man. 

In the working details, however, there have 
been vast changes during the last quarter 
century, and even during the last ten years 
there have been many improvements. These 
changes have been, for the most part, im- 
posed by the rush of business iteelf and by 
the rapid growth of the country. They have 
never been revolutionary in effect, but have 
come about gradually... 

As one banker says, “ We have simply kept 
step with the times. The banking business 
is essentially conservative. We still pile up 
the bills one- upon another in just the old 
way, only now, instead of a paper strap, we 
use a wire or stout cord. Hach package is 
securely bound and sealed, thus making it 
impossible for ai thief to abstract a bill. 
Such an improvement is typical! of them all.” 

** We feel a need,” as another banker says, 
** and some one finds a way, in a measure, to 
answer it. Then some one else adds to it 
and perfects the first man's improvement, 
andso on.” 


Burdens Lighter All Around. 

These improvements have been mainly in 
the perfection of time saving devices of 
various sorts. They make it possible for one 
man to accomplish much more than he 
would have dreamed of accomplishing by the 
old slow ways. They have lightened the 
burden resting on the shoulders of the men 
at the head of affairs so that he can per- 
sonally direct much that used of necessity 
to be trusted to clerks. Again, each clerk 
can do more work than formerly. As simple 
a thing as a coin sorting machine or money 
counting machine, either one of which is more 


accurate than any human being, adds great- — 


ly to the amount of work that one man can 
accomplish in a day. The adding machine, 
a commonplace today, by which a man can do 


“the work which once required four or five 


men, would have been a wonder ten years 


ago. 

There have been many changes even in 
so cut and dried a department as the book- 
keeping. The old style ledger is entirely 
done away with and a system used which 
requires only half as many clerks as were 
needed with the old ledger. Innumerable 
inventions and devices have lightened the 
burden for each man, thus giving him a 
wider field and a chance for greater achieve- 
ment. 


Then the employés work a fewer number 
of hours than they did ten years ago. For 
instance, by greater systematization the 
paying tellers in the big banks have all their 
money put up in the vaults in an hour after 
closing time. Sometimes their work is done 
as early as 3:30 in the afternoon. In the 
old days a teller often worked till § o'clock, 
or even later. The savings banks used to 
keep open an hour or two later than other 
banks and some even kept open evenings. 
This is no longer thought necessary. - Then, 
too, the Saturday half holiday has come in 
during the last ten years.. 

Direct telegraphic reports on the wosld’s 
business is now thought necessary in the 
large banks. Each bank is an independent 
station, with its own operator, eta. This 
important change has come about during the 
last ten years. 


* 
Exchanges More Freely Made. 

The banking business is now more than 
ever before a matter of credit. There ie less 
and less actual exchange of money. This is 
& growing tendency resulting from the state 
and national supervision of banks, and also 
from everything that makes for publicity. 
“ We feel perfectly safe now while making 
exchanges,” says the treasurer of one of the 
largest banks {n the west, “for we know 
practically everything about our neighbors 
business.”” Thus one whole clase of worties 
concerns a banker more and more 
every Gay. 

It used to be neceseary to carry money te 
or from the clearing house four or five times 
a Gay. Now bankers are doing away with 
that by their system of exchanges. Thirty 
days may elapse now without any money 
actually changing hands, as betweenany one 
bank and the clearing house. It all depends 
upon whether a bank has money credited ts 
it at the clearing house which 4 antually 
needs to do business with. 


Gold Weighed Less Often, 

Another important change is the improved 
system of accounting for the loss in weight 
which gold coins suffer while in circulation. 
It used to he necessary to have all the gold 
weighed at the clearing house before ft was 
paid to another bank, but now each bank 
seals ites own gold fn bags—$5,000 In each 
bag—and affixes its own namethereto. Thess 
bags are freely accepted by any bank with- 
out weighing. They are weighed only when 
paid in at the clearing house, and. then fhe 
shortage In weight is charged to the bank 
whose name is on the bag. 

This change is typical of many similar ones 
which make for simplicity and the saving ef 
time and energy in the banking business.

The plant will have picking belts, jigging 
screens, revolving tipples. ahd various con- 
veyors, together with the necessary ‘steel 
structural work and gearing.

Are Minerals Alive? 
John A. Howland. 


ered attentively, this globule is seen to con- 
sist of a network of tiny cells, which re- 
semble, if they are not identical with, those 
which form the foundation of animal or 
vegetable organisms. Then appear little 
joints in this network which he calls petro- 
blasts, which gradually reveal themselves 
as consisting of a dark nucleus surrounded 
by clearer matter. 
Then the globule begins to lose its perfectly 
spherical shape under apparently the inde- 
pendent action of these péfroblasts, unui 
there appears in its periphery an angie, 
which he calls the primitive dominant angle; 
then a second angle opposite to the first, 
which he calls the diagonal angle. Then, by 
the development of similar processes be- 
tween them, the axis of the crystal is formed. 

See Struggle for Life. 

Always, according to Von Schrién, between 
these petroblasts there exists a struggle for 
life as keen as that which we find among 
much higher organisms. Sometimes in the 
ccurse of formation a crystal will suddenly 
separate into two halves, which will move 
away from each other with a turning move- 
ment. At other times the petroblasts will 
rise to the surface of what may be called the 
mother crystal, will detach themselves from 
ber, and will float away, raising as they do 
50 little waves around her. And when two 
crystals come into contact tn course of for- 
mation it often happens that the smaller and 
least organized of the two will vanish, ab- 
sorbed, as it were, into the being of the 
stronger, to which it no doubt furnishes nu- 
triment. 
Thus the three powers of growth, move- 
ment, and reproduction which have been 
thought to be the pecullar property of “ liv- 
ing matter are shown 'to be possessed in at 
least equal degree by that which we have 
hitherto called inanimate. 


* * 
Origin of Life Far Back, 

Do these researches throw any further light 
upon the problem—How comes life ?—at which 
most scientific inquiry is constantly strain- j 
ing? Only, I think, by pushing the problem 
a little further back. They show, as haveall 
modern discoveries, that life is far more wide- 
ly spread throughout the universe than was 
at one time thought; but neither tell us 
whence it came, nor how to arrest its course. 
If all things live, or have lived, it is no less 
true that, In the words of Tennyson: 
“ All things have rest and ripen towards the 

grave, 

Do slowly ripen, ever fall, and cease,” 
leaving the question of their ultimate origin 
nearly as far off solution as ever. 

Form Animallike Celle. 

Yet perhaps one small corner of the veil 
has been lifted by a generalization of Dr. 
Leduc to the effect that the work of crystal- 
lization can be quickened by the addition of 
certain colloids or gluelike substances. We 
already knew from his experiments that the 
addition of ferro-cyanide of potash toa solu- 
tion of gelatine will produce a regular forma- 
tion of cells resembling in appearance those 
found within the tissues of animals, and he 
now tells us that the phenomenon of crystal- 
lization dependg not only on the arrangement 
of the molecules in geometrical forms, but 
also in the movement of the molecules of 
crystallizing substances within the crystal- 
Jk: lizing liquid in regular and geometrical lines. 


MONG the changes that have lately 

come upon scientific theory hardly 

anything is more marked than the 

extension given to our ideas upon 

what we call life. At the dawn of 
science it was thought that life was an at- 
tribute possessed by animals only, as indeed 
their name implies; then it became evident 
that it was shared with them by plants, and 
‘now there seems much reason to think that 
we must go farther down, and attribute life 
to the mineral as weli as to the vegetable 
and the animal kingdoms. It is to this end 
that many recent discoveries have for some 
time been tending; .but what is perhaps 
the finishing touch has been given by Dr. 
Stéphane Leduc of Nantes and Sig. von 
Schrén of Naples, whose researches I shall 
here try to summarize. 

Now, if we drop a crystal of any soluble 
mineral salt—for instance, sulphate of soda— 
into a small quantity of distilled water every- 
body knows that it will disappear. It has, 
in fact, become absorbed by the water, and 
although the latter shows no external signs 
of alteration, we can by appropriate means 
show the presence of sulphate of soda within 
it... By repeating the process until the water 
will take up no more of the salt, we still do 
not alter the external appearance of the 
liquid until we bring about by some means 
the lowering of its temperature. 


* 
_ How Crystale Show Life. 

Directly this is done a change takes place 
which is visible even to the unaided eye. 
Needlelike lines dart through the mass appa- 
rently at random, and if it be left unshaken 
one or more crystals in time make their ap- 
pearance. There are always transparent 
figures which can be contained, as we used 
‘to say in the days of Euclid, within straight 
lines—i. e., they are cubes, octahedrons, or 
some kindred shape. 

But this shape is by no means an affair of 
accident, but cah be announced with cer- 
tainty beforehand. It is always that of the 
crystal dissolved at the beginning of the ex- 
‘periment, whether it be the perfect tetra- 
hedron of ehloride of sodium (common table 
salt) or the many sided figure of the double 
sulphate of alumina and potash which w 
call alum. 


All Forms Characteristic. 

Nor are things different with the insolu- 
ble minerals which we meet with in nature 
and which have been reduced to the crystal- 
line state by processes which we can seldom 
reproduce. The diamond, which is a crystal 
of carbon, appears always as a perfect cube; 
the rock crystal as a six sided prism, witha 
hexagonal pyramid at each end. And these 
forms are as characteristic of each particu- 
lar. mineral as the forms of saline crystals 
are of the salts that give them birth. Never 
does the diamond occur as a prism, or the 
rock crystal as a cube. 

These, facts, which have been known ever 
since the. beginning of chemistry, were all 
that it was possible for us to know until the 
recent development of microscopic power. 
We could tell, indeed, that a liquid was giv- 
ing birth to a solid, but we could form no 
guess of how the process actually took place. 
But. now Dr. von Schrin, increasing his 
microscopic powers until they reach a mag- 
nitude of 800,000 diameters, has succeeded in 
observing every stage of it.

N keeping with the modern methods of 
hatching chickens by incubators and car- 
ing for them in brooders, establishments 
in which poultry is raised on a large scale 
have added a machine totheir equipment 
with which to fatten their product for mar- 
ket. Liquid food is used, being forced 
through the tube into the chicken's crop, and 
it is said a fowl fed in this way for some two 
weeks prior to killing fattens more quickly 
and perfectly than by the usual. method of 
hand feeding. In fact, it is claimed the meat 
is sweeter and more tender. 

The machine is set upon a tripod arrange- 
ment, at the top of which is an iron food re- 
ceptacie, with a suction pump in the bottom. 
This pump is operated by a pedal. After

food is forced through the cRicken’s mouth 
until it reaches the crop the p is worked 
until the crop is full, when the man in charge 
of the machine removes his foot from the 
pedal, stopping the flow of food Instantly. 
Despite the seeming cruelty, the chicken is 
not injured by the operation. The fllustration 
shows how the chicken is held while being 
fed, but the tube is beside the fowl, extend- 
ing to about the point it would reach when 
inserted in its mouth.

While 
the chickens are on this diet they are kept in 
close confinement, are given no exercise, and 
are allowed only t quid food. 


Coachmen Are Content 


When with Their Horses. 


By Terrence Hill. 


HILE there are many people who 
scarcely envy the coachman his 
“job,” it is doubtful if, in a search 
through the different classes of 
Workers, there can be found any one 

class of men who take a greater interest in 
their work, and who are more generally sat- 
isfied with their manner of earning a living, 
than these same coachmen. Their work to 
the casual observer is onerous and unpleas- 
ant, and the hours long and unsatiefactory, 
but to the men who are in the business the 
work is nearly one of pleasure, and, because 
of the interest they feel in their work, the 
hours do not seem longer than does the 
day's work to any other worker. The av- 
erage coachman, especially if he is old in the 
work, is satisfied with his “ job.” 

The reasons for this are several, but per- 
haps the most prominent one is the fact that 
it is a case of the man and the work being 
congenial. Coachmen become coachmen in 
the first place because they like horses, be- 
cause they are never satisfied unless they are 
about them—driving, working, or caring for 
them. As boys they are the ones who. al- 
ways manage to get their names on the ab- 
sent Hst at school because they run away and 
spend their time around livery stables or 
other places where it is possible to be near 
horses, and carry water or hay for them, and 
sometimes, crowning glory, get a chance to 
even drive one. 


Choose Work in Youth. 

When it comes their turn to leave school 
they always manage to get a position as & 
driver or something else wherein they can be 
near their equine friends. When they are 
grown to men they eveutnally drift into work 
where they can gratify their desire to be near 
horseflesh. After they once enter the ranks 
of the wielders of the whip it is seldom they 
ever care to change their occupations. They 
stay at it year after year, and the fact there 
is little opportunity for advancement or sav-~- 
ing from their wages is apparently nothing 
against their vocation in their eyes. They 
are satisfied. 

As one old coachman said: “ I've been at 
the work ‘ever since I can remember, and, 
while I would never advise a young man to 
take it up, or allow a son of mine to become 
a coachman, I will not say that I am sorry 
myself for taking it up. There is nothing 
in it for an ambitious. man; there is absolute- 
ly no chance for advancement of any sort, 
the wages are not high compared to many 
trades and the work is unpleasant to many. 
Yet I will not say that I am sorry I ever be- 
came a coachman. Why should I? I have 
spent all my life with horses, I learned to love 
horses while I was a kid. I loved’em so well 
that when I was old enough I entered the 
cavalry so that I could be near them. When 
I left the army I went into this work and 
have been at it ever since. Of course this is 
the end of it, as far as any advancement ts 
concerned, but that doesn’t worry me at all. 

* 
Satisfaction Brings Content. 

“ere every day I have the privilege of 
holding the strings over the finest pair of 
coachers that ever set hoof on Michigaa 
boulevard. I am near horses all the time— 
what more can a man who loves horses want? 
I tell you, If I got to be worth a million by 
some sudden streak of fortune I'd be around 
at the old stable the next morning, feeling 
of the pair’s legs and seeing that they got 
their water and feed properly, just as if 
nothing had happened. I get $80 the month 
and my board and lodging. The lodging is 
over the barri; but where else would you have 
the sleeping quarters of a horseman? [I 
probably will never get much more wages, 
but while, as I say, I wouldn’t advise any 
young man to becomee coachman and would 
whip the son of mine who ever intimated that 
he wanted to be the same, I will net say that 
I am sorry I ever became one myself. I am 
satisfied. Are you more; or is the man that 
I'm soon going to drive home?” 

The above is the dominant note among 
coachmen in regard to their work. They are 
satisfied, yet they admit the wages in the 
work is not high enough to allow a man to 
save much and that there is no chance for 
advancement by following the work. 

There are some coachmen, the aristocrats 
of the profession, who never do anything 


but drive. There are others, perhaps the 
after they come in from the drive. But with 
all of them the same truth is applicable; they 
are in.it ‘for the same reason, and are sat- 
isfied. In the larger establishments, where 
there are perhaps a half dozen pairs of coach 
horses, the coachman does little but drive, 


times this keeps him so busy he has 
li for anything else. 


Grooms Advanced to Coachmen. 

In these places the groom attends to all the 
work of caring for the horseg and stables, 
and the groom, in his turn, generally becomes 
@ coachman also. As it is easier to secure 
@ position as groom than coachman, this 
is the manner in which the coachman first 
enters the business. 

However, there are many places where 
the coachman fills the position of driver and 
groom. Here he must attend to the horses 
after he brings them in and must see that 
they are properly fed and cared for. Gen- 
erally he has a stable boy to help him, but 
often, when only one or two pair are kept, 
he is alone. Many of the coachmen who 
drive the finest pairs in the city began their 
work in this manner. If they have a good 
presence and develop into good coachmen 
it is not long before they are noticed and 
are offered the seat on a “ swell” equipage. 
This is what the coachman longs for; the 
“swell” equipage is always drawn by the 
finest horses, and to hold the ribbons over 
the best pair on the boulevard is the ambi- 
tion of all coachmen. 

Wages Average Low. 

A coachman’s wages are not high com- 
pared with most trades, as far as money is 
concerned, but they nearly always receive 
board and lodging besides. From $50 a 
month for the qrdinary coachman in the 
small place to $200 a month for the aristo- 
crat whe comes from England with recom- 
mendations from the best people is the run 
of their wages. There are many grades to 
coachmen, and the man whose reputation 
and service insures him work at the latter 
wages is as far above the $50 per month man 
as the dramatic «tar is above the bearer of 
the spear in the back row. He might be said 
to chpose his place, for when it happens that 
he leaves one place for any reason a number 
of people are alWays anxious to secure his 
services. It is hard to get a coachman who 
is satisfactory in every manner, including 
appearance, and the man with the estab- 
lished repufation is always sure of work. 
His wages are, of course, higher than most 
workers’, but he is the exception. 

The sleeping quarters of the coachmen are 
generally on the second floor of the stable, 


‘ where most establishments have fitted up 


apartments that are as good as those of the 
average worker. Sleeping in the stable 
works no hardship on him, for he is satisfied 
only when near his “ pair.” 


* 7 
Satisfied with Long Hours 

Hours are not so regular or so satisfactory 
with him ag with most workers. He is on 
duty generally at 6 o’clock in the morning, 
when the caring and feeding of the horses 
begins. Often he is out until midnight or 
after if his master or mistress attends the 
theater or any fashionable function. How- 
ever, in the larger establishments there is 
a “second man,” who relieves the “ first 
man” and helps cut down the unseasonable 
hours. Then there are late trains to be met 
and many other things that keep the coach- 
man on duty for many hours each day. De- 
spite this, however, there is little grumbling 
or protest that the hoursaretoolong. Many 
workers could take lessons from the coach- 
man in the art of being satisfied. 

The majority of the coachmen In Chicago 
are English. There are also many sons of 
Erin among them. Many of these are men 
who have served in the English cavalry, and 
there are men sitting “on the box” In this 
sity who sat in an English saddle in India or 
@gypt and later in South Africa. These men, 
because of their knowledge of horsefiesh and 
the discipline acquired in the army, make 
the best coachmen. The native born Ameri- 
can is seldom found among them. His na- 
ture is hardly the one to be satisfied in such 
work, for it ie not of a class that would be 
picked out by the ambitious young man.

perhaps, is the famous Peacock room by 
the late James McNei! Whistler. 

So comprehensive is this decoration that. 
not only, the ceiling and the walls are cov- 
ered by it, but the smallest panel in the 
remotest corner as well. Rich, gorgeous, 

though delicate ang~harmonious, coloring is everywhere, 

The Peacock foom was painted by Whistler for his 
friend, the late Frederick Leyland of Princes’ Gate, Eng- 
land, and critics and lovers of art journeyed from many 
parts of the world to see it. 

When Mr Leyland died connoisseurs in Wngland. 
pleaded that the room be purchased by the British gov- 

ernment and placed in a public gallery “for the educae 
tion and pleasure of rising generations."" To permit the 
room to fall into the hands of an individual, they argued, 
would be cause for ,patriotic grief. 
Purchased by an American. 

While this matter was being discussed Charles L. 
Freer, a multi-millionaire of Detroit, slipped in and pure- 
chased the decoration, paying about $63,000 for it. So, 
much to the anger and disappointment of the English 
critics, it not ohly has fallen into the hands of an indi- 
vidual, but will be shipped out of the country to America 
as weil. 

Mr. Freer is perhaps better known in Europe than 
in this tountry as the owner of one of the finest libraries 
of rare editions in the world. For many years, while he 
was associated with the late Senator James McMillan of 
Michigan with whom he accumulated a great portion of 
his wealth, Mr. Freer spent all the time he could spare 
in traveling abroad picking up books. His rambles as 
a bibliophile brought him into acquaintanceship with 
dealers in paintings, With critics, and with the artists 
themselves. In this way he came to meet Whistler, whom 
he considered one of the foremost masters. Mr Freer 
began by buying his pictures whenever opportunity pre- 
sented itself. Then he commissioned him to paint on 
order until his collection of works by Whistler is said 
to be unsurpassed. 

Knowing the artist intimately—a rare privilege, for 
Whisticr was reserved almost to eccentricity—what could 


_.be more natural than that he should long to get posses- 


sion of all his works? Especially was Mr. Freer desirous 
of obtaining the remarkable Peacock room, his. inten- 
tion being to move it across the Atlantic to embellisn 
his mansion in Detroit. 


Whistler Objects to Picture’s Setting. 
The origin and development of the Peacock room 
quite befitted Whistler's peculiar temperament. Prob- 
ably no great modern work of art has so unique a his- 


tory. 
The late Frederick Leyland was an Englishman pos- 


sessing a: palatial house filled with the best examples of 


Burne-Jones, Rossetti,, Ford Maddox Brown, and other 
modern masters fenotéd by the Royal academy. ~ 

Always an admirer of W ler, he purchased the 
ys de la Porcelaine,” by 
him. and placed it over the mantelpiece of his dining 
room. This room was beautifully ceiled and paneled I 
wood by the well known architect, Jeckyll, who had carte 
blanche as to cost and arranged the color scheme to hapr- 
monize with Mr. Leyland’s fine collection of Nankin 
porcelain and with Whistler's painting. One day at 
luncheon, as Mr. Leyland’s guest, Whistler remarkea 
that the design of the room and his picture did not go 
well together, they lacked harmony, he said. 

Decorates Room to Match Painting. - 

Although quite satisfied with the room up to that. 
Mr. Leyland was much impressed by Whistler's criticism. 
In fact, it grew upon him until he really became dis- 
tressed. Finally he commissioned the artist to ine 
the room to fit the picture. 

Whistler entered upon his task with his cntiie soul. 
8 days at a time he remained in that one poom pon- 

ring its needs. 

Once satisfied with the layout as it presented itself to 
his mind’s eye, Whistler fell to work passionately. He 
took little rest during a period of six months; On his 


knees or squatting, Turkish fashion, he painted the 


panels of the wainscoting; on a ladder or scaffolding, or 
sometimes in a hammock, he painted cocks all over 
the walls and the ceiling. To reach @emote corners he 
sometimes used a brush fastened to the end of a fishing 
rod. When the work was done Mr. Leyland marveled 
at the odd design, the perfect splendor of the coloring, 
the sumptuous effect, and he named it the Peacock room. 


Whistler Takes Characteristic Revenge. 


He was delighted, but it appears that there was some

‘At many corners can be found the two wheeled cart of 


the peddier who sells little packages of ice cream to the 


children for a penny. He has eeased his old practice of 
trudging through miles of dusty streets and noisome alleys. 
He has taken the first step towards establishing himself. 
Next mionth or next year you will find that he has con- 
trived to set up a shelflike counter against the wall, or on 
thé railing of a basement entrance, and that he has added 
candies, fruits, and perhaps newspapers to his stock in trade. 
The old push cart may be there standing in the shade in the 
gutter, but the stand is the expansive department. The 
peddler has become the dealer. He is anchored. He has 
*@ place of business,” an establishment that quickly grows 
into an open air shop. 
If the property owner and the police are at all complaisant 
the watchful proprietor of the stand will extend his holding 
rapidly. If he is not sure of his ground he will proceed 
to gfow by degrees almost imperceptible.

corner of Halsted and Maxwell streets ‘there is a good ex- 
ample of this style of commercia] enterprise, and the pro- 
prietor requires the use of a large wareroom in addition to 
the considerable space he occupies outdoors. It is doubtful, 
however, if he would transfer his business to a store, because 
the outdoor display of his gaods is one of the secrets of his 
success. 

This preference for the constant display of their wares 
is characteristic of all peddlers, and they do not lose it 
even when wealth and good reputations have transformed 
them into successful merchants. Often on account of ill 
health, or trying exposure, or the necessity of sheltering 
their wares they will at last take a store, but the peddler 
instinct of constant display will manifest itself in the man- 
ner in which they take advantage of every fine day to 
crowd their goods out on to the sidewalks. \

Poles, Russians, Bava s, Servians, and Jews of the 
poorer working classes prefer to do their shepping in the 
outdoor shops. The bright, appetizing look of the fruits, 


the alluring beauty of the flowers, the opportunity to inspect 
at firet hand the various articles displayed on the street 
counters encourage these cautious buyers, and many of 
them purchase freely at the stands who would never think 
of going into a store to look for the same thing. 

The degree to which this outdoor display of merchandise 
is practiced in these busy streets extends to all branches

of trade. On the pavement in front of a fine furniture store 
are rows of velvet upholstered chairs and couches that 
tempt the passing pedestrian to rest himself and become a 
purchaser at the same time. The sidewalk in front of a 
goodly toy store is littered with brightly painted, attrac- 
tive things of the sort that charm children. The little boys 
and girls make free with the red wagons and doll buggies, 
and, going home, become the best kind of agents for the 
dealer who permitted them to Inspect his offerings. 

The hoy bootblack who once carrieJ his “‘ establishment” 


under his arm to Twelfth and Halsted streets now has & 
brilliantly painted and equipped shoe shining booth on the 
sidewalk of the northwest corner. Four or five neat, obliging 
assistants are always on duty, and his patrons, sitting out 
doors, yet sheltered from sun and rain, seem to enjoy the 
easy chairs, the fresh air, and the ceaseless pageantry of the. 
crowded street. On the northwest corner of Halsted ana 
Van Buren there is a busy and extensive open air stom 
in which flowers, confectionery, fruit, newspapers, and am 
drinks are dispensed the year round. At such street intes 
sections there is always a great deal of transferring of 
street car passengers, who are in too great a hurry to ent 
a store, but who will help themselves at the open air sia

passing customers, enjoys the activities and curious sights 
of the thoroughfare, and has the great advantage of an out- 
door life for herself and her baby. .When school is over for 
the afternoon a boy or girl of 10 years or less may relieve the 
mother or add their services to the business yntil supper 
time. These embryo merchants of the open air shops have 
their wits sharpened constantly with tu> friction of the 
world about them. They are seeing the world as it can be 
seen only in the streets, and yet they are under the eyes of 
their parents, and they go to school as regularly as ther 
little neighbors. 

Pawnshops, second hand stores, fruit, flower, book, and 
news shops have always transacted a large share of thelr 
business outdoors. Most of such establishments were evolved 
from the peddiler’s pack to the push cart, thenee to the 
corner stand, from which the growth into an open a& 
shop was logical and inevitable, and finally into the roofed 
and walled store, in front of which, weather permitting, 
sometimes the bulk of the stock in trade is constantly em 
hibited. 

There are some outdoor shopkeepers, however, who pre 
fer that style and who are recognized by their neighbors as 
helpful influences in the vicinity. The attractive displays of 
their wares upon the sidewalk cause pedestrians to pause, @ 
get into the buying mood, to look about them, to remem 
ber what they need, or to remind them of the folks at home. 
Some of them pay high prices for the space they occupy, and 
could get desirable indoor locations as cheaply. But ones 
they are established on a good corner and have won ts 
good will of their customers they cannot afford to move

NIMAL models are not particularly a feature 
of the Chicago studio. One may visit scores 
of artist dens and photograph galleries without 
finding as much as a stray cat or a dog, or 
even the picture of one. Generally he is not 
considered worth the bone he gnaws on. Even 
artists who make a speciality of animal studies 
- seem to prefer a neighbor’s pet to their own 
and hunt up the favorites of celebrities for their models. The 
bead of Wishaw Clinker and Jack are considered valuable 
Beceuse the animals belong to J. Pierpont Morgan and Pres- 
ident Roosevelt respectively. As such they make charming 
miniatures in the hands of Miss Eva W. Russell of this city. 


‘Animals who have in reality found a home in some artist’s 
apartment are not used extensively—their master preferring 
“0 epread his energies over 300 or 400 individual animals for 


Wariety’s sake and the practice. Consequently a dog, or a cat, 


or a cow that may have had the honor of trials by a real 
artist’s brush or a photographer's camera has generally lm- 
ited his posing to one or two sittings.

He says he has a few 
brains, however, which he considers the essential things in 
the possession of a cat model, and he invariably uses them 
when before the camera in working up his expression. No cat 
in this world ever struck more interesting poses than he or 
ever put on more varjed and heavenly expressions, at times. 

Jack not only poses himself but will on any, occasion 
stand by frightened children and trick them into being taken 
—letting them stroke his fur—while he braves the camera’s 
snap. This has been one of his ruses for years and is mainly 
why he has been retained tn the gallery. 

He has the dignity and intelligence of a dog, as well as 
the disposition. Though he makes no pretense to beauty, he 
appears to advantage on all occasions. He loves strangers 
and ts never afflicted by their presence. Exceedingly fond of 
his master, he will follow him about from room to room, 
being exceptionally averse to being left atone. He is, in fact, 


quite humanized. That fs probably why he has no especial 


fears of the camera. 
In this respect he has his counterpart in the thoroughbred 
cows that have been taken so many times that a camera 


causes them no excitement whatever. 


They will look it straight in the eye 
and chew their cuds as meditatively Make Good 
as if it were simply a part of the land- 
scape. They will even let the artist come | 
up and handle their feet and shove them into the proper 
pose, which, once assumed, they have intelligence 
enough to keep. The only thing they especially resent is 
being taken out of a comfortable stall on a cold day and made 
to wait in a bitter wind for the artist to adjust his parapher- 
nalia. This is an indignity which any well bred cow will 
most properly resent by deliberately turning her head to 
more comfortable quarters. So easy is it to secure a good 
likeness of a show cow that many of them have been taken 
over and over again.

Yourself. 
ROF. STARR of the University of Chicago is 
all wrong when he says that parting the hair 
on the left side is a sign of degeneracy. At 
ali events, such is the opinion of government 
scientists who have made a study of matters 
of the kind. They admit that the way in which 
@ person’s hair is arranged is an indication of 
character, to a certain extent,. and that there 
is such a thing as language of the hair, which can actually 
/Be made to express ideas; but Prof. Starr's theory of the 
part is wholly erroneous, the left side having come to be pre- 
ferred by nearly all men simply because they hold the comb 
- $m the left hand. The reason they hold the comb in the 
left hand is not that they are degenerate, but merely that 
the right hand is needed for wielding the brush, which re- 
quires more skill and strength in its manipulation. 
‘Women’s hair, however, affords a much more interesting 
study than that of men, when viewed psycholdégically, be- 
cause the modes of arranging it are susceptible of so much 


variation. If it seem strange that a young woman's coiffure 


should be capable of expressing an idea, let it be considered 
what a lot of coquetry there may be in a single daintily 
adjusted curl, or how far an impression of simplicity may 
be conveyed by locks that are parted in the middle and per- 
mitted to flow over the shoulders unadorned. When it comes 
tc temperament or disposition, fluffy hair may be regarded 
as an indication of a tendency to giddiness, while its opposite, 
sedateness, finds outward evidence in a brushing of the 
hair smooth and close to the head. A girl who does up her 
tresses in a Greek knot behind is either artistically inclined 
or is trying to communicate to others a notion that she is so.

Part Hair in Middle Shows Effeminacy. 


Parting the hair in the middle is declared by Prof. Starr 
to be another sign of degeneracy in men. Whether this be 
correct or not, it is certain that it used to be regarded as a 
symptom of effeminacy, which is a form of degeneration. 
When, on the stage, it is desired to represent a sanctimonious 
person of the male eex, the actor always parts his hair (or 
wig) in the middle and plasters it down with soap. Thus the 

~ Wan is to some extent feminized in appearance and gains 
in aspect which expresses the idea of excessive primness 
und regard for decorum. 

The fashionable women of New York are already part- 
ing their hair in the middle, and the pompadour seems to 
sxe doomed. But there will always be many persons of the 

gentler sex who prefer to divide their locks on one side or 

the other for the sake of becomingness. Nature has made 
yvery human being In two halves, which in no instance ex- 
actly match. Even the hair does not grow just.alike on 
both sides of the head, and probably for that reason it is 
more beq@oming to some individuals to make the parting on 
the left side than on the right, or vice versa. Dr. Hough 
says that the part in the middle is the most primitive 
method of arrafiging the hair, being adopted by many sav- 
ages, including our own Indians. 


Background fo Beautify Face. — 
Now, womien are exceedingly clever in arranging their 


hair so as to beautify their faces. If the face is long and 
narrow, it is made to look shorter and broader by making 
-the hair fluffy at the sides and flat on top of the head. On 
the other hand, if the face is short and broad, it is narrowed 
in effect by making the hair flat on the sides and high on 
top. A fluffiness of the hair all around the face will cause 
the latter to look larger, while the device of covering up a 
’ high forehead is so familiar as to be hardly worth men- 
tioning. One of the most famous beauties of the stage today 
uses her hair to cover her ears, which are ugly, and those 
features never show in any of her widely sold photographs. 
It must have been early in the development of civiliza- 
tion that the superior beauty of curling and wavy hair be- 
gan to be appreciated. It naturally followed that women 
with straight locks tried to imitate what was so generally 
admired, and thus came into being the fashion of manipu- 
lating the tresses with tongs and other devices. They did 
- this, of course, to please the men, and to this day, as al- 
ready said, a curl is the expression of coquettishness. To 
add one more instance of the expression of an idea by means 
of the hair, one may refer to the so®called “fright wig,” 
which in earlier days was worn customarily by Brudder 
Bones at the minstrels. When counterfeiting terror he 
would pull a concealed string, which caused the hair on top 
of his head to stand erect as if with fear.

; feathers appear to have developed into certain types of 

headdresses. But the ancestor of all the hats seems to have

hair. The ancient Chinese, as well as the Greeks, wore fillets, 

and out of this simple contrivance the cumbrous oriental 
turban has grown. 

The pigtail of the Chinaman tells a historical story. In 
ite origin it is a badge of servitude, and he has worn it ever 
since the year 1544, when the Manchu Tartars, whe them- 
selves were pigtail wearers. conquered the celestial king- 
dom and compelled its people to adopt the fashion. Many 
tribes of savages at the present time dye their hair, or 
plaster it with clay and oils; but the most fantastic of all 
coiffures are those of the frizzly haired peoples of Africa 
and Melanesia, who arrange their kinky tresses, men as well 
as women, in enormous mops, sometimes braided in in- 
tricate designe of horses and rings, and sometimes, as in New 
Guinea, made up with concealed masses of vegetable fiber

Headdress the Insignia of Rank. 

The headdress came after awhile to be a sign of rank 

end authority, this idea being carried so far that the gods 

‘ of the Buddhist religion are represented with elaborate 
hats. In Corea the station in life of any person may be 
ascertained at a glance by looking at his headgear, no 
fewer than fifty different kinds of hats being worn in that 
country as indications of the social position of the owners.
